'But yet as there is a reall unity , in the word written.in the heart, in the * 
word of promiſe, and in the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt : fo there is a for= : 
mall difference. For the word of the Law written in the heart, is formally the 
word of the power of life : andthe word of promiſe, is formally the word of 
eternall life, whereby the eternall continuance of the power of the word in 
the heart is promiſed : and the word of the ſeventh dayesreſt , is formally the 
word of eternall reſt, for by the eternall bleſſing of the word of the ſeventh 
dayesreſt, man doth reſt inthe injoying of the word of promiſe, wherby God 
doth fulfill his promiſe to man, and therefore called trath. And this is the rea- 
ſon, that, as in the word of promiſe, the covenant is eſtabliſhed between God 
and man,upon the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt; the covenant and the word 
of the ſeventh dayes reſt, are really one, but of a formall difference. 
The reall unity of both, is in this, that the word of promiſe ( whichis the 
- UNS wo 
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word of eternall life) is by the eternall bleſſing of the word of the ſeventh 


dayes reft. And the formall difference of both, 1s in this, that God and man, { 


(in the word of promiſe) are formally and mutually obliged by covenant, but 
man is only formally commanded by the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt , of 


his law of righteouſnefſe. For God inthe word of promiſe, doth bind and ob». 


liege himſelte to man by covenant, to grant the eternall continuation of the 
life'of righteouſnes, which man doth injoy, by the 
ten in bis heart. And becauſe this eternall continuation of the life of man, is 
by the eternall bleſſing of the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt, therefore God 
doth mutually bind and obliege man by his covenant , to fulfill the command 


of his ſeventh dayes worſhip (implying the fulfilling of the whole Iaw) after 
that formall maner as God hath manifeſted himſelfe, to be worſhipped by 


man, by the word of his ſeventh dayes reſt : and this obligement of man by 
covenant, is both upon the promiſe of eternalllife, and alſo upon the promiſe

By the light of the word therefore of every ſeverall ſeventh dayes reſt; firſt 
weare led inthe knowledge of the tate and condition of man , with whom 
the covenant 15 made.

But as man of all creatures,was laſt created, ſo man was the ornament,per= 


feRion, and (as it were) the maſterpiece of the workes of the creation. For 
of all the creatures created by God , the creation of man was the molt rag 
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_ and curious worke. And though it be ſayd, That man wa$ made a little lower 
then the Angels ( to wit, in the perfe&1on of glory : |) yet the perfeRion of | 
mans creation was ſuperiour to the creation of Angels: for all creatures were | 
either intelleQuall or corporall. But that two ſo firange differing natures, * 
ſhould be eflentially united in the nature of man, it is the wonder of nature it .

obligatory precept doth neceſlarily imply the command of the whole Law of 
righteouſneſſle, as hath been, formerly declared; for by thetranſgreſſion. of 
this obligatory precept, the whole Law of righteouſneſſe was neceſſarily 
tranſgreſled ; and therefore Adamand all men naturally to deſcend of Adam

Thirdly, the cenſure of God upon the arraignment, containing the ſecond 
Covenant, according to which method, this{econd Booke ſhall be divided 
intheſe two parts: In the firſt part, the fall of man nnder the eternali curſe

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For anfwer fo the firſt queſtion z thoughthe Scripture doth not fet down 
and determine the preciſe time of the fall of man, yet there is no ground at 
zll toimagine,that Adam did iall the ſame very day wherein he was created, 
for ſo Adam and all men created in Adam mult have falne without the curſe 
of the Law ; for before the ſeventh day that God did reſt from the works of 
the Creation, there was neither any formall Law or Covenant to binde or 
command Adam to the Law of God, which- command was by the onely 
word of the firſt ſeventh dayesreſt of the Law of righteouſneſle, upon the 
immediate command whereof the fiſt Covenant was eltablithed betweene 
God and man. LE 

But the maine reaſon of this imaginary opinion, ſtandeth in this point ; 
to wit, Eve did, or (at leaſt ) might have conceived the fixt day which Eve 
was given Adam to wife ; hence itis concluded, that if Adam had falne af . 
ter Eve had conceived,the conception had not been lyable to Adamsſinne, 
becauſe it was not then in the head, but aQally deſcended from the head'; 
10 which caſe the Sen (ia the Juſtice of God) is not lyable to the ſinof the 
Father, for inthis caſe the ſoule that ſinmeth muſt dye : To this I aaſwer. 

Admit that Eve had conceived the ſame night which Eve was given to. 
Adamto wife, yet this conception was not man and the ſonne of Adam 
untill ſach time as Eves ſenfitive conception was brought to ſuch perfeRion, 
as the intelleQuall information of the ſoule, the ſenſitive body was perfe& 
man and the ſon of Adam : Before which time, if Adam (the created head 
of all men naturally to deſcend of Adam) had falne, the poſterity of Adam. 
(notwithſtanding ) mult have neceſſarily falne inthe head, for God did not: 
make his firſt Covenant with the ſenſitive ſeed of Adam or Eve, or with the 
ſenſitive conception, or with the ſenſitive body of man,but with man, Adam 
the head, and withall men naturally to deſcend of Adam the head, as they, 
aremen intelleRuall and ſenſitive, created inthe ſtate of naturall and ſpirte 
tuall perfe&ion in Adam the head. 

Before ſach time therefore as Eve had conceived perfe& man and the 
{onne of Adam, Adams fall could not have been prevented from being the 
fall of his poſterity, all which time after the firſt Covenant was eſtabliſhed, 
our firſt parents might have ſtood before their fall, and yet in all that times 
Adams fall muſt have beenthe neceſſary fall of his poſterity, till the very in= 
ſtant time of Eves conception of man, which is by the ſecond conception 
of woman, while as the ſenfitive bedy (inthe wombe) is broughe to ſuck 
perfeRtion, as the high elaborate vitallſpirits of the heart, doe appetite the 
intelleuall forme, humane ſpirit, to be begot by the eternall Father of ſpi- 


| its, and(by the power of the word) ellentually united to the heart, whereby”

Eve inher ſtate of perte&ion was to bring forth man, in the image ofrighte-

The eAngels bound andobliged tothe Law of God, | 
S$ Evethe woman man female was firſt in the tranſgreſſion, weearets 
begin with the declaration of the efficient cauſe of Eves tranſgreſſion 
of the Law of God, which was meerly externall. 

The externall efficient cauſe of Eves fall was principall and inſtrumen- 
tall : The principall externall efficient cauſe (as it will appeare by the ſab- 
ſequent declaration) was Satan. The inſtrumentall efficient cauſe of Eves 
tranſgreſſion, was, firſt the Serpent ; ſecondly, the objective fruit of the 
Tree of knowledge of good and evill; thirdly, the words of the firſt Cove- 
Or, Gen. 2.17. (djing thou ſhalt aye) though the two laſt were but cauſes 

accident. _ 

f The cauſes inducing Adams fall were theſe three, and Eve her ſelfe, 
which was the fourth cauſe. — 
| Satan therefore, that old crooked Serpent, enemy to God and man, was 
' the principall efficient externall cauſe of the fall of man, the reft Satan did 
ule (orrather abuſe) for his inſtruments. - 

' The cauſe of Satans betraying of man, was Satans. malice againſt God, 
and his envy to man, advanced to ſuch high honour of dominion over the 
earth, and over the creatures of the earth, in ſuch high love and favour of 
God, from whole love and glorious preſence Satan was diſgracefully caſt 
downe'from the Heavens; for Satan by the infinite word, being created z 
moſt glorious Angelicall ſpirit, in the heighth of angelicall perfe&ion by the 
power of the word of the law acually and ſpiritually enligbtned (as all An- 
gels were created ) for by the immediate power of the word the Angels do 
live, move, intelleuaily and ſpiritually, and have their intellefuall and 
ſoirituall being : The Angels therefore, according to the internall power of 
the word, were obliged to the command of the Law of God as well as man; 
and therefore its affirmed by the Apoſtle, 2 Per, 2. 4. that the Angels 
ſinned,and finne being the tranſgreſſion of the Law, the Angels maſt be ob- 
liged to the command of the angelicall word of the Law, and conſequently 
and neccflarily, the Angels by the power of the word (in the juſtice of God) 
_trult be enabled with equall power to fulfill the command of the Law ; for 
35 1: may appeare by Satans fall, the Angels are obliged to the command of 
_ the Law, upon the curſe of eternall death, for there is but one reall word of 

tie Law of God, obliging all the intelleAuill creatures created by the 
word, th. ugh formally differing CENny: to the differing ſphere. of vr 
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intelle&uall creature, man in the humane ſphere is formally and humanely 
obliged to the Law of God ; the Angels in the angelicall ſphere, formally 
. and angelically, and both eternally obliged. . 
Now Satan by his proud contempt of God, by his tranſgreſſion of the 


Law;baving fatne from the beighth of his angelicall perf-Rion and felicity, | 


wherein hee was created, nnder the eternall angelicali curſe of the Law ; 
Satan was caſt down like lightning from heaven ro eternall darknefle, Znk, 


Y 20.18. Eph.6.12.without all hope of redemption,cternally baniſhed from the 


glorious preſence of God,and from the ſociety of the numverleſle number of 
the blefl:d Angels, who (accordmg te the eternall Decree of God )do ſtand 


in the grace of their created perfe&ion ; by the power of the Reſurretion | 


of the word (made fleſh of the ſeed of the woman) as they were created by 
the power of the word, for the Lords infinite merit (by his reſt from the 
fulfilling of his promiſe of the bleſſed Seed) doth deſcend to the Angels, by 


whoſe infinite merit the Angels are conſerved in their created eſtate, as | 


miniſtring ſpirits, for the ſafety of the Ele&. 


By reaſonof this ſhamefall and ignominious diſgrace of Satan, by ſuch a 
high fall by the angelicall curſe of the Lzaw,Satan became malitioufly deſpe- 


rate againlt God : for though Satan ( by the angelicall curſe of the Law) 
was deprived of all ſpirituall underſtanding and ation, yet the anpelicall 
IntelleAaall power of his underitanding and ation(whichis fo adnurable ) 
did remaine,for by this power Satan works all his miſchiefe agsinlt God and 
man : Satan therefore being pufc np malicioufly againſt God, and knowin 
man to.be the moſt beloved creature of tod, and ſeeing that man bowl 
bold ſuch high fovcratgnty, and ſuch high favour and eſteeme with God, 
{from whoſe favour Satan had fo difgracefully fallen) This did fo aggravate 
Satans infelicity, as that his malicious impatiency did carry him (as 1t were) 
_ headlong in contempt of God, to work his malice upon innocent man, and 
 toinduce man by the tranſgereſſion of the Law of God, {by the word of his 
_ Law commanding man) to fall into the like condemnation with himſelfe ; 
for Satan (no doubt) did apprehend, that it was 2s impoſſible for man to 
'be redeemed from the eternall curſe of the humane obligement of the Law, 
_ a8 for himlelfe tobe redeemed from the angelicall curſe of the Law. 
By this meanes Satan thoughtto be revenged on God, in the deſtruction 
_ of his darling man, and to make the whole works of the Creation ſuffer, in 


the deftruction of man, who was created the ornament and perfection of | 


the works of the Creation. 


Satan therefore knowing man to be created in ſuch an admirable eſtate 


of natural end fpirituall perfection, Satan did excogitate ſuch a mighty 
: tempta- 
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_ whereby Satan ſet kisproje& a foot. Fourthly, the wards of the Scripturs 
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temptation, aS Was avle to ſhake the pertefitlon of the mol. perfe& jntel- 
leAuall creature of God, as it 1s an intelleAuall creature, which may well 
be called the maſter-piece of Satans temptations: in the declaration where- 
of, the admirable power of underttanding, wiſdome, craft, and {ubtilty af 
Satans api Hip may-be obſeryed ; the declaration whereof ſhall be dif- 
charged in theſe four points. Tz FR. 

Eirſt, Satans plot nd proje& (by this mighty temptation) ſhall be decls- 
red : Secondly, the grounds that Satan wentupon. Thirdly, Satans policy 


(ſet down by Moſes) ſhall be declared, that the plot and proje& may arily 
naturally from the words, and from the inſtramentall cauſes of the cemp= 


tation.

Satans plot and policy whereby be betrayed onr firſt Parents. 


T He effe& of Satans proje& by. this mighty temptation, was this in « 
word, Satan (by poſlefling of the Serpent) reſolved to ſuggelt to our 
ficſt parents, that there was ſuch admirable vertue in the fruit ofthe Tree of 
Knowledge of good and evill, being eaten, as their defire and appetite to 
eate of the fruit, (ſhould be ſo highly incenſed, as ſhould fo darken and ob- 
{cure their ſpirituall !ght and obliged love to God, as they ſhould greedily 
graſpe the fruit, and cate thereof ; and by eating thereot (contrary tothe 
cominand of God by his Law ) fall under the eternall curſe of the Law. 

As for the grounds which Satan went upon fo ſecure his projet, they 
were two in number ; firlt, Satandid take advantage of the Covenant, for 


Satan did well apprehend, that the firſt Covenant,being eſtabliſhed between 


God and man, God (in his juſtice) could neither reftraine Satan from temp= 
ting of man, or uphold and beare out man being tempted by the mighty 
power of Satans temptation, which made Satan ſo audacious to affault man, 
though created in ſuch ſpirituall perfe&ion. | 

The ſecondground that Satan went upon, was with equall infallibility 
with the former ; for Satan (aut of his admirable underſtanding) did well 
apprebend,that though man was created in ſuch ſpirituall perfeRion,yet that 


| the freedome of his ſpirituall love could not determine the free a& of his 
_ Haturall love; and that the naturall love of man, beipg once united tothe 


ſpecies of the o>je& of his greateſt perfeRion, the union is inſeparable ; for 
all creatures intheir kind doe tend with an irreſiſtable propenfity to the ob= 
zcA of their perfeRion. EE 
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*  Ofthis Satan did take his ſecond advantage, for by his falls enlightning of | v 
_ theobje@ of the fruit of the Tree of Knowledge, with ſucha glorious gl: le | g

of ſeeming vertue and perfeQion (to wit) that by eating therecf, our firſt | 
parents ſhould be equall to God ; our firft parents were betrayed; for the 
naturall ſpecies of the externall ſenfitive objeR, mult be firſt apprehended 
- by thea& of the underſtanding, before it can be either morally or ſpiritually | « 
apprehended by man. ' . : { 
Satans policy to ſet this projeR a foot, was to bring man in diſlike with | | 
God ; for this cauſe, Satan (by peſlefiing of the Serpent) did ſuggeſt to | |

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Our firſt parents; firſt, that if they would but eate of the fruit, which God 
had commanded them (under paine of death) not to cate, they ſhould have | 
the perfe&ion of the underſtanding both of good and evill, and that this | 
was the perfeRion of Gods underſtanding. 

Secondly, and conſequently, that according to the perfeAion of that un. | 
derſtanding, they ſhould bee enabled with the freedome of independent | * 
aQion,which was the perfeRion of the free a& of God, whereby they ſhould 
be free from the feare of any dying death, rhreatned by the Covenant, and 
Inevery reſpeR equall to God. 

Thirdly,that God of purpoſe had commanded them not to eate of the fruit 
"of the Tree of Knowledge of good and evill,upon the pain of a dying death 
becauſe God did know, that ch wasthe vertue of that fruit, that by eating 
thereof, they ſhould become equall to God himſelfe, 
* This was of purpoſe ſuggeſted by Satan, to incenſe the love of man(who 
as yet knew no evill) fo __ the underſtanding of evill, as that without 
the underftanding of evilly man ſhould apprehend his underſtanding to bee 
imperfe& ; and ſo to affet ſuch freedome of independent aRion, as hee 
ſhould be free from any danger of death threatned by the covenant. And 
now to make all this ariſe out of the word of the Scripture, the ſeverall pat- 
ſages ſet down by Moſes, now next to be declared. | 


The reaſon that Satan in the Serpent did begin firſt to tempt Eve, 
” man female the woman, 


Atan being to enter the liſts with man,armed with the perfeQion of ſuch 
a I naturall and fpirituall underſtanding and a&ion, Satan maſt bepin to 
work objJe@ively upon the externall ſenſes of man or no way, to divert the 
Jove of man fromGod, who were united in ſuch ſpirituall love. Now Sa- 
tanSpower to deecive man,is1n the only power of his falls deceiving light, 
ED which 
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* which doth alwayes in ontward ſhew and appearance, promiſe a farre 
oreater good to man then the light of the Word of God doth promiſe, 
' whereby the light of the word is obſcured and darkned by Satans falſe 


great light. ; ” 
Satan therefore to induce man to be in diſlike with God by his falſe de- 


ceiving light, did abuſe the light of the Word of God and the Sacramentall 


ſeale of the firſt Covenant: for there was no other ſenſitive objeR under the | 


heave: ns whereby Satan could then betray man by his falſe deceiving light, 
but by the beautifull fruit of the tree of Knowledge, Satan therefore to in» 
cenſe Eves love and deſire to taſte of this beautifull fruit, did make choice 
of the ſenſitive Serpent, for his inſtrument to giofle the fruit with the falſe 
oreat gloſle of his falſe deceiving light. f | 

Though it be not expreſly (et downe by Moſes what manner of ſenſitive 
creature the ſerpent was, yet by the words of the Text it doth manifeſtly 
appeare that the Serpent was a moſt ſubtill ſenſitive creature created by, 
Gcd, and in ſenſitive apprehenſion next to man ; and (as it ſhallapfeare 
afterwards) loving and converſant with man, and walting as it were upon 


| | Eve, and therefore the more fit for Satansinſtrument. Satan did begin with 


Eve, and (as it may appeare by the circumſtance of temptation) out of A- 
dams hearing ; wherein Satan ſhewed his wiſdome, leſt he ſhould have had. 
the ftrong encounter of two adverſaries, both in the ſtate of ſpirituall per- _ 
feftion. E | 

It is thought that Satans policy in beginning ficlt with Eve, was becauſe 
of her ſex, being (as it is conceived) the weaker of the two, though I muſt 
ſay that there is ſmall reaſon to conceive that Eve (for her intellecuall and 
ſpirituall perfe&ion) was any wayes inferiour to Adam, both being created 
in the like ſtate of naturall and ſpirituall perfeRion of man, though the ong 
man male, and the other man female.  - 

But the reaſon mult rather be, that Satans poiſoned cup being preſented. 
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- Tke queſtion like Satan himſelfe, was a molt ſabtill queſtion, who for his 
winding every way in « man, by the ſubtilty of his temptation, 1s called a 
Serpent in the Scripture : Firſt, therefore of the queſtton moved by the Ser- 
pent to Eve, and next of Eves anſwer to the Serpent. 


CHAP. VII. 

Satans ſubtill queſtion to Eve by the Serpevr, 
a in his ſubtill queſtion, by the Serpent, doth ſticke to the ſecond 
ground of his projet, whichis the freedome of the love of man to the 
externall ſenſitive obje&, enlightned by whatſoever light : The words of 
the queſtion are theſe (Ger.3.1.) Nee, here the Serpent makes a pauſe, as it 
were, by the way of admiration, hath God /aia, yee ſoall not eate of every Tree 
of the Garden : The ſenſe of the words 1s this, Is 1: true, or 15 it poſlivie that 
man, whom (it ſeemeth)) that God hath made Lord over the earth and crea- 
tures, ſhould be barred from that freedome which is not denyed to the very 
ſenſttive creatures, which at their pleaſure freely eat of every pleaſing herbe 
agreeable ro their ſenſitive nature ( wherein the whole ſenfitive pleaſure 
and eontentment of the ſenſitive creature doth confilt,) and maſt man (a 
- creature both intelleQuall and ſenfitive, and the Lord of the creatures) bee 
curbed and deryed the like freedome to eate of what fruit man bath a minde 
to cate of? Here was a moſt divelliſh queſtion to ſet a woman (as ſhe is a 
natorall woman) a longivg without any further; and who is able to fay, 


| that Eve did not then long, by reaſon of her firit conception, which is the 
|  A{cnfitive conception of woman ? 


© Though the queſtion be cunningly and coveredly moved by the Serpent, 


yet if we conſider the readinefle of Eves apprekenfion, in her ftate of per- 


feQion, wee ſhall finde that Eve did apprehend the depth of the queſtion, 
and began to be ſenſible both of the reſtraint of her freedome, and likewiſe 
of death threatned by the Covenant, which two of all things under the hea- 


vens are moſt averſe to the free nature of man, as hee is man intelleQuall | 


and ſenfitive. 

But Eve as yet doth modeſtly containe her ſelfe, and Satan in the Sernent 
 wasno lefle wary ; for Satan of purpoſe did make no mention (by his que- 
ſition) of death, threatned by the Covenant ; for Satan was ſare that by the 
ſubtitty of his queſtion, he had given Eve ſuch a blow (beiog in the ſtate of 
perfe&ion) as ſhe ſhould be quickly ſenſible both of the reſtraint of her free- 
dome, and of death threatned by the Covenant, which innocent Eve before 
that tune had no reaſonto think of. ” 

Yet 
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Yet for all this, Eve in this Duell at firſt, like her ſelfe, did toutly ſtand to 
the marke, containing her ſelfe within the compaſle of her morall ſphere, 
2Raally and morally, though Eve began to faint ſpiritually ; for the blow 
was ſo dangerous, and touched Eves freedome fo neere, 4S in her anſwer to 
the Serpent by uttering the words of the Covenant, Eve fell ſhort, as wee 
ſhall beare by the words of her anſwer tothe Serpents queliion. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Eves Fall. 


He words of Eves anſwer to the Serpents queſtion are theſe, Gem. 3 35- 
We eate of the Trees of the Garden, but of the Tree which u in the midſt of the

| Garden, God hath ſaid yee ſpall not eate of it, neither ſhall ye touch it, leſf yee dye. 


In theſe words, firlt Eve did give a molt cleere teſtimony of her perfe& 
underſtanding of Ged the Creator, by the word of his Law and Covenant; 
for in Eves acknowledging of Gods bounty and bleſling,in allowing to our. 


firſt parents the fruit of the Trees of the Garden (which was by the bleffin

of the word of the firſt ſeventh dayes reſt of God the Creator) Eve did ac- 
knowledge ber immediate dependence, upon the bleſſing of her gracious 
Creator by his word. | HD 
Secondly, Eve by acknowledging Gods command, by his word com- 
manding our firſt parents, to abſtaine from the fruit of the Tree of Know= 
ledge, upon the paine of death : Eve did acknowledge the Soveraignty of 
God the Creator, over man and mans obliged obedience to God, which is 
the ſumme of the firſt Covenant, in theſe words ; God hath ſaid (whoſe 
word is the command of his Law to man) Tee ſhall not eate of the fruit of the 
Tree iu the widſt of the Garaen , that is, of the Tree of Knowledge of good 
and evill, whoſe command we are to obey, leſt we dye (to wit) a dying 
death, whichis eternall death, Though the temptation (by the ſubtill que- 
tion) touched Eves freedome fo neere, that Eve fell ſhortin the repeating 
of the ward of the Covenant; for while as the word of the Covenant was, 
dying yee ſhall dye, Eve ſaid to the Serpent, we mult not touch the fruit of 
the Tree in the midit of the Garden, leſt we dye. | 
Now death was the word, which cunning Satan in the Serpent watched 
for, that Eve ſhould let fall; whereat Satan in the Serpent taking advan- 
tage, did give a freſh aſſault to Eve, moſt impudently contradifing the word 
of God by his Covenant, ſaying, Tee /zall not dye at all; and with a breatb, 
before Eve could reply, ſawcie Satan in the Serpent by a moſt calumnious 
ye againſt God, did ſecond the affault, ſaying, God doth know, that when yes 
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rate thereof, (to wit, of the fruit of the Tree of Knowledge) your eyes ſaall be 
opened, and yee ſtall be as Gods, knowing good axdevill ; as if the Serpent ſhould 
- have (moſt inpudently and blaſphemouſly } ſaid, God hath commanded you 


of purpoſe (upon the paine of death) that ye (hall not eate of that fruit ; for 


_ God doth well know, that if you doe eate thereof, the eyes of your under- 


ſtanding ſhall be enlightned with the perfeRion of Gods owne underſtan- 
ding, which dothconfiſt in the perfe& underſtanding beth of good and 


- evill;and conſequently with the perfeRion of the imdependent ation of 
God, by meanes whereof yee ſhall be ſecure from any feare of death threat- 


ned by any Covenant, for by this independent freedome vee ſhall te cquall | 


to God himſelfe. 
_ At which divelliſh falſe calumnious ſuggeſtion, Eve (ont of the perfeRis- 
on of her naturall underſtanding) did beginto be jealous of God, as envious 


of ſuch perfeRion and felicity to man, whereby man might be equali to God, 


and that ſo eaſily to be attained unto ( to wit) by eating of the fruit of the 


| \_ _.Treeof Knowledge, which under the paine of death man muſt not touch; 


 forEve muſt have apprehended { for apy thing ſhe knew) that there was 
as great yertoe in the fruit of the Tree of Knowledge, (being eaten to pro- 
duce ſuch perfe&ion ) as was ſuggeſted by the Serpent : As there was vettue 
1n the freic of the Tree of Life, for the eternall preſervation of man, as he ig 
. Man, whereof Eve was to cate at her pleaſure, which was no ſinall reaſon for 

 Eveto be induced by the words of the Serpent, that there was ſuch vertue 
- Inthe fruit of the Tree of Knowledge ; and now by the gloſle of this great 
falſe light of Satan, Eves naturall love and deſire degan to be ſo incer ed, as 
ſhe was moved to take a review of the fruit, which Eve had formerly ſo of= 
ten paſt with abſtinencec,cut of her religious love and feare tothe command 
of her gracious Creator : And having received the fruit (enlightned by Sa- 
tans falſe ſuggeſtion) the goodneſle, beauty, and excellencie of the fruit, 
did {eem in Eves conceipt and apprehenſion, to promiſe noleſfſe vertue and 
perfetion then was ſuggeſted by the Serpent, as my appeare by her words, 
So the woman ſeeing that the fruit was go:d for meat, to wit, both of the ſoule 
and body by catipg thereof to live eternally ; axd 2/at it was pleaſiag ro the 
eyes; that is, to the eyes of the underltanding, ard to the eyes of the ſenſi- 
tive body, 4nd therefore to be aefired to get nnderſtanding, that is, for the attain- 


ing to the perfeRion of ſuch underſtanding as was cquall to the undetſtan- 


ding of Ged; and conſequenily for attaining to the perfeQion of ſuch in- 
dependent aCtion 2s was <quall to the perfecion of ſuch underftanding, 
free from all feare of death threatned by the Covenant. | 
Now the ſpecies of the ſenſitive objeR of the beautifull frute of the Tree 
of 
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of knowledge (thus aQually and fatanically enlightned) being received 1a 


Eves underſtanding, her incenſed naturall and morall love and foule defire 
to cate of the forbidden fruit ( and by eating thereof to be equall toGodJ 
ariſing (like a great dark cloud, diſperſing it ſelfe thorow all the 1ntelleQtuall 
and ſenfitive parts of her ſoule and body) Eves ſpiritual light and thanktull 
obliged love to God, was fo quite darkned and obſcured, as Eve a 
dily and moſt unthankfally graſp the fruit, and eate thereof: And no doubt 


Eve did finde the taſte andrelliſh of the fruit anſwerable to the beauty of the 


fruit ; by eating whereot, Eve ſecured her ſelfe to become equall to God, . 


by the time that the ſuggeſted power and vertue of the fruit, ſhould by op» 
peration produce the expeQed effeR. 2 | 

By the way the Reader may here obſerve, firſt the reaſon that Satan is 
called that old ſerpent in the Scripture, Rev.20.11. Satanis called a ſerpent 
from the ſubtilty of his temptations,as he windes in at every externall ſenſe 


"of man by his falſe deceiving light: And Satan is called the old ſerpent 
_ fromthis firſt temptation of man. 


Secondly, the reaſon may be obſerved,that Satan is called a lyer from the 
beginning, 9h. S.5 4. for this was the firſt lye that ever centred inthe world, 
whereby Satan moſt impudently and moſt audaciouſly did belye the majeſty 
of God, that Satan might work his malice upon innocent man, for Satan vy 
this falſe lye did moſt trecherouſly procure the fall of man. 

Thirdly,the reaſon may be obſerved, wherefore Satan is called the lower 
of diſcord; for by Satans falſe ſuggeſtion (that man by eating of the fruie 
of the Tree of Knowledge ſhould become God) Eve began to fall at vari=- 
ance With God, for commanding man upon the paine of death not to eate 
of the fruit of the Tree of Knowledge: Here a queſtion may be moved : 
Eve being created in the ſtate of naturall and ſpiruuall perfe&ion, did not 
Eve perfealy know, that the Serpent was but a ſenſitive creature, and that 
the aftuall words (uttered by the Serpent) could not be the ſerpents words, 


but that it may be rather conceived, that Eve by hearing of the Serpent thus 


ſpeaking as man, might have been afraid, and run away from the Serpent « 
To this I anſwer. D : 

It is without all doubt, that Eve did -perfeRly know that the Serpent was 
but a ſenſitive creature, and the rather that this creature (which is called the 
Serpent)was more converſant with Eve then any other of the ſenſitive crea- 
tures which ſhall plainly appeare hereafter : And there is noqueſtion, but 


Eve did perteRAly apprehend, that the words were not the naturall words ; 


of the ſerpent: And it 1s moſt certaine, that Eve could not imagine that 
the aQtuall words did proceed from ſatan in the ſerpent, of whoſe bewitch- 


(50) 
13; cemptations Eve before that time had no manner of experience. 

Bu: Eves underſtanding and judgement (-y her foule incenſed love and 
delice to eate of the forbidden fruit, that ſhe might be equall to God ) was 
quite darkned and obſcured, ſuch is the power of finne and evill, when it is 
once conceived and harboured 1n the heart of man. 

But as for Eves feare of the Serpent thus ſpeaking, Eve in her fiate of 
- perfeion conld feare nothing but God alone, for ſervile humane feare 1s 
- ſince the fall and redemption of man, ariſing from the diſtrultfulnefle and 

-unbeleefe of man ; and yet in this condition of man (under the evangelicall 
Law of grace) both men and women (induced by the great promiſes of Sa- 
tans falſe deceiving light)are not afraid while Satan (many times) doth ap- 
peare in deformed ſhapes: But there was no ſuch deformednefle' in this 
ſenſitive creature (which 1s called the Serpent ) for it wasa molt comely, 
' lovely, hand{ome,(enfitive creature, waiting as it were upon Eve. | 

Thus Eve io the confidence of her new expeRed ſtate and felicity (by 
the operation of the vertue of the fruit which ſhe had caten) joying 1n ber 
heart, with what a booty ſhe ſhould preſent Adam out of her deare love and 
affe&ion, that as Adam was owner of her love, ſo he might be partner of her 
NE expected tranſcendent felicity, Eve did take of the fruit and carry to 
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(as Adam was the true o'vner of hey love |! 4125 267 beautifull hand preſent 
the fruit to Adam, utiog her wolt p-rſw itt » | 4415ns to move Adatn to eate 
of the fruit ; and nogueſtion, Eve ws the n.v7e 1nftant, that doth (fatime) 
might prevent threatned death by the C::y-rart, witch Eve was confident. 
to be prevented by their mutuall eating ot the fruir, whereby both were ſug< 
geſted to be equall to God, and free from all feare and danger of death. 
Adam therefore preſuming on Eves judgement and wiſdome (which he 
knew to be equall with his ewne) by hearing of the ſuggelted vertue of the 
fruit, ſuggeſted by the Serpent, and\confirmed by ſuck apparent reaſons, 
Adam did begin to be as Confident and as much affe&ed with tac hopetull 
expeRed felicity, of the ſuggeſted vertue of the fruit, as Eve her ſelfe, for 
otherwiſe all Adams love to Eve, and all Eves amorous perſwafions of 
Adim, could never have indaced Adam to runne upon ſo deſperate a 
hazzard. | _— 1 Bs 
Wretched Adam therefore (in confidence by-eating of the fruit to bee 
equall to God himſelfe) did take of the forbidden fruit, and eate thereof, 
mounting himſfelfe upon the ambitions wings of ſo neere affe&ed Deity, in 
fiying at ſo lofty a pitch, till by the glorious ſplendor thereof, Adams ambi- 
tious wings being ſcorched, Adam with his poſterity (Icarus-like) tell down 
ll curſe of 
the Law, tiopalefie, helpleſle, eternally upon earth; andklltby;the miſera- 
ble {ting of the old Serpents darknefle, ending alwayes irfafflidtions,thoughr 
this was the afflictien of afflitions ; for as Adamstranſgreſſion of the com- 
mand of God of the Law of Righteouſneſle was the tranſgreſlion of all men 
created in Adam ( the head of all men naturally to deſcend of Adam to the: 
end of the world) whereby the fiſt Covenant (made'betweene God and: 
man, upon the immediate command'of the word of the firſt ſeventh dayes 
relt of the Law of Righteouſneſle). was broken by man : ſo Adam andall- 


men created and falne in Adam the head (according to the firſt Covenant) 


were eternally condemned by the Law of Righteouſneſſe to the curſe of an; 
tervall death, without all hopeof mercy or redemption” tf 

Now though 1t be manifeſt (by the Scripture) that by the tranſgreſſion 
of one precept,the whole Law of God is neceflarily tranſgrefled,and there-: 


fore this precept of the forbidden fruit, tranſgreſſed by Adam, being the ne- 


| ceſlary command' of the word of the firſt ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of 


Righteouſneſle; for as hath beene formerly declared; the word of God: 
commanding man, hath the onely power of command, but as it is implyed 
in the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law, and therefore the curſe of 
the Law of Rightcouſneſſe was due by EY for the trapſgreſſion of the 
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'.  Eringofthecurſe ot the Law againft his poſterity, did ſteale away all the 
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eommand; though I ſay by the tranſgreffion of this one command,the whoſe 
Law was tranſgrefſcd, yet for the Readers ſatisfa&ion, it ſhall be declared, 
that by the tranſgreflion of this one command, every ſeverall precept of the 
Decalogue (ſet downe to Moſes) was neceſlarily tranſgreſled, taking the 


Law in the fimple formall obligement, without avy reſpeR either to the 
Propheticall or Evangelicall obligement of the Law.

By the tranſgrefſing of the command of the forbiaden fruit, every Precept 
|  * of the Law wa tranſpreſſed. | 


Tir, our firſt parents being condemned to the eternall cutſe of the Law, 
'for the tran{greſſion of the command of the forbidden fruit, they were 
utterly diſabled from the firſt ſeventh dayes commanded worſhip, whereby 
the fourth precept of the firſt Table was tranſgrefſed. Secondly, our fit 
parents, by following the Serpents advice, and by expeiog (by eating of 
the forbidden frait) to become Gods, they bad other Gods contrary to the 
firſt precept of the Decalogue. Thirdly, the falſe deceiving words of the 

ſerpent, bcing impriated, and ( as it were ) graven 1n the fruit of the Tree 
of Knowledgez:toinduce our firft parents to cate of the fruit, was the firſt 
graven imageodfihe devils erefion;ta which our firſt parents did bow-and 
bend all the whole powers of theifhowe and affeQion, contrary to the ſe- 
cond precept of the Decalogue. Fourtbly, by our firſt parents afſenting to 
' the Serpents blaſphemous belying of God, the ſacred Name of God was 


' taken 1n vaine, contrary to the third precept of the firſt Table in which 
"© fours precepts 1 the ſumme of the firſt Table of the Law. Fifthly, by the 
tranſprefling of the command of the forbidden fruit, Adam and Eve did 
diſhonour their parents, contrary to the firſt precept of the ſecond Table, 
whoſe parents were the blefled Trinity, though the ſecond Perſon was not 
thert revealed. . Sixthly, Adamby tranſgreſliag of the command of the for- 
bidden fruit did kill all his poſterity, by the procuring the curſe of eternall 
death upon bimſelfe and his poſterity, contrary to the ſecond precept of the 


ſecond Fable. Seventhly, our firſt parents by their ſpirituall adulterous 


 Whoredome, with their 1doll of the Devils ere&ion, did eommit adultery 
contrary to the third precept'of the ſecond Table. Eighthly, Adam by pro-

xaturall and ſpiritual gifts wherein they were created, which by the firſt 
| Covenant were as due to them'as to Adam himſelfe, contrary to the fourth 
- procept of the ſecond Table. Ninthly, by our firſt parents aſſenting wy 
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falſe calumnious lie of the Serpent againſt God : our filt parents did bear 
falſe witneſs 2gainfi God : for the command of the fifth. Precepr of the ſe- 
cond table, doth extend as well to God asto man» Tenthly and laſtly, our - 
firſt parents by coveting to be Gods, did tranſgreſs the laſt precept ofthe ſe- 


| cond table, whereby every precept ofthe whole Law was neceffarily franſ- 


orefled by our firſt parents. Before we do proceed, .an ObjeQijon istos 
be anſwered. | ER 


CHAP. XI. — | 
The Decree of Prediſtination was not [uſpendible by Adam thowgh 
created in the eſt ate of naturall and ſpirituall perfeltion. 


A Dar being created in the ſtate of ſuch naturall and ſpirituall perfeRi- 
on, aSdid equall the perfeRion of the Law, to which be was ſo neceſ- 

farily obliged ; it wasin the freedome of eLFdams power, to have reſifted 
Satans temptation ; by reſiſting whereof, the Decree of Predeſtination had 
been ſaſperded. It is therefore concluded by the Authors and maintainers 
of the abtolute Decree, that there was a neceſlity, that the freedeme of 


 Adans will, muſt be neceflitate by the abſolute Decree,to yeeld to the temp=- 


tation of Satan, leſt the Decree of Predeftination ſhould be ſuſpended. 
I anſyer tothe Ovjedion : It 1s true, that eFdam was created inſuck 


eſtate of naturall and ſpirituall perfe&ion, as did equall the command of the 


Law ; but this perteRion was with equall freedome of naturall, morall and 
ſpirituall aRtion, without the determining of the a&t of the one by the at of. 
the other, as hath been formerly declared. Adam therefore, in reſpe& of 
his freedome of ele&ion, had the power to be induced, or not induced, by 
Satans temptation before eAdar, was tempted by Satan. But eAdamslove 
(by Satans falſe deceivingylight) being once united, to the externall obje& 
of the fruit of the tree of knowledge, Adams fall by eating of the fruit, was' 
ureſiſtible, and that for this ewofold impregnable reaſon. > 
Firſt, the externall obje& aQtually enlightened(by Satans falſe light) be- 
ing the obje&t of Adams greateſt perteion (for Adamby eating of the fruit 
was ſuggelted to be equall to God) Adams love, and the obje of hisgrea® 
teſt perteRion, being actually united : The union was inſeparable and un= 
reſiſted by any increated or created power :' For God had barred him- 
ſelf by covenant, either fromreſtraining of Satafi from tempting Adam, or 
from bearing up of Aden: being tempted by Satan, neither was thereany 
created power of God that could ſeparate or neceſſitate the freedome,of 
6Adem; naturall love from the naturall obje&, or Adew awlt not be created 
> 8 one ar Es 
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man in the ſtate of naturall perfe&ion, whoſe love mult de with all free: 
dome to the naturall objec. 
Secondly; there being nothing under the heavens more averſe to the na- 
ture of man, (both as he'is an intelleAuall, and as he 1s an naturall man in« 


. relleQuall and ſenſitive ) then eternall death (which is the deſtruQtion of the 


peifeRion'of man ;) Adams naturalllove therefore being united to the ex- 
'ternall objeR, whereby he might avoid eternall death, the union was inſe- 
perable andirreſiſtable. 1 

Solong therefore as Satan ( by his mighty power) was Icfc at ſuch liver« 
ty, there was ſmall reaſon to invent any imaginary decree, to neceſiitate 
Adams will to fall nnder the eternall curſe of 'the Law. Though by this a& 
of Satan his power was ſo curbd and limitate, that Satan.ſhall never de- 
 ceiveallmen againe at a clap, as we ſhall heare afterwards. 
One queſtion doth remaine to be teſolved, which 1s preit by many, the 


queſtion1s this : Could not God have created man with ſuch neceſſity of 


ſpirituall ation, as wan could not have beene tempted by the mightieft 
temptation of Satan,to fall from his obliged love to God? I an{wer. : 


_ Itisallone to move this queſtion, 'as to move the quelition, whether God 
could create another God ? For firſt, no intelleAuall creature (as it is a 


| his creature ; though the aRion bf God is not neceſſary by nature, as wee 
ſay of the fire, (which out of the neceſſity of its nature) doth neceflarily 


-burne ; but Gods immanent aRion is ſaid to be neceſſary, as he is infinite- 


Immutable and cternall, as by his tranſeunt ation God is ſaid to be a molt 
_ free Apent. 1 


' Secondly, I anſwer to the Queſtion, that ſuch creation of man by God, 


with neceſſity of ſpirituall a&ion, had implyed a manifeſt contradi&ion ; 
| for fo man muſt have beene created, dependent by his creation, and inde- 
pendent by bis ſpiritnall ation. And fo mnch diiefly for the fall of man 


under the eternall curſe of the Law, which is the contents of the firſt Part

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But becauſe the atr:ignment, cenſure, and ſecond covenant, doth nece[- 
farily preſuppoſe the- redemption of man, from this fearful curſe of the Law 
(to which Adam, and all men naturally to deſcend of. e Faam; were eternally 
condemned) : the redemption of man therefore, is firſt to be declared: For, 
though(according to the eternal decree of Goethe aRuall curſe of the Law 
for the fin of cAdam was never,neither ſhall it be ever aQually inflited upon 
Adam, or any man naturally to deſcend of Adam ; yet ſo much was neither 
known to man or Angelbetore the Promiſe of tae bleſizd feed was made to 
Aaam, and to all men eternally redemed in eAaamthe head, by the ſecond 
covenant.And thetefore all the puniſhments inflited by God, by his cenſure 
upon our firſt parents for the tranſgreſſion of the Law, were all temporal 
in this life, while as the curſe of the Law is eternall:, Foryfirlt,if the curſe of 
the Law had been aQually inſlited by God upon outfirlt parents,as they and 
their poſterity were acually condemned to the curſe, it had been impoſſible 
for our fiiſt parents to haveanſwered God upon their arraignment as they 
dd, though their anſwers were untowardly enough. For their anſwers (as 
we ſhall find)was as the anſwer of a meer natural! man,without any manner 

of ſpirituall underſtanding or ation. 
| Secondly,it had been impoſlidle for God (in this caſe) to have called our 
firſt Harents ſo mercifully by his Word ; but moſt impoſſible for God to have 
entred apy covenant with man,under the aftaall curſe of the Law ; in which . 
caſe the eteraall curſe of the Law is mercileſs : For God can ſhew no mercy 
to man condemned to the curſe of the Law, withont a Mediator to intervene 
between the condemnation of man by the Law, and'the actuall infliting 
of the curſe. The redemption of man therefore, from the curſe of the Law, 
is, firſt, to be declared before the arraignment of our firſt parents, before'the 
cenſure of God upon the arraignment,and before the ſecond covenant. 
The redemption of man from the curſe of the Law, for the fin of «Adam, 
Sto be conſidered after a twofold manner ; Firſt, the redemption of man is 
to be conſidered, as it was the promiſe of God made to Aaam, and toall men 
naturally to deſcend of Adam,in the promile of the bleſſed ſeed by the ſecond 
covenant, which is contained in the, reſt of this ſecond Book. Secondly, 
the redemption of man is to be confidered, asthe promiſe of the blefſed ſeed 
was fulalled by the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, upon the day of his refurre&ion, upon 
which blefſed day the new covenant was made by God with all the Nations 
ot :he werld, which is declared in the third book of this Theologicall key. 

For the better conceiving both of the ſecond Covenant (which is cal- 
led the old Covenant) as alſo of the New Covenant ; theſe three maine-fun= 
damentall points are neceffarily to be underſtood, #9 
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The firſt, the eternall Decree of God, whereby the redemption of man 
 wasdecreed from all eternity. The ſecond point is the perfection of the re- 
_ demption of man,and wherein the perfeRion of the redemption of man doth 
conhſt. The third point is the admirable benefits, arifing to all the nation 
of the world, by the perfe&ion of the redemption of man, from the curſe of 
the Law for the fin of Ada. 
Firſt, therefore of the eternall Decree of God. God, out of bis infinite 
love and mercy to man, (in bis Son Chriſt Jcſus)upon his eternall preſcience | 
of the inevitable fall of man, by the mighty malicious temptation of Satan, 
did from all eternity decree, to predeſtinate to the curſed Altar of the croſs, 
the oply Son of his love, Chrift Jeſus, (begot man of the ſeed of the woman 
in time, as he is man, the eternall Son of God, before all time) ro redeem 
man fromtheeternall curſe of the Law for the fin of Adam, by his curſed 
death of the croſs; that as Satan in the Serpent did firſt ſo malicioufly be- 
the woman, to procure the fall of man : So by the reſurre&tion of the 
bleſſed ſeed from the dead, the head of the old Serpent Satan, and his curſed 
ſeed (for his malicious betraying of the woman) ſhould be broke in the great 
day, to his cternall confuſion ; For which cauſe, firſt, God decreed tromall 
eternity, to enter his ſecond covenant with man, 1n the promile of the bleſ- | 
ſed ſeed; that the bleſſed ſeed ſhould reſt fromthe redemption of man from 
the curſe of the Law for the ſin of e Adam upon the ſeventh day of the laſt 
Sabbath from end to end ; that by his fulfilling of the whole Lawin the ſe- 
venth day, the whole Law might be falfilled, as hedid bind and odlige him- 
_ felftomanvy covenant; by fulfilling whereof, the firſt ſeventh dayes eter- 
_ mnallreſt, (loſt by Ad«ms tranſgreſſion of the Law) might be due to his merit | 
by the Law, thart the eternall bleflipg of the next ſeventh dayesreſt, the re- 
demeed ſtate of man might be continned. 
* Secondly, God by bis eternall decree, did decree to bind and oblige him- | | 
{elf to man, to fulfill the promiſe of the bleflied ſeed by his refurreRion from 
the grave, and to enter bis new covenant with all the nations of the world. 
 AsGod did decree fromall eternity to bind and oblige himielf te man in 
the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed, by the ſecond covenant : So God decreed / 
from all eternity, to bind and oblige man, mutually by his ſecond covenant, = 
to believe in kis promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed ; both upon the cternall bleſſing] _ 
ofthe word of the ſecond ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of righteouſneſs of a: 
Faith, and likewiſe upon the eternall mercileſs curſe of the law of faith. ® 
.>> The promiſed redemption of man therefore, in the promiſe of the blef Ii 
ſed ſeed, (by the ſecond covenant) was as effeuall and atuall to Adam, b 
and to all men naturally to deſcend of Ad the head, untill the Pro ee or 
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fulfHed.; a$ it was eff-Quall and actuall in the fulfilled promiſe by the' new 
coyenaiit to all the nations of the world. = 

Adam therefore, and all men naturally, to deſcend of «Adm, (by there- 
deemed word of the Law literally written in the the heart of man) were ne-- 
cefſarily inabled with the power of naturall life and light; and with the: 
power of the life and light of righteouſneſs of faith, to believe morally in 


| the promiſe of the bleſſed ſced ; as they were oblieged by covenant, thought 
by the eternall Decree of God, Ad«mand all men redeemed in Adam the 


head, from the curſe of cternall death and darkneſs, were ſhut up and con- 
cluded in temporall darkneſs called unbelief and fin, till they be regenerate, 
afterwards tobe declared: from this enabling of man, with the life of righ- 


tcouſneſs of faith to believe the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed, the Law of righ=- -_ 


teouſnes, was firſt called the Law of righteouſnes of faith ; for by the formall 
obliegement of the Law by the ſecond covenant,the formall ſimple obliege- 
ment of the Law of righteouſneſs, was actually determined by the command 
of the word of the feventh day of the Law of righteouſneſs of faith in the 
promiſe of the blefled feed. | | 
By this decreed work of the redemption of man (by predeltinating the 
Lamb of God to the curſed altar of the croſsfor the ſin of man) the ſacred 
Decree of God, doth principally take the name to be called, The eternall de= 
cree of Predeltination, as from the more noble and excellent part, fo far ſur- 
mounting the works of the creation, as the ſacred blood of the Son of God 
doth ſurmount the excellency of all the creatures created by God. And fo 
much for the eternall Decree of Predeſtination for the preſent : Next the 
perfeRion of the redemption of man is to be declared. 


CHAP. XLIt | 
Of the perfeHon of the redemption of man, from the curſe of the' Law for the ſix of 
 Adamyby the curfed death of the Son of God, Chriſt Jeſws, as he is man, HE 


S Ged by his decree from all eternity did decree (by the curſed death 

of the promiſed bleſſed ſeed , made fleſh of the ſeed of the woman)to 
redeem all men from the curſe of eternall death and darkneſs (to which all 
men were eternally condemned in Adamthe head;) So God from all eter- 
nity did decice to ſhu! up and conclude all men redeemed in Adam the head 
1) temporall ſpiritua!l carkneſs till they beregenerate, which is called unbe- 
lick and fin ; and theretore it is ſaid, Rows. 11. 32. that God did concladeall 
men 10 unvelicf, (which is ſpirituall unbelief, proceeding from that ſpiritu- 
all darxneſs) :hat he nyght bave mercy upon all men, (co wit) by enlight- 
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ning of that ſpirituall darkneſs, by the grace of ſpiritnall faith in the act 
of regeneration. 

In which two points, the perfe&ion of the redemption of man doth con. 
Gt : Firſt therefore, of the perfection of the redemption of man from the 
eurſe of eternall death and darkneſs. And ſecondly, of the ſhutting up, and 
concluding of all men (redeemed from the curſe of eternall death and dark- 
neſs) in temporall ſpirituall darkneſs (called unvdelief and ſin) according to 
the eternall Decree of God. 

The perfcRion of the redemption of min (condemned to cternall death 
and darknes) 1s by the intervention of the curſed death of the Word made

By whick intervention of our Saviour, by his ſuſtaining of the aRuall |

neſs,and by the power of the redeeined word in the heart of the redeemed

gracious promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed by the old covenant,aad now to believe 
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of faith. And therefore, though the redeemed naturall man, (from the curſe 
of eternall death and darkneſs )be ſhut up and concluded in temporall ſpiri- 
tuall darknestill he beregenerate)and dead,as he is a ſpirituall man,withone 
any manner of ſpirituall underſtanding or a&tion,and neceſſitate to ſpirituall 
unbelief ; yet the redeemed naturall man is not ſhut up and concluded in na» 
turz!l and morall darkneſs, and dead, ag he is a naturall man, neceſſitate to 
morall unbelief; but by the power of the redeemed word, written.n the 
heart of man: The naturall man is alive, with freedome of naturall and morall 
grace (by the a of his underſtanding, will, and ſenſes) to believe the pro- 
miſe of the bleſſed ſeed by the o1d covenant ; andthe fulfilled promiſe by the 
new covenant ; for the word of the Law of righteouſneſs of faith (obliged 
both by the old and new covenant,) is firſt and immediately morally com- . 
manded,though neceſſarily implying the ſpirituall command,and that as well 


* upon the mercileſs curſe of the Law of Faith, as upon the eternall bleſſing of 


the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of righteouſneſs of faith. 

If theredeemed naturall man therefore, were concluded, and neceſſitate 
to morall unbelicf, as (by his concluding in ſpirituall darkneſs) he is neceſ{- 
fitate to ſpirituallunbelief : Fir(t, 1t were impoſſible for the redeemed na- 
turall man to give morall obedience to the command of the Law of faith, 
obliged either by the old or new covenant. But more impoſſidle for God 
(in this caſe) to make his old or new covenant with man: For, it were high 
injuſticein God, to oblige man (redeemed from the curſe of the Law for the 


| finof Adam) to believe his promiſe upon the mercileſs curſe of the Layy of 


faith ; while the redeemed naturall man (in the mean time) was neceſſitate, 
both to morall and ſpirituall unbelicf. EY 
Secondly, in the free naturall and morall a& of the underſtanding, will, 
and fenfes of the redeemed naturall man, (which naturall and morall att is 
really one, though formally differing) the perfeRion of the redemption of 
the naturallman (as he is man intelleRuall and ſenſitive) doth conſiſt ; which 
beivg neceſſitate man is no man. 
Thirdly, ſuch morall neceſſitating of theredeemed will ofman, (and con- 
ſequently of his externall ſenſes) doth inferre a neceſflary contradition in 
the aCt of the redemption of the naturallman : for by theliterall light of the 
redeemed word of the Law and life of rizhteonſneſs of faith written in his 
heart, (really one withthe literall light of the word of the ſeventh dayesreſt 
of the Law of righteouſneſs of faith) the naturall man is morally inabled:to 
believe the word preached (for the literall light of the word is in the ſound 
of the word)and therefore it is ſaid, Row.10.17, that Faith (which is morall 
faith) i by the bearing of the Word, And by the neceſlitating of the _ 
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a of the underſtanding, will, (and conſequently of the ſenſes) of the natu- 
all man, he isneceſlitate to morall unbelicf ; which is a manifeſt contra- 
_ diction. Hence I inferre theſe ſeven Theologicall neceflury concluſions :- 
Firſt, the redeemed naturall man, by the redeemed word of the Law, and 
* lifeofrighteouſneſs of Faith, written in his heart(which is of one reall light 
and command, with the eternall light and command of the word of the ſe- 
venth dayes reſt of the Law of righteouſneſs of Faith)the redeemed naturall | 
man, is morally inabled with the grace of morall faith, to believe the word 
of promiſe (whichis really one with the word of the ſevcnth dayes reſt of 
the Law of righteouſneſs of Faith :) Firſt, in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed 
(by the old covenant) and now by faith 1n the fulfilled promiſe(by the new 
covenant) made with all the nations of the world. 
Secondly, and conſequently, by the power of the redeemed word of the 
Law,and life of righteouſnes of Faith, (written in the heart of the redeemed 
 naturall min) the naturall man is morally inabled to bring forth the works of 
morall faith, according to the formall command of the Law of Faith, viith- 
out any wanner of neceſlitating of his will, to morall diſobedience by the] 
temptation of Satan or his inſtraments ; for, if ezther Satan, or any created 
power of God, could neceſſitate the will of the redeemed manto morall dif-| 
"obedience : God in his Juſtice could never oblige min tothe command of 
his Law, upon ths curſe of cternall death,either by the old or new covenant, | 
TLhouzh Satan therefore be neceſſitate to tempt man, (as ſhall be declared} 
hereatter ) yet Satan with all his power,muſt either induce the redeemed na-| 
_eurall man, freely and willingly to difabedience, or no way. 
Thirdly, the redeemed naturall man, by the power of the light of the word 
ofthe*Law, and lite of righteouſneſs of faith in his heart, (really one with the 
_ literall light of the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of rightzoub| 
neſs of Faith) is morally inabled to know when he doth tranſgreſſe the Law 
'of faith, by bringing forth the works of unbelict and unrighteouſneſs by his 
acuall fins, and to repent him of his a&tuall fins, for fear of the curſe of the 
Law : For the grace of morall faith, doth neceflarily preſuppoſe the grace 
of morall repentance. And this is the reaſen that frem the promite of the 
blefled ſeed,(throughout the old and new Teſtament )all! men are continually 
*called upon, to forſake their a&uall fins and unrighteoufneſs, and by repen- 
tance to turn and reconcile themſelves to God ; for ali naturalimen (by the 
;perfe&tion of their redemption) are inabled with the morall grace of repen- 
"tance, without any manner of neceſſitating of their impenitency, by the 
:power of Satan or his inſtruments : For the grace of morall repentance, be- 
ivg neceflitate;the grace of morall faith 35 likewiſe inevitably neceſſitate. |

Fourthly, the redeemed naturall 'man, being morally inabled wich the 
race of morall faith and repentance, witbout any manner of neceſſitating 
of his will to morall unbelief and impenitency : The grace of ſpirituall 
faith is promiſed (by the old and new covenant) in God prefixed time,to the 
continuation of his morall obedience, by the moral! works of faith : For, 
HMark:13.13. Whoſoever ſball continue to the end fſyall be ſaved. This end ta 
the naturallredeemed man, 1s the prefixed time of Gods ſpirituall calling, 
by ſoirituall faith : For by ſpiritual faith, the naturall redeemed man 1s "- 
ved from the ſecond death, which is the curſe of the Law of righteouſnels of 
faith ; as (by the curſed death of Chriſt Jeſus,the Son of God, as heis man) 
naturall man is ſaved from the firſt death, whichis the cutſe of the Law of 
righteouſneſs for the firſt fin of Adam. 1 EE - 
' Eijfthiy, theugh Satan and bis wicked inſtruments, cannot neceſlitatethe 
will of the redeemed man, morally to diſobedience : yet Satan (by his falſe 
deceiving light) can induce and vetray man, (without Gods ſpeciall con- 
curſive grace) totranſgreſle the Law of righteouſneſs of faith by his works 
ofunbelief and unrighteouſneſs; and to draw down the evillreward of the 
Law, by fore affiiions vroceecing from the wrath of God, upon the natu- 
rall man for his tranſgreſſion of the Law. The redeemed naturall man there- 
fore (by the power ofthe redeemed word of the Law, and life of righteouſ- 
neſs of faith in his heart) Is inabled withthe morallgrace and gift of morall 
prayer, to call apon the Lord in the day of afli&ion and trouble, who hath 
promiſed to hear the prayer of the redeemed naturall man. And therefore, 
the Lord faith, P/al. 50.15. Call uponme in the day of trouble, and I will hear 
thee , for prayer 15 one of the principall works of worſhip, anda chief work 
of faith. CD | 
$ix+hly, the naturall and morall bleſſing of the word of the ſeventh dayes 
reſt of the Law of righteouſneſs of Faith is morally due by the Law to the

| redeemed naturall mans morall faith, by the immediate power of which bleſ- 


fing, the naturall mans power to produce his morall good works of faith is 
continued. Though the good morall aRion therefore of the redemed natu- 
rall man, be neceflary ſpirituall fin, by reaſon of his concluding in fpirituall 
darknef:, which is ſpirituall unbelief, (for whatſoever is not of ſpirituall 
faith, is neceſſarily ſpirituall ſin) yet the good morall ation of the naturall 
man is net aQuall ſpirituall ſin z for ſo God muſt be the firſt author'of atuall -: 
ſpirituall fin ſince the fall, which is blaſphemy to affirm : For this ſpirituall 
fn isnc:t by the poſitive aft of the will of man, but from the will of God, ac- 
cording to his eternall Decree, by concluding man in ſpirituall unbelief, 
which is called fin, for the reaſons ſerdown in the Chapter following: _ Fo 
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this ſpirituallunbelief, (proceeding of the ſpirituall darknefs) wherein all 


_ redeemed men are concluded, is not aRuall fin : For actuall fin 1s-the tran 


eflion of the Law, which is the only fin that condemnes man : For as the 
- -Law of righteouſneſs of Faith doth command the works of Faith : So the 
Law doth condemn the works of unbelief, whereby the Law is tranſ- 
prefled by man ; we muſt therefore diſtinguiſh between the good morall 
ation of the naturall man, as it is ſpiritua)l ſin, for want of ſpirituall faith ; 
andthe morall evill a&ion of the naturall man, which is both auall morall 
and acall ſpirituall fin; for there is but one Law of God (as God is one) 
literally and fpiriritually commanding man, and conſequently the morall 


tranſereſſion, 1s a neceſſary ſpirituall tranſgreſſion of the Law. The good | 


-  morall a&tion therefore, of the naturall man (according to the titerall com» 


mand of the Law cannot be aQuall ſpirituall fin ; tor the raturall man (being | 


ſhut op in ſpirituall darkneſs ) is dead as he 1s a ſpirituall man, and therefore 
the naturall man, as he is. a ſpirituall man, being dead, is freed from 
© the Law of aQuall fin: And his morall good a&ion, proceeding from his 


morall faith, being without either morall, or ſptrituall aQtuallſin : The mos- | 
rall bleſfiong of the word of the {eventh dayes reſt of the Law of righteouf- | 
 neſSof Faith is as due by the Law to his mora)l faith, as the ſpirituall bleſ- 


ſing is due by the Law, to the ſpirituall faith of the regenerate man : For as 


a the Law is firſt and immediately literally commanded; ſo the bleſling of the 


word of the ſeventh dayes reſt,is firſt immediately due by the Law to morall 


 taith, which muſt neceflarily precede ſpirituall Faith in the ordinary calling 


of God. 
_ Seventhly, thongh the naturall man, do too often ſtumble and fall by the 


-temptation of Satan and bis inſtruments; yet he hath all the dayes of this 


life to repent him of his aRuall fins ; for the arms of Gods mercy are out- | 
ſtretched all the dayes of his life, to imbrace the repenting ſinner: And | 


"therefore is ſaid, Exzek.19.21, 22. At what time ſoever a ſinner doth repent him 
of bis ſins from the bottome of his heart, 1 will put away all bis ſins out of my re- 
wembrance: As the naturall man therefore, muſt not deſpair of Gods mercy 
in his Son Chriſt Jeſus, which is the greateſt fin that can be committed by 
man, proceeding from unbelief; for by deſparing 1n the mercy of God, 
wretched man doth detra frem the infiniteneſs of the Lords merit : So it is 


one of the moſt fearfull fins for wretched man, by continuing in acuall (irs | 
and wickeneſs, to preſume on the mercy of God ; while by his contemning | 


' of the long patience of God, (leading him ſo'graciouſly to repentance) God 
Cin bis juſtice) doth moſt juſtly give him over to a reprobate minde, that 
though he hath all the dayes of this life to repent,yet he cannot repent. And 
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this is the reaſon that it is ſaid, Aſatth, 12.13. from him that hath not, thae 
which he hath ſhall be taken from him z that is, the grace of. morall re- 
pentance, Which he hath by the power of the redeemed word of the 
Law and life of righteouſaeſs of faith written in his heart. And now ta 
conclude, the perfeRion of the redemption of the naterall man, by the 
curſed death of the Son of God, Chriſt Jeſus,as he 18 man. Ee, 

Though the redeemed naturall man (according to the eternall decree of 
God) Rom.11. 31. be ſhut up, and concluded 1n ſpiritual darknefs, till he be 
regenerate, called unbelict and fin ; yet the redeemed naturall man by the 
immediate power of the word of the Law, life and light of righteouſneſs of 


Faith (neceſſarily implying the power of naturall life and light) written in 
| the heart of theredeemed naturall man; the naturall man is inabled to live 


the naturall life of man, and the life of righteouſneſs of faith morally, with- 
out ary manner of any neceſſitating of the a& of his underſtanding, will or 


ſenſes, either naturally or morally. - | 
Whoſoever therefore doth preſame to deny the freedome of the will of 


| theredeemed naturall man, either naturally or morally, dorh neceſſarily deny 
| the perfe&ion of the redemption of man, by the curſed death of the erernall 
| Son of God, Chriſt Jeſus, as he 1s man. b: , 


The eternall death and darkneſs (to which all menin Adam the head,were 
condemned) was prefigurate.by the darkneſs of the firſt Tabernacle, called 
the Holy place, which was made cloſe and dark, without any light at all. 
And the redeemed naturall life and light of man, and the life and light of 
righteouſacſs of faith ; to which all men are 'inabled by the curſed death of 
Chriſt Jeſus (the eternall Son of God made fleſh of the ſeed of the woman) 
was prefigurate by the loaves upon the Table of ſhew-bread, and by the 


| glorious hights of the golden Candleſtick, placed 1n the firſt Tabernacle 


tor the lamps of the golden Candleſtick were enlightened by the fire of the 
drazen Altar, prefigurating the curſed altar of the Croſs whereon the Lamb 
of God was to be offered. And the fire of the brazen altar, whereby the Ho- 
locault ſacrifice of the Lamb was burned up; did come down from heaven, 
which did prefigurate the fiery wrath of God, whereby the Lamb of God 
Was to be burned up upon the curſed altar of the croſs for the fins cf man. 
And ſo much for the perfeQion of the redemption of man condemned to

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; + CHAP. XIV. 
Of the contluding of all men redeemed from the Curſe of eternall death and 
© darkneſs,in temporall ſpiritual darkgeſs, called nnbelief and ſin. 


I the concluding and ſhutting up of all men in ſpirituall darkneſs and uns 
belief, Rom. 11. 32. and in the fpirituall enlightening of that ſpirituall 
darkneſs, ſtandeth the very period of the perfeion of the redemption of 
man ; and therefore it is ſaid,that God did conclude all men in unbelicf, that 
he might have mercy upon all : For,though God hath mercy upon all by the 
firſt grace of morall faith, to which all men are inavled by the immediate | 
power of the redeemed word of the Law and life ofrighteouſneſle of faith, 
Written in the heart of the redeemed man ; yet his ſpeciall mercy is in his | 
_ ſecond grace,whichis by the enlightening of the ſpiri:uall darknefle (where- 
in the redeemed naturall man is (hut up) with the ſpiriuall light of the holy 
Spirit, whereby the naturall man is inabled with the grace of ſpirituall faith; 
without this concluding of man therefore in ſpirituall darknefle, and fpiri- 
tuall undelief, which js called fin, it 1s impoſſible that any naturall man | 
(in the ordinary calling of God) could be ſpiritually called by the grace of 
Ipirituall faith ; by the only grace whereof min is ſaved from the fe-| 
cond death. By this ſpirituall light, inlightening of the darkneſſe of the ar | 
derſtanding of man,in the immediate a& of ſpiritual regeneration,the under- 
ſtanding of the naturall man, is firft, ſpiritually inlightened, to ſee himſelf, 
dead, both in aQuall morall, and acuuall fpiritnall fin, under the curſe of the 
Law of Faith, which he could never ſce before : For though the naturall| 
* man, before he be regenerate, cannot fin aually and ſpiritually, as he is 
 fpirituall man, (being dead in ſpirituall darknefle) yet the naturall man by 
tis morall evill ation, doth (in acually,both morally and ſpiritually ; though 
the naturall man before he be regenerate, cannot know that his morall evil 
\aRion 1s a neceſſary ſpirituall tranſgreflion of the Law : For, from the firſt 
_ evill morall ation of the naturall man (which is a necef{iry tranſgreflion of 
the Law of faith) the naturall man, till he be regenerate, is condemned by} 
the Law of Faith, and dead by the Law in aQtuall fin, as he is a naturall| 
man, till he be raiſed by the grace of ſpirituall Faith; for all actual 
ſin doth begin morally, by the morall tranſgreſſion of the Law, which is 
both a morall and ſpirituall tranſgrefſion, asthe Law is morally and (piritu- 
- ally commanded : But the pardon and remiſſion of aRnall fin, doth begin 
ſpiritually by {piritoall faith,untill which time the naturall man is neceflarily 
dead in aftuall fin, th.ugh be doth nor, neither can know, that he is ah - © 
actua 


- tion, and imputed to his ſpirituall faith, whereby the regenerate man is juſti= 
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aQRuall fio,till his ſpirituall darknefle be ſpiritnally Inlightned : And therefore] 
the Apoſthe, Row,7.9. ſaith, [ was once alive without the Law (to wit, while as; 


| hekoew not the ſpirituall command of the Law) but when the command 


came, (that is, the ſpirituall command, which came by the ſpirituall enlight=" 
ning of his ſpiritualldarkneſle by ſpirituall faith)fin revived, andI dyed: For, ? 
then the Apoſtle did ſee himſelf dead in aftuall fin. LL b 

All naturall men therefore; (before they beregenerate ) are dead inaQu=? 
all ſin. And in this ſenſe, our Saviours words are to be conceived, while as? 


| he faith, Lake 9, 60. Let the dead go bury their dead, By the ſpirituall light” 


therefore, in the immediate a& of regeneration : the naturall man is ſpiritu-"" 
ally inlightoed, to ſee himſcif dead in aRuall, morall, and ſpirituall fin; and ? 
ready to (finck in the bottomleſſe ſea of Gods fiery wrath for ſin, under the 
ete:rall curſe of the Law of Faith, while in the mean time, he is led (by ehis 
ſoiritually light) to lay faſt ſpirituall hold on the Lords infinite merit ; by : 
which tpirituall hold, the faith of the naturall man procecding from his ſpt= 
11tuall love, and the Lords merit, by his love to the naturall man, are really - 
ſpiritually and divifibly one ; by which fpirituall nnion, the naturall man 1s 3 
attually and ſpiritually regenerate, and myſtically united to his myſticall } 
head, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by whoſe infinite merit, all the regenerate'mans - 
finite aRtuall ſins are covered : For, by this ſpiritaall union, the Lords merit * 
(by his fulfilling of the Law) 1s made the regenerate mans merit by imputa= 7 


fied by the Law, by our Saviours fulfilling of the Law : And by this fpirituall -* 
union,inabled to live the ſpirituall life of righteouſneſs and holinefle of faith. ; 
And therefore it is ſaid, Rom. 1.'17, The juſt ſoall live by faith : And thisis the * 
faith which is able to remove the greateſt mountain of temptation, even the ? 
mcuntain of naturall death it ſelf, if it ſtand in the way, and offer to make a : 
breach 1n his ſpirituall love from the truth of the Lords merit. "2 

"This ſpirituall darknefle, wherein all men are concluded (by the eternall 


| Decree of God ) is that door which is ſo ſhut up by God, as no man can * 
open. And this?pirituall Light (whereby this ſpirituall darkneſfle is enlight- 3 


ned) 15 that key of David (that is,the key of the ſon of David) by whichſpi- : 
rituall key, the door of the ſpirituall darkneſſe of man, being once opened; 
all the devils darkneſle, and all the powers of earth and hell, are not ableto 
ſhut the door again, totally and finally ; though by the devils darknefſe, the 
regenerate man doth too often ſtumble and fall, and foulely fall. -— 
Of this concluding of all men (redeemed from the curſe of the eternall © 
darknefſe)in temporall ſpirituall darkneſſe,(called unbelief andfin p, two fune 
damentall points are to be obſerved.

 -onofthe word the bleſſed feed, conceived inthe womb ef the blefled Vit- 
 -gin,afterwards more plainly to be declared : For this covenant was the co- 
 -yenant of the bleſſed feed, ficlt made with Adam,and withall menredeemed 
in Adam the head, ſhut up in temporall darknefle; which covenant was af- 
wards renued to Abraham, though aftera more peculiar manner : For God

Now, though the fcee grace and.mercy of Gods holy Spirit cannot be tied 
neither to time,place,or perſon,by.pardoning of aQtuall ſin,(for that ſpiritual 
wind, 7h.3.8. bloweth when, and where it liſteth ) yet God accordingts 
his decree from all eternity , did decree to grant this grace of pardonas 
atuall ſin at tkistime to the High Prieſt (inthe behalf ofthe congregation 
as he was the figure of the High Prieſt, after the order of Melchiledecly 
for theſe three weighty Reaſons to be. pteciſely underſtood by all mene:- - 2 

Te firſt was, that all men might know, that the power to pardonactive 
all fin, is only and immediately in the High Prieſt, after the order: of cl 
chiſedeck the bleſſed ſeed, as he is God and: man, to whomall /power-10 
heaven and eatth is given by the Trinity. And this was the reaſon, thatthe 
Scribes and Phariſees did accuſe our Saviour for ſaying, Lake 7.48, 49. Toy 
fns be forgiven thee, as if our Saviour had ſpoken blaſphemy. 7 ' © +5 

The ſecond Reaſon is, that the Jaws might -underRand: that'all their ex: 
ternall ſacrifice for ſin, all thejr hn-offeripgs, andall their legall rites and 
ceremonies of the cercmoniall Law, could not take away their a&uall fins} 
and that the pardon of aRuall ſin iginthe only free abſolute power of: the 
High Prieſt, atter the order of Melchifedeck, as he God and man by faith 
in his only merit. ER ne 2 

The third reaſon is, that all men might underſtand,thatthe pardon of aus 
all fin, is by the ſpirituall inlightening of the ſpirituall darkneffe of man by 
ſpirituall faith z which was ſignified oy the pardon of aRnzll fin, which pal 
through the cloud: of the ſweet :incenſe-from the 'Meroy-fcat to Aaron i 
| he was High Prieſt, and the figure of the High Prieſt, after the order of Ml 

chiſedeck; by the ſpiritual light of whoſe holy Spirit,-the ſpirituall'c wo 
neſſe of manis ſpiritually inlightened by ſpirituall faith in his merit, wh orc 
by all the a&tuall ſins of the regenerate man are covered and freely pardoha 

The ſecond fundamentall point to 'be obſetved inthis concluding 
men in ſpiritual} unbelief, proceeding from this ſpirituall darknefſe, "tl 
reaſon that-this ſpirituall unbelief is called fin by the Apoſtle.

The fourth and 
laſt party delinquent, was Adam, man male. Firſt, therefore of the cenſure 
of God upon the Serpent. The cenſure of the Serpent is ſet down by Moſes 
after a twofold manner : Firſt, the cenſure is ſet down as it concerns the: 
Serpent in particular : Secondly, the cenſure is ſet down, as the cenſure 1n- 
flited upon the Serpent doth likewiſe concern the woman, 'but after a farre 
differing manner. The cenſure as it doth concern the Serpent in particular 


is ſet down in theſe words, Ge. 3.13. Becanſe thou haſt done this, thow art ; 


curſed above all cattle, and above every beaſt of the field : Vpon thy belly thaw foals 
go, and duft ſhalt thou eat all the dayes of thy life. The c&nſnre upon the Ser- 
pent bath a literall and myſticall ſenſe. Fiift of the literall ſenſe : By the li- 
terall ſenſe of the cenſure; the ſenſitive Serpent is curſed above all the cattle 
and beaſts of the field: and firſt the cauſe of the curſe is ſet down,and ſeconds 
ly, the curſe is pronounced by God, by his Word. The cauſe of the curſe is, 
becauſe thou haſt done this,that is, becauſe by thy falſe ſuggeſtion, thou haſt 
betrayed man to fall under the curſe of the Law. | 

The curſe of the Law is pronounced by God upon the ſenſitive creature 


_ Calledthe Serpent, without all calling or examination, which of all judge= 
| ments is the moſt fearfull; while the Judgement doth ſo ſuddenly and unex= 


pectedly fall without all pre-meditation or prevention : Azfor the reaſons 


It will appear by the myſticall ſenſe of the cenſure.

The curſe upon the Serpent doth divide it {elf into two branches: The 
firſt is, Upon thy belly ſealt tho 20; Theſecond is, Duſt ſhalt thou cat all the

Tanſwer : The Law of God doth ſpare neither the intelleuall ſenſitive, |

So the brazen Serpent, which was commanded by God. (though the in» } 


Arument of ſaving fo many in the Wilderneſle ;) yet, becauſe it was the in- 
ftrumentall cauſe of the people of Iſraels Idolatty, 2 Kmp.18.4. the brazen 
Serpent was commanded to be broken in pieces. 


So the golden Calf worſhipped by the Iſraelites, was-ground to powder; | 


fome part whereof was caſt down the river; ſome part burned with fire,for 


the firſt obj<Rtion. The ſecond objeRion is this : 


— Thecurſe of the Creator for the trayſgreſſion of the Law,is the deſtruQti- | 
| Honofthecreature, as itis ſuch a creature. Now,before and-afterthe curle is | 


inflicted upon this ſenſitive creature, (called the Serpent) it is-called by 


Moſes a Serpent. And the nature of the Serpent, being to go, or craul upon | 
the belly, and to eat (at the leaſt) for the molt part of the duſt of the earth: 
This cenſure therefore, infli ted by God upon the Serpent, for being the in« |

who were formerly ſo loving and familiar one with another ; which hatred 
(according to the eternall Decree of God )mult continue tillthe worlds end. 
This hatred is not only a ſimple privation of the former love betweenthis 


a neceſſitate fear of man in the Serpent, as if the fire ſtand in the way (while 
man doth purſue the Serpent,) the Serpent (to flie the preſence of man) will 
craul thorow the fire it ſelf. Though this enmity be inflited upon the Ser- 


| pentand its ſeed as a curſe ; yet it is no wayes inflited as a curſeupon the

enmity isnot inflifted upon the Church,and upon the ſeed of the Churchas z 
curſe: For the Church of Gad,as they are members of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
io whom they hve,move,and have their being,they do hate all the profeſſors 
of his truth, who are the Church of God. By this enmity:therefore, put 'be=- 
tween theſe parties, irreconcileable mortall and bloody wars, 1s raiſed be» 
tween Satan and his ſeed, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Word of truth, and 
his members the Church; begot ofthe ſeed of the Word, And from this irre- 
concileable bloody wars, the Church of God upon eartb, 1s ſaid to be the 
militant Church. This enmity and hatred, to which Satan (by the curſe) is 
neccſlitate; is net only a ſimple privation of the former love and anuty be- 
tween God and Satan , for Satan(as hath been formerly declared )was crea- 
ted a moſt glorious Angel, in the high love and favour of God, untill ſuch 
time xs Satan (for his foul ambitious ſin) was caſt down into a molt defpi» 
cavle and diſcracctuil manner from the heavens, and fromhis conver{ment 


| Withthe bi ſud Angels, who are miniftring ſpirits ſent ont by God, for the

tively conceived and formed. And this 1s the firſt conception of woman, 
whichjs the ſeminall and ſenſitive conception of man. 
Secondly, the formed ſenſitive body (fed and nurſed by the pure blood of

By the Pot of Manna, the eternal life of the Word ; and by Aarons Red, his 
infinite power, which were placed ſeverally by the Word 1n the Ark; figni- 
fying the efſentiail union of the divine nature, to the humane nature of the 
Wordinthe womb of the Virgin: By the two Cherubims (with their out- 
frerched wings overſhadowing the Mercy-ſeat,) the overſhadowing aft of 
the indiviſible power of the Trinity in the ſacred generation of the Word of 
the ſeed of theVirgin,was moſt lively repreſented:For,by the two cherubims, 
the diſtin& perſons of the Father and holy Spirit ; and by the Mercy-ſeat 
the ſecond perſon of the Trinity (Mercy it ſelf) 1s ſignified. By which ſacred 
overſhadowing a& cf the indivifible power of the Trinity,as the Word was 
ficſt begot man ſenſitively of the ſeed of the Virgine; ſo the Word was ſen- 
fitwely conceived by the Virgines firſt conception ; and as the Word bein

Fas to ſenſitive perteRion inthe womb) by the immediate ad of the 
Father of ſpirits, (which is the indiviſible at of the Trinuy } the holy thing 
was begot man, eſſentially united to the divine-nature : So was the Word

the feed of the woman true man eflentially united to the divine nature; and 
therefore it is ſaid, { o/of« 2.9. that in him the Godhead dwelleth bodily. ' Of this 
erzcious promiſe of the.1cfled ſeed thus prefigurate by the Ark, three main 
tunaamentall points are to be preciſely obſerved : Firſt, the pot of Manna, 
| and Aarons Rod,placed ſeverally by the Word of the two Tables of the Law, 
In the Ark, prefigurating the eflentiall anion of the divine nature, to the hu- 
mane nature of the Word, was to fignifie to all men, that though the divine 
and humane nature of the Word were eſſentially and indiviſibly united ; yer, 
that this cſſentiallunjon is withont any confounding of the two natures,or of 
their efſentiall attributes. And therefore, though we may truly ſay, that the 
Word is God and man;yet we cannot fay,that the Wordis man,as he is Gods: 


or;that he is God,as he is man; neither muſt we attribute the efſential proper= 


tics of the divine nature to the human nature of the word, or the eſſential attri- 
butes ofthe kuman vature to the divine nature of the word. The ſecond point 
to de obſerved, is the reaſon that the Church of God is myſtically ſignified by 
tne Woman ;z the, reaſon whereot is the twofold naturall coiiception ofthe 
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(88) , 
woman, which is (as it were) the embleme of the twofold conception of the 
morall and myſticall members of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, which are brought 
forth by the Church : For, as the morall conception of the naturall man by 
morall faith, (by the preaching and ſowing of the ſeed of the Word) doth 
_ reſemble the ſeminall and firſt conception of the woman So doth the ſpi- 
rituall conception of the regenerate man by the Church, reſemble the ſe- 
cond conception of woman : For, though the regenerate man be ſpiritually 
enlightned by the immediate light of the holy Spirit ; yer that fpirituall lighe 
is the ſpirituall light of the Word, which is the ſeed of the Church, andthe 
regenerate man Is enlightned thereby , as heis a member of the Church, 
which is the body of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. The third main fandamentall 
| pun to be obſerved in this gracious promiſe, is the immediate cauſe of the 
ordslove to his militant Church : For, the immediate ſole efficient cauſe of 
his love to the Church, is, the eſſentiall union of this divine and humane na» 
' ture of the Word: As the immediate cauſe of this efſentiall union, is the 
Lords infinite love to all men eternally condemned to the curſe of eternall 
death forthe ſin of Adam. Whence the infinit joy and gladneflc of the (acred 
Trinity did ariſe to reſt eternally upon the eflential union,of which eſſentiall 
union and union, doth ariſe the Lords love to his Church, by his ſacred 
Word, as his Word (by his love) is the Image of this cflentiall union : For, 
aSby the literall light of his Word of the ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of 
ighteonſnefle of faith, (proceeding from his love, which is of one reall light 
with the redeemed word in the heart of man) the naturall man is morally 
led tothe Lords merit : So by the Spirituall light of the Word, proceeding 
from his ſpirituall love, (which is the Rick light of his holy Spirit) the 
regenerate man is ſpiritually led to the Lords merit, and ſpiritually, myltical- 


_ andallindivitibly to their myſticall head, whence the ſpirituall joy and glad- 
neſſe of the regenerate doth ariſe,which is called the joy of the Holy Ghoſt ; 
for this ſpirituall union and unRion is really one 1 the head and members;

_ ly, andindiviſibly united to his myſticall head : For, by this ſpirituall love, 
* allthe regenerate are coupled and united joynt to joynt, one to another;

Con 41:08 many brethrer. And in this ſenſe our Saviourls Called, Lake 2.7, 
Th: /t bers Jon of ti: Virgine, the. woman, ihreſpeRof his myſticallmem- 
boi, who arc begot of tlic woman, the Church. Thougi the ſpiritual! joy 
theretore of theregeneiate, duth many times ebbe and flow ; yet the ſpiritu-

union, and muſt nu:ually Rtand together. 

By this ſ>irituall union and un&ion (wheredy the regenerate are indivi- 
fibly united to the truth of the Lords merit) the regenerate man is ſo armed 
with the ſpirituall valour of patience, as he is enabled to reſiſt the ſtrongeſt 
temptation of the Devill, and of bis powerfull inſtruments, and to ſtand to 
the Lords truth, even the lofſe of his naturall life ; by which ſpirituall valour, 
the regenerate man doth overcome the power of Satan, and of all his cruel 
crue inthis life : For, .this ſpiritnall valour doth proceed from the decreed

' vidory vf this irreconcileable bloody war to the ſeed of the woman : For 


the ſced of the woman mult break the head of the Serpent, and the head of 
the Serpents ſeed; though the victory be not without temporall danger and 
afiRtions, as may appear by the myſticall ſenſe of the third branch of the 
cenſure, next to be declared. [ 


CHAP. XXII.

- Satantherefore, (by his curſed ting of enmity) hath the power to ſting. 
and Yite man,as he isa naturall man, NY and ſenfitzve ; but no wayes

5s be is a ſpiritual man : For Satan, with all his power, cannotſting the rg: 
— generate man, not ſo much as to induce him to commit the leaſt a&nall fin ; 

9. and cannot ſin, as he is 
a ſpirituall man. And therefore the Apoſtle Paul, Rom. 7. 17, 18. doth dif- 
_ _ claimhis aQnall ſins to be his, (to wit) as he is a ſpirituall and a regenerate 

manz but doth attribute his aRtaall fins to his rebellious fleſh, as he 1s a naty- 
rall man, and the old man corrupted by Satan, and his wicked inſtruments, 
tvenin a manner, trom the cradle. 

* Secondly,by the myſticall ſenſe of this word | Hz] Satan, and his curſed 

brood, (according to the eternall Decree of God )is permitted : firſt,toſting 
the Word (the bleſſed ſeed, made fleſh of the ſeed of the woman) whom 
that old murdering blood-hound, and his curſed bloody brood did ſting moſt 
cruelly,to the curſed death of the croſſe. Secondly, by the word [" Hz Satan 
and his ſeed, is permitted to ſting and bite the heel of the Lords myſticall 
members, who are predeſtinate to be made like to the Image of their myſti- 
call head, that they may taſte of the cup of his afflictions in this life (which 
our Saviour hath drunk of, charged up to the brim for the ſins of man) to the 
end, that his myſticall members may feel the ſorrows and afflitions which 
he did ſuſtain for man ; and that they may teſtifie their redeemed ſpit ituall 
valour, by their maintaining of his truth in this life, in recompence where- 
of, an incorruptible crown of glory 1s laid up for them in the life to come. 
By this, the permiſſive decreed power to Satan and his ſeed, the Church'of 
God hath been continually ſtung and afflited, ever fince the promiſe of the 
_ blefled ſeed was made to man. How ſoon did that murdering Dragon fiir 
up Cain to murder his innocent brother Abel; and what fearfull cf:Asdid | 
follow that murder, while of Cains wickcd race, the world was ſet in ſacha 
fire of all fin, cruelty and uncleanneſle, as the whole world was brought to 
the number of eigtt perſons ?. And ſo hath this bloody Hell-kound and his 
wicked ſeed, continued ever ſince, by ſtinging the Prophets and Saints of 
God, before Chriſt,and fince,his Apoſtles and Martyrs inallages. And was 
there-ever greater ſtinging and bloddy perſecutions of the truth, and of the 
profeflors of the truth, then there is in this miſcrable age ? a: 
_ The regenerate man therefore (while he is in this life,) muſt reſolveto 
march under the white and bloody colours of the immaculate Lamb, and to 
ſtand to the defence of the purity of the truth of his my ſticall head ; ly 


- muſt, for Satan the great Dragon, and his bloody brood, are naturally if 
clined to bite and ſting. The regenerate man therefore muſt reſolve fiiml 


both to give, and many times to take the foil. And though Satan and bis

by breaking of their heads to their eternall confuſion z and1n recompence 
of their valourin this life, be crowned with an incorraptible crown of glo- 
ry in his myſticall head, in the life to come : For, by the eternall Decree of 
God, the ſeed of the woman mult break the head of the Serpent. What I ſay 
tothe regenerate man, I ſay likewiſeto thenaturall man, whom God 1n his 
mercy hath preſerved from Satans overcomming, to be his curſed ſeed ; and 
whom God, (in his eternall purpoſe ) hath decreedin his prefixed time to call 
ſpiritually, for both are commanded to reſiſt Satan : For if thenaturall man 
(out of the power of his redeemed morall grace) doth but reſiſt Satan twice 
or thrice: Satan, Jam 4. 7. like a coward, will turn tail, and flie away, as 
the ſenſitive Serpent, from the preſence of man, Let the regenerate and 
and the good naturall man therefore look up continually to the crown that 
that is laid up for them, and withall remember that he that doth deny the 
Lords truth totally and finally in this life, /ar.10. 33. the Lord will deny 
him before his Father in the great day. 1 | 

Of the myſticall ſenſe of the laſt branch of this cenſure, I. infer the third 
necefſary concluſion, that it is impoſſible for the regenerate man to fall to- 
tally and finally from the grace cf his ſpirituall love, whereby hes ſpiritually 
and indiviſibly united to his myfticall head : For Satan with all bis power, 
is not avle to make the regenetate man to ſin, as he 13a ſpirituall man ; for 
heis born of God, much lefſe to fall totally and finally from the grace of his 
ſvirituall love, and indiviſibly united to the truth of the Lords merit, 

Thus having declared the l:terall and myſticall ſenfe of the cenſure upon 
the ſenſitive Serpent, and upon the old Serpent Satan, in particular; and 
alſo the literall and myſticall ſenſe of the three branches of this cenfare, as it 
doth concern the Serpent, and the Serpents ſ{ced, and the woman and her 
ſeed, literally and myſtically.. Before we come to the declaration of the 
cenſure upon the laſt two delinquents 1n particular : Firſt, the ſecond co» 
venant, comprehended in the ſecond branch of this cenſure, is to be ſet 
down according to the literall and my ſticall ſenſe. ” 2 LOOE 
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CHAP. XXIIT. 


27 he ſecond covenant in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed, entred with Adam the 
red:emea head of all mew, which i called the old covenant, 


5 the opening the ſecond covenant, in the promiſe of the bleſlzd ſeed,tws 
rwothings are firſt neceſſarily to be obſerved: . : 

Firſt, as the firit covenant was made with Adam, as under the name of 
Adam, man male, and female, was neceſſarily comprehended ; for fo Adam 
'isthe head of all men naturally to deſcend of Adam : So the ſecond cove- 

nant 1s made with Adam in his redeemed ſtate (though then unknown to. 
Adam) as nnder the name of Adam, both man male, and female, 15 compre 
 hended; for ſo Adamis the redeemed head of all men naturally to deſcend 
of Adain. EE 
The ſecond thing to be obſerved is, that (according to the eternall de- 
cree of God )the redemption of man, (in the promilſe of the b'«fled ſeed) was 
in every reſpect as avall to man in the promiſe by the ſecond covenant, as 
after the prounſe was fulfilled by che new covenant. To come theretore to 
the covenant : God 1n the majcſty of his incenſed wrath againit the ſenſi- 
tive creature, called the Serpent, for betraying of man, did, as a terrible 
Judge, i tne preſence of our firſt parents, by his Word, pronounce the curſe 
of che Law upen this ſenſitive creature, fo beloved of our firſt parents ; by 
_ the immediate power of whoſ: (all commanding) Word, down falleth this 
ſenftive creature, from wa}kiog upon the legs (as other cattle and bealts of 
ficld) to cranl in a moſt ftearfull deſpiczble and loathſome manner upon the 
belly, to lick up and feed upon the dnſt of the earth. At which u:cx2<Red 
horrible loathfome ſpeRacle, our fiſt parents fearing taeir tura next, to 
have the curſe of the Law infli ted upon them, (the Serpent being only the 
inſtrument of the.rtranſgreſſicon) whi'ec ur fitt parents in this a gory of fear 
to be ſwallowed up, and drowned in th: ſea of Gods ficry wrath ; in this 
mean time, God, according to his eternall decree, out of bis infinite love and 
-mercy to man, in bis Son Chriti jefiis, mide tice gracious unexpeRed pro- 
miſeto Adim, That the ſeed of the woman ſhould break the head of che 
- Serpent, decaule the Serpent did firſt betray the womar. And this is the li 
terall promiſe, the myſticill ſerie whereet is formerly declared. The myſti- 
call ſenſe therefore ef this graci. us promiſe (that the feed ef the woman thail 
- break rhe acad of the Serpent, ) is this : The Word ſhall be made fleſh of the 
ſeed of the woman, that as Satan by the ſeniitive Serpent did fiilt Roe 
(DE. 
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the woman, ſo the old Serpent, Satans head, ſhall be broke by man, the ſeed 
of the woman. This gracious promiſe was to 'be fulfilled s Firſt, by the re- 
firre&ion of the bleſſed ſeed(the Word made fRieth of the (eed of the woman) 
from thegrave(bis laſt enemy )to the face of the earth, whereby he did mani- 
f.& bimſelf God and man,by his reſt from the fulfilling of the promiſe of the 
bleſſed ſeed. Secondly, by his reſurre&ion from the face of the earth to the 
keavens from whence he came ; whereby he did manife(t himſelf again by 
his infinite power, God and man, from whence he ſhall return 2gain the ſe- 
cond time inall glory and majeſty, united to his myſticall members, who 1s 
the myſticall man that muſt break the head of the Serpent Satan, and the 
ſeed of his curſed ſ{ced, to their eterna!l confuſion. This laſt promiſed reſt of 
the bleſſed ſeed (the Word to be made {ich of the ſeed of the woman) doth 
rcceflarily preſuppoſe ard imply his bloody reſt in the grave from his curſed 
death of the crofle, whoſe merit by his bloody reſt, (as he is the eternal] Son 
of God, begot of the ſeed of the womanin time) was twofold : 

Firlt, by his reſt from the curſed deathof the crofſ?, our Saviour was to 
merit the redemption of all men condemned to the curſe of the Law of righ- 
teouſnefle for the fin of Adam, whereby all men in Adam their redeemed 
head, were ſaved from the firſt death. : EE 

Secondly, by his bloody reſt in the grave upon the ſeventh day of the Law 
(from end to end) by his fulfilling of the Law, in the ſeventh day (as he ob- 
liged himſclftoman,) the eternall Tife and reſt of the firſt ſeventh day, loſt 
by Adam, was due by the Law, to his merit, that by faith in his merit, all re- 
deemed men might reſt by faith, till the promiſe was fulfilled, whereby, as 
all faithfull redeemed wen were ſaved from the ſecond death, which is the 
curſe of the Law of righteouſneſle of faith for aQuall fin': So, by the falfi- 
ling of the promiſe of the blefſed ſeed by his reſarre@ion from the grave, all 
f:ithfull believers are now ſaved from the ſecond death; ' which 1s the curſe. 
ot the Evangelicall Law of rjghteouſneſle of faith for aQuall fin ; And this - 
15 the mylticall fenſe of this gracious promiſe which was made to Adam the 
redeemed head of man, and to all men naturally to deſcend of Adam; and 


 wasreal'y fnifilled by the Lord Jeſus Chriſt : The benefit of which gracious 


promiſc was then acually to Adam, and to all men to defcend of Adam, 
though ihe promiſe was to be fulfilled in time : Fer, by vertue of this pro- 
miſe, the word of the Law, and life of Righteouſneſle, firſt written in:the 
heart of man, was then the redeemed word of the Law of righteouſneſle of 
fab, whereby Adam was morally enabled to believe the'promiſe ; 'and by 
belityirg in the promiſed reſt of the bleſſed ſeed,” to have eternall-life. . Bat 
befor the ſecond covenant can be declared, whereby God doth oblige —_ LL 
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ſelfand Adamin this gracious promiſe ; firſt the word of the ſeventh dayes +| 

_ reſt muſtbe ſet down, upon the immediate command whereof the ſecond. 

Covenant was eſtabliſhed between God and man : For, without the light of 
the word of this ſeventh dayes promiſed reſt, the ſecond covenant can no 
wayes be known ; for the knowledge whereof, we muſt neceſſarily under- 
Rand, that the day whereia this gracious promiſe was made to Adam, was 
the ſeventh day of the Law, from the creation by morall account, as man na- 
turally deſcended of Adamthe head,is obliged tothe Law of God.- And this 

_ doth plainly appzar by the words of the fourth Precept of the Decalopuz 
ſet down to Moſes, where it is ſaid : Remember the Sabbath dry be kept holy, 
fix dayes ſnalt thou labour, and do all thy work ; but the ſeventh day (to wit, 

— whereby Adam was obliged to the Law of righteouſneſle, by the firlt cove- 
nant'in his (tate of perfeAion) « now the promiſed reſt ; or Sabbath of the Lord 
thy God,to wit, the promiſed blefled feed, who hath promiſed to reſt upon 

the Sabbath day in bis ſacred grave for the redemption of man from the. 
curſe of the Law for the fin of Adam, and to riſe trom the grave to break 
the Serpents head, for the betraying of man to fall under the eternall curſe of 
the Law. The reaſon is given: For, in fix dayes the Lord made heaven and 
earth, the. ſea, and all that therein us ; Wherefore the Lord bleſſed the ſeventh 
day, and ballowedit : that is to ſay, as the Lord by his reſt from the works of 
the creation did blefſe the firlt ſeventh day of his Law for man,and did ſani- 
fie the firſt ſeventh.day for his worſhip by man : So from his promiſed reſt 
fromthe-works of the redemption of man, the Lord hath bleſſed the Sabbath 
day forman, and hath ſanctified the Sabbath day for his worſhip by man. 

This day therefore, wherein this gracious promiſe was made, was the ſe- | 

venth day.by- morall account from the creation, ſancified by the word of 
promite, then by the name of the Sabbath of the Lord to Adam. This grac'- 

- ous promiſe made to'Adam,being to be performed in time, was formally pro- 

pheticall\, and conſequently the Sabbath day wherein this promiſe was 

made, was likewiſe formally propheticall : For, ty the licerall light of the 
propheticzll Sabbath day, Adams faith was led to reſt upon the promiſed 
reſt of the blefled ſeed. And thisis the reaſon that our Saviour ſaid, ſat.11- 

13», The Lew and Prophets did propheſie to John. For the Law did then pro» 

pheſlie by the Sabbath, which did neceſſerily imply the whole Law of righ- 

teouſneſle of faith, in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed ; where it is to be 
marked,-that the Lord faith, that the Law did propheſie to John, leſt the 
Jewes might conceive that the firſt ſeventh day of the Law obliging Adam 
did propheſie, which did no wayes prophefie. Now, becauſe this promiſed 

_ reſt of the bleſſed ſeed upon the Sabbath was propheticall and 4+ hn 
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Tin perſons of the Trinity, Creator and Redemeer of man.. And becaufe 
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\| therefore fot the ſtrerighthening of Adams faith, and the faith of the Fathers: 


in the promiſe, the formall wcrſhip in the propheticall Sabbath was come 
manded to be celebrate by the ceremoniall Altar, prefigurating the curſed 
Altar of the crofſe; and by the ceremoniall ſacrifice of the altar, prefigura- 
ring the curſed death of the bleſſed ſeed ; that as Adam faith, by the ceremo- 
niall light of the Altar , and ſacrifice, might be led to the curſed death 
of the bleſſed ſeed : So by the literall light of the Sabaticall ſeventh 
day of the Law of rightecuſnefſe of faith, Adams faith might be moral- | 
ly led to the grave of the bleſſed feed; and from the grave to his reſurrectt- 
on from the grave, for the breaking of the head of the Serpent : In which 
commanded formall worſhip by the ceremoniall altar and ſacrifice, all the 
rites and ceremonies of the ceremonjall Law are implied and immediately 
referred to the Altar and ſacrifice; as the altar and ſacrifice is immediately 
referred to the propheticall Sabbath, as it is the great command ofthe Law, 
implying the whole command of the Law of righteouſneſle of faith in the 
promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed. Thus having declared the word of the ſecond 
{.yventh dayes promiſed reſt of the Law of righteouſneſle of faith, upon the 
immediate command whereof the ſecond covenant 1s eſtabliſhed ; I come 
next to the declaration of the ſecond covenant, | TT 

God therefore, in this gracious word of promiſe doth firſt bind and ob- 
liged himfclf by covenant to Adamtheredeemed head of man, and in Adam 
toallmen naturally to deſcend of Adam, thatthe word ſhonld be made man 
of the ſeed of the woman, by whom the old Serpents head ſhould be broke, 


by whoſe merit ( by his promiſed reſt) Adam ſhould have eternall life. And 


becauſe this promiſe of eternall life was tobe enjoyed by the bleſſing of the 
ſeyenth dayes Sabaticall promiſed reſt ; God therefore doth mutually. bind. 
and oblige Adam the redeemed head of man, to believe the promiſe, and by 
bis faithtull morall and ceremoniall works of worſhip,to worſhip Godupon 
the Sabbath as God did reveal himſelf to Adam by his promiſed Sabaticall 
ſeventh dayes reſt ; God of the Law of righteouſnefſe of faith, in three-di-

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. manded worſhip of the ſeventh day of the Law of righteouſneſle of faithis 


obliged by theſecond covenant: Adim is commanded to worthip God upon 
the ſeventh day of the prophetic .Il Sabath, by his propheticall and cere- | 


moniall worſhip of God, as Gud hath revealed himſelt by his Sabaticall reſt, 


- bothupon the eternal bleſſing of the Savaticall ſeventh day<s promiled reſt, 


and upon the eteroall cure of the L2w of righteouſneſſe of faith; in Which 
commanded form3!l worſh'p,as the ſevenrhday of the propheticall Sabbath 
was then the great command of the Law of faith, all the morall and ceremo. 
mall works of faith are neceſlarily commanded, To the continuance of 
man, in which works of faith (till Gods pretixed tim: of ſpiritual calling) 
the grace of ſpiritizall faith-is promiſed by covenant ; for, ar.1 3. 13. Whe+ 
foever ſhall evdure to threud ſhall be ſaved, which 1s the laving of man from the 


ſecond death by ſpiritnull faith. 
- "By faith in this promiſed reſt of the bleſſed ſeed of Adam, and the Fathers 
before Moſes,and the Fathers after Moſes,till the promiſe was fulfilled, were 


 faved: For; the formall morall propheticall and ceremoniall obiigement of 


the Law of righteonſnefſe of faith was really and: formally one and the | 


' fame, tillthe promiſe was fulfilled : For, as the morall and ceremoniall Law 
given to Moſes in diſtin& precepts was neceſlarily implied in the command 
of the word of the ſeventh day of the propheticall Sabbath to Adam, andto 
the Fathers before Moſes : So the diſtin precepts of the ceremoniall Law 
piven to Moſes, 'were as neceflarily 1implied.in- the ceremoniall command of 
the akar and facrifice, for all the rites and ceremonies of the ceremoniall 
Law, and immediatly referred tothe altar and ſacrifice, as the command of 
_ the ceremonaall altar and facrifice is immediately referred to the formall 
commanded worſhip of the Sabbath. Hence I inferre this neceflary conclu- 
 fiongz Adam and the Fathers before. Moſes, having the (ſeventh day of the 
 propketicall Sabbath, implying the command of the whole Law of righte- 
ouſneſſe of faith in the promiſe of the blefſed ſeed, and the ceremoniall altar 
and ſacrifice, implying all the ceremoniall Law : Adam and the Fathers be- 
fore Moſes,*had the morall and ceremoniall Law, and were thereby as really 
obliged; asafter the morall and ceremoniall Law was given to Moſes. And 
_ therefors it is ſaid, 1 Cor: 10. 3,4. that the Fathers did cat of the ſame ſpt- 
rituall bread, and drink of the ſame ſpirituall Rock with us; for that Rock 
_ was the bleſſed ſeed; to Adam and the Fathers, which is now to us, the Lord 

'Feſas Chriſt ; and therefore it is likewiſe ſaid,that the Evangel was preacaed 
to'them, to wit, myſtically and prophetically, as it is preached to us cleer!y 


znd Evangelically. 'To conclude the ſecond covenant, called the ola cove- |

ly cemmanded ; So by the finall contempt of the formall commanded wor- 
ſhip of the ſeventh day of the Law,the whole Law is neceſlarily tranſgreſled. 
Hence I inferre theſe two Theologicall demonſtrative concluſions. ,;:' 
| Fiſt, as neceſſarily as by the ſecond covenant, the faith of man. was ob- 
ligedto the faithfull-propheticall and ceremoniall worſhip of the propheti-_ 
call Sai. bath ; upon the promiſe of eternall life to his faith,and eternall death 
to his infidelity : So the works of faith, whereby the propheticall and ce- 
remoniall worſhip of the Sabbath was to be performed, were as neceſlarily 
commanded by the command of the ſeventh day of the propheticall Sabbath, 
doth upon the eternall bleſſing of the Sabbaticall ſeventh dayes reſt of the 
Law of righteouſneſs of faith,and upon the eternallcurſe of the Law of faith. 
| - Secondly, though the propheticall and ceremoniall works of faith'were 
neceſſarily commanded by the Law ; yet the bleſſing of the eternall promi« 
 fedreſt of the bleſſed ſ-ed, was due by the Law immediately to faith, and not 
to the works of faith: The reaſon is, becauſe it was by the Spirit of ns

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chat the merit of the promiſed reſt of the bleſſed ſeed was to be apprehended, 
and not by the greateſt works of faith, which hath no ſpirit at all. And 
therefore the eternall bleſſing of the ſeventh dayes promiſed reſt of the blef- 
{ed ſecd, by the Law of righteouſneſſe of faith, was not due by the Law to the 
greateſt morallor ceremoniall works of Adam; but immediately tothe merit 
of man,the promiſed blefled ſeed, by the immediate power of whoſe redeem- 
ed word of the Law and life of righteouſneſſe of faith, written 1n the heart of 


Adam: Adam was morally enabled to believe the promiſe, and to producg 
the morall and ceremoniall works of faith, as by the ſpirituill grace of. faith 
in Gods prefixed time, Adam was fpiritually enabled with the ſpiritual grace 
of faith by the hands of ſpirituall faith, to apprehend the merit of the bleſſed 
ſeed by his promiſed reft ; by which ſpirituall union, Adams faith, and the 
merit of the bleſſed ſeed were really and indiviſidly one, whereby Adam was 
 aved from the ſecond death, which is the curſe of the Law of faith. Andfo 
much for the literall and myfticall ſenſe of the ſecond covenant comprehen- 


ded in the ſecond branch of the cenſure, as the cenſure doth concern the | 


woman and her feed. We proceed therefore next to the cenſure of God 
upon the two laſt delinquents, for the tranfgreſſion of the Law of righte- 
ouſneile obliged by the firſt covenant.

Or the better conceiving of the cenſure of God upon the laſt two de-

Secondly, Adam is ſaid to bethe head of man, as he is man male, the head of 
the woman by matrimoniall union ; in which ſenſe, Adamis ſaid to be the 
head of his wife, the woman; and the woman, the wike, is faid to be the 
body of her husband. ” | . 

To proceed therefore with the cenſare, which is firſt pronounced upon 
the woman; becauſe ſhe was firſt in the tranſgreſſion (to wit) before Adany 
man male. The cenſure upon the woman 1s ſet down by Moſes1n theſe 


| words; Gen. 3. 16. [will greatly multiply thy ſorrows, and thy conceptions : Is 
ſorrow ſhalt tho bring forth children, and thy deſire ſhall be to thy hnsband, and be 


ſhall rule over thee. The cenſure hath a literall and myſticall ſenſe : Firſt, of 
the literall ſenſe of the cenſure, which is pronounced npon the woman un 
particular, as ſhe is the wife and body of her husband. The cenſure doth 
divide it ſelf into two branches : to wit, ſorrow in conception and child- 
birth ; and ſubje&ion to the husband. Firſt, of the literall ſenſe of the two 
branches ; and next of the myſticall ſenſe : As this ſorrow in the infinita 
mercy of God (at that time) was not without greateſt comfort to yromen = 
ſo it is with no leiſe comfort to women at this preſent : For, as Wn inthe 
bringiog forth of children, the promiſe of the blefſed ſeed, was co ed to 
be born of the ſeed of the woman; by whoſe curſed death, the curſe of the 
Law wasremoved from man ; the benefit whereof our firſt parents did then 
atually enjoy,though the blefled child was afterwards to be born,according 
to the eternal decree of God.So there is great comfort at this time,(under tha 


Lay of Grace) inthe bringing forth of children by women: For the child 
 1$brought forth actually freed from the curſeof the Law for the fin of Adam 


by the firſt covenant, and born a hopefull member of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
And though it doth pleaſe God (many times) to take away the childe by ten» 
porall death; yet it is no ſmall comfort to the ſorrowfull parents, that the 


chi!deis a glorious Saint in heaven. — | 
It is ſaid here, 1 will greatly multiply, (or increaſe) thy ſorrows, becauſe of 
the pronounced enmity between the old Serpent Satan and his ſeed, and the 
Woman and her ſeed ; of whoſe continuall afflitions the woman is never 
iree, while ſhe is io this life. And now her ſorrows are increaſed by her 
SHWE le 
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_  conceptionand bringing forth of children, which are infl; ed upon women, 
cotheend that the woman in her greateſt extremity (by her ſorrow in con. 


ception and childoirth) ſhould be put in mind of the eternall ſ-rrows and 
zins of eternall death (by the fiſt covenant)from which ſhe was redeemed

' Jofſe'of naturall life to the mother; yet i: is wich preat advantage to the wo- 
man, the-childe of God, while by the deteri::ining of all the ſorrows, croſſes 
- andafflictions ofthis life,ſhe enters to the eterna)l joyes in the lite to come, 


- Tt istrue; that it doth pleaſe God: to give ſuch ſtrength of nature to divers_ | 
+ thankleſſe women, whereby they are more able to dear this ſorrow and pains 


in concggyi0n and childoirth, then orher women ; but for the moſt part,this 
forrow and pain in childirth, is fear full, ſudden, and dangerons; in fo much 
_ that while God doth threaten the diſobedience of man by bis unexp:&ed 
_ judgements,they are <xprefſcd by the ſuddendangercus unexpeRed ſorrows: 
and pains of women in childbirth. And though it may be conceived that 
ſome women barren and childlefſe are happy in this caſe, as not being ſub» 
zje& to-ſuch temporall danger and hazard ; yet,NI ſay, that the fruitfulneſle of 
women, doth far-exceed the fear of ſuch hazard and danger, for children are: 
the greateſt.bleſlings of God, and a great comfort, both to poor and rich. 
 Andthough (forthe moſt part) children too too often prove croſſes andaf- 
UAFtons to the parents, ſtirred up by the temptations of Satan, and of his 
wicked inſtruments, which is a fore affli&ion to the parents, yet it is the 
hand-of- God in permitting of Satan to atflict their parents by their children, 
to put them in minde of their own diſobedience to G. d (their chick Parent) 
orto their own naturall parents, or for their triali in this life, whereby they 
- xe humbled under the hand of God: . For, by atflitioas we.muſt enter the

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Kingdome of heaven. Againſt this here delivered, it may. be objeRedr” 
Ttough man had ſtood in his ſtate of perfeAion ; yet wotnan mult have had ”

rable companions of both. I anſwer, Grief, ſorrow and pain, and ſenſuive 
perfe&ion, do mutually plant and ſubplant one another; tor paſſion by ſot- :

the Apoſtle ſaith, that women are ſaved throngh child-bearing z for the 
Apoſtles meaning is, that the extremity of labour and fear in childbirth, 15. 
mear.s to move the woman to lie to the Lord by faith, and to relie upon the 
Lords merit, to fave her fromthe ſecond death; and, if it be his will, from: 
the preſent danger of childbirth; and therefore the Apoſtle faith, 1'7imaz15e 
that the woman is ſaved throvgh bearing of children, it: {he contifinein 
faith, love,holineſſe and modeſty, which are the true works of faith, by which 
| faith ihe is only ſaved. Farbe it threfore from any woman to conceive 
that cbild-dearing is the cauſe of any womans ſafety: from eternall:death,: 
which 1s only and immediately by faith, in the only merit of the Lord'of life. 
Let never therefore the barrennefle of child-bearing diſcourage woman, if 
ihe contifue in the fruitfuil works of faith ; for by faith ſhe is only ſaved. 
Ard thovgh ſhe be denied the bearing of children 1n. this miſerable age, 
while fo many cf the children of faithfull parents are led 'away. with the 
ery ing fins of the times, and miſcarry to the great ſorrow and-'grief. of their 
Parents ; yet let her not take her barrennefle of children for any reproach 
For, though barrennefſe in the time of Abrahams poſterity, Gen.3 0.23. was 
counted a reproach amongſt women,before our Saviour was born : Lake I.

F He ſecond branch of the cenſure literally pronounced upon the woman - 
as ſhe js the body of her busband ; 1s ſubjeRionto the husband. Hence 
Ineceflatily infer, that in the ſtate of perfeRion, before the fall, there was

noother fubje&ion ofthe wife to the husband, but the endeavouring of the 
wife in all mutuall love to be led and governed by the husband her head,

8. told the 
Jews that Moſes did permit that bill for the hardneſle of their heart ; and 
that it was not-ſo from the beginning : For, they were created male and fe- 
male, whereby the one did ftrive to overcome the other by the mutuall oft 
ces ot love. And this was the greateſt ſubjeRion of the wiſe to the husband 
- inthe ſtate of perfeQion, which was in this twofold nnion of mutuall love. 
And therefore it is ſaid, Let vo man /eparate whom God bath joyned together, to 
wit, in marriage. This inſeparable union of man and wife in the ſtate of per- 
feRion, as it was without any effentiall or ſpiritual reall difference ; ſoit 
 wasecquall, without all imperious authority, either of naturall or ſpirituall 
ſubje&ion ; neither was it poſſible to be otherwiſe: for the naturall ani ſpi- 
rituall love of both, being inſeparably and indiviſibly one, as the love of the

ſhe may be as dear to him as his naturall life. And conſequently, to bear 
much with the weaknefle of her ſex ; for otberwiſe man.muſt manifeſt his

| happy inſtrument of ſo great a bleſſing, never to be forgotten by man. 


Let no man therefore think,that the woman is given him to wife to be made 
his flave ; but to love her as his own naturall body : As the wife his body is 
to love her head, as-a mutuall help and comfort to her head, (to her 
power) with all ſubmiſſive reverence in love to be airefted by her head, 
This ſubjeRion therefore is till in the ſweet regiment of love without all

Adamis puniſhed for giving way 
to lis wifes perſwaſion, and conſequently, Adam had an imperious authori= 
ty over his wife, in the ſtate of perfection, 


I anſyyer :. This Text doth necetlarily inferre an equall and mutnall love; 


between Adam and Eve, and no wayes any imperious authority of com- 
mand ; neither doth God puniſh Adam fimply for being perſwaded by his 
wifeslove, but becauſe Adam did preferre the loye-of his wife to the come 


mand of his gracious God and Creator, to whole infinite love: both Adam 


and Eve were ſo infinitely obliged.. In which reſpe& all the love and come 


mand of man and woman, whoſoever muſt be miſregarded : And fo much for 


the two branches of the cenſure pronounecd againſt the woman as ſhe is.

T He laſt cenſure is pronounced by God, upon Adam (the laſt delinquent) 
as he1s the head and husband of the woman, his body and wife by ma- 
trimoniall anion : For, in this ſenſe only Adam is the redeemed head of all 
men naturally to deſcend of Adam. The cenſure is ſet down (by Moſes) in 
taeie words, Gen.3.17,18,19 Becauſe thou haſt harkened unto the voyce of thy 
wife, avd haft caten of the tree of which commanded thee, ſaying, Thou foalt not 
eat of it. Curſea 15 the earth for thy ſake : in ſorrow fualt thowueat of it all the 
Keyes of thy life : Thornes alſo, and Thiſtles ſhall it bring forth to thee, and thou 
foalt eat of the herb of the field: 1n the ſmeat of thy face thow ſbalt eat bread till 
thou return unto the earth : For ont of it waſt thou taken ; for duſt thou art, and 


unto duſt ſhalt thou return, Firſt, the cauſe of the cenſure 1s ſet down ; and 


next the cenſure is pronounced. The ſenſe and meaning of the cauſe of the: 


| Cenſure, is this; becauſe thou haſt obeyed the voyce of thy wife, and haſt-

nounced, which bath a literall and myſticall ſenſe. The literall ſenſe of the 
cenſure is ſet down from the eighteenth verſe, to the end of the chapter,and 
hath four branches : The firſt is, curſed is the earth for thy ſake : By the ſecond 


branch of the cenſure,naturall death is 1oflited upon Adam,as he is the head | 


of the woman his body, and redeemed head of man. Thirdly, Adam is ex. 
cluded Paradiſe, to till the ground : Fourthly, the Cheruvims, and the fl 
ming ſword, are placedat the Eat of the Garden of Een, to keep man from 
entring to the tree of Life, growing 1n the earthly Paradiſe. Firſt, therefore 
of this curſe inflited upon the earth. 


 Thigeurſe inflited upon the.carth,is no wayes to be taken for the curſe of 


the Law : For, firlt the earth did no wayes come within the compaſle of the 
tranſpreſſfion of the Law : Secondly, the cnrſe of the Law (which is eter- 
nall,) is dleerly taken away from man, and from the creatures created for 
man, by the promiſed curſed death of the blefied ſed, except the only curſe 
which' was inflited upon the ſenſitive Serpent. And therefore this curſe of 
the earth is only a privation of the former fertilnes,and a poſitive barrennes, 
inflicted upon theearth, inſtead of that fertilneſſe, that by that means of that 
poſitive barrenneſſe,the earth might bring forth Thiſtles & Thorns;for Adzm 
was then (by the cnſare) to eat bread of the herbs of the field, that is,of the 
corn andgrain which was to grow upon the barren earth ; and therefore, 
Adam, (oy his teil, labour, and pains) was to bring ſorne fertilnefle upon the 
earth, or Adam muſt ſtarve ; by means of which roil, pain3,and labour, Adam 
mult eat his bread in ſorrow and care, 1n the ſweat of his face, by which 
forced ſweat, ſuifets and colds mult ariſe, weakning the ſenfiifve ſpirits and 


powers of man, inducing temporall naturall death inthe end. But thoughthis. 


barrennefſe was inflicted upon the earth for man ; yet in the great mercy of 
God by the power of the redeemed wordin the heart of man : Firſt, man is 
aaturally enabled by his labour, pains and induſtry, to procure ſome fertil- 
nege upon the earth; And therefore it is ſaid, 2 7he/.3.10. thar he that doth

For, firlt, humane ſpirit is neceflarily coeviternall with 
the Word and Law of God: Secondly, humane ſpirit is of the ſame rea)l ſpe» 
cificall ſphere with the humane Spirit of the Lord Jcſus Chrilt, as hath been 

formerly demonſtrate, which was never taken from theearth, or canreturn 
tothe duſt of the earth. Temporall naturall death therefore, by this branch 
of the cenſure, is it lied upon Ada, as he is the head of his Dody, the wo- 
man, who is fleſh of his fleſh, and bone of bis bone; and therefore naturall 
temporall death being infli&ed upon the head,is neceſſarily likewiſe inflited 
upon the body, the woman ; and conſequently and neceflarily upon all men 
and wemen naturally to deſcend of both : Fortin this ſenſe only, Adamisthe 


redeemed head of all redeemed men, naturally to deſcend of Adam. By the 


third branch of the cenſure, Adam, the redeemed head of man, (and conſe- 
quently the woman) are excluded out of the earthly Paradiſe; the reaſon is 
ſet down : Leſt they ſhould eat of the tree of Life,as they did formerly at their 
pleaſure : For, thers was a fingular vertue inthe tree of Life, to maintain the 
ſenſitive natu e of maneternally ; by the eternall preſervation whereof, the 
anion of the intellctuall and ſenſitive nature of man was eternall ; for by 


this etcrnall union, man wag to have continued eternally upon earth, in the 


ſtate and ftelicity wherein he was created. | 

It was therefore the infinite mercy of God to man, to ea[t man out of the

For this cauſe (by the fourth branch of this cenſure) the Cherubims and 
the flaming ſword, were placed at the Eaſt of the Garden, to keep the way 
of the tree of Life, that man ſhould not come to the tree of Lite, rowing if 
the earthly Paraciſe, by the way which he run before. Next therefore of 
tbe myſticall ſenſe of the cenſure, The main myſticall point of this cenſure \

Thirdly, by the Skins, wherewith the Lord clothed and covered our firſt 
parents nakednefle, the righteouſneſſs (which is the'skin of the promiſed 
Lamb of God, to be ſacrificed for the fins of man) was myſtically lignified, 
to the end that our firſt parents might underſtand, that it was by their only 
faith (in the merit of the righteouſnefle of the blefled ſeed, the Word, to be 
made fleſh of the ſeed of the woman ;) that all their a&uall ſins and unrigh« 
teoulnefle was covered. 

- Fourthly, while as the Lord faith, Behold, man is become like one of us, 
to know good and evill, ( whereby our firſt parents did ſee the ſtate which 
= their defire to know good and evill had brought to :) the Lord would have. 

our firſt parents underſtand that the promiſed Redeemer of man (the bleſſed 
ſeed) was one of us,that 15,one of the diſtin& perſons of the glorious Trinity. 
Fifchly, by the excluding of our firſt parents from the tree of Life growing 

in the carthly paradiſe, is myſtically ſignified, that our firſt parents were ad- 


mitted to the tree of Life, growing in the Paradiſe of God, which is the pro- 
miſed bleſſed ſeed. 


Sixchly, by the Cherubims and flaming ſword, the morall power and li- 
teralllight of the ſword of the Word, is myſtically ſignified, by which only 
Jight, ell redeemed men are morally enlightned, to enter the way of the tres 
of Lite, planted in the heavenly Paradiſe which is the promiſed blefed — 


- (209) 
By this flaming light of the ſword of the Word: Firft,the flaming light of 
the redeemed Word of the Law of Righteouſneſſe of faith, written in the 
keart of manis ſignified, which is theflaming Light of conſcience. Second- 
ly, by this Aaming Light of the ſword, the flaming literal light of the Word 
of the ſeventh dayes reſt, of the Law of rightecufneſle of faithis ſignified, 
which is of one reall flaming light with the light of the word of the Law: 
and life of Righteouſneſle of faith, writtten1n the heart of man of the re- 
all unity of which flaming light, morall faith doth ariſe ; that by the morall 
bands of faith, the redeemed man may lay morall hold on the word of pro- 
miſe, ſhining with the ſame reall flaming hight, which was then the tree of 
Life, growing in the Paradiſe of God,to wit,the promiſed bleſſed ſeed;,who 
isnow our tree of life, by his fulfilled promiſe. And though the Cherubims 
and the flaming ſword were placed at the Eaſt of the Garden 6f Edenypoin= 
ting, as it were, to the Land of Canaan, (for the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed. 
| wasto be made afterwards to Abraham,and to his ſeed, in a more particular: 
manner then it was made to Adam; which promiſe was to be performed ; 
before the promile firſt made to Adam could be fulfilled ;) yet the flaming - 
{word turned every way ; that as by the power of the ſword, all men were 
barred from entring to the tree of Life, growing in the earthly Paradiſe z 
So that by the flaming light of the ſword of the Word, all redeemed men 
might be morally enlightned to enter the way to the tree of Life, which is 
planted in the Paradiſe of God, which is the promiſed bleſſed ſeed. Here 
(by the way) the queſtton may be moved, whether this barrenneſſe, where= - 
by the ea: th vras curſed for man, doth ſtill remain. OE Co 
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 thefirit and ſecond rain in the Scripture ; But yet the earth 1s not reſtoreg 
tothe meaſure of the former fruittulnefle : The reaſon is, that the redeemed 
man, by his continuall labour and care, might be put 1n minde of his thank- 
full obedience to his gracious Redeemer, by his exerciſe in the commanded 
works of faith, that his faith may be watered with the dew of the morall 
and fpirituall bleſſing of the Word. 
"This bleNing of the word of the ſeventh dayes reft of the Law of Righte- 
oulneſle of faith, then to the Fathers in the promiſe of the bleſled ſeed ; and 
now tous inthe fulfilled promiſe is twofold : The ftlt is the naturall blef. 
ling of the word to the naturall life of man, as he 1s man: The {ccord is the 
 morall and ſ{pirituall bleſſing of the word to the morall and ſpirituall life 
of man, by the morall and fpirituall grace of faith : For, withont the 
bleſfling of the nature of the redeemed man, his morall and ſpirituall life 
multperiſh in this life. This natuwall bleſſing of the word, is freely extended 
to allredeemed men, without all reſpeR to the merit of their obedience, or 


_ diſobedience to the command of the Word. And therefore it is {aid, at.s, 


45» That his Sun doth ſhine, and his rain doth fall upon the juſt ard unjuſt. 
And this is, to the end, that-as God doth freely confer the bleflings of the 
earth without reſpe&,to ſome 10 great plenty, which he hath denyed to many 
ofthis redeemed poor members.So the plentitul redeemed man,may out of his 
plenty, relieve the wants of his redeemed poor brethren, without all reſpeR 
* totheirmerit ; who are the Lords redeemed members, whereby the plenti- 
| fall man doth teſtifie his thankfulnefle to his gracious Redeemer, . by the 
* Wworksof mercy and charity, which are the commanded works of faith : For, 
what 1s freely given to the Lords poor redeemed members, ( who are dif 
abled of all means to ſupply theirneceſſities,) it 1s freely given to the Lord 
himſelf, as may appear by his -wan words, at. 25. 40. When I was hungry, 
ye fed me not ; when [ was thirſtie, ye gave me no drinke ; when 1 was naked, ye 
clorhiea me wot : For want of means for the preſervation of the life, is a ſore 
temptation; which many times 1s prevented by the charity of the plentifull: 
For, by ſuch means, the poor indigent wretched man 1s diverted from at- 
- tempting unlawfall courſes to ſupply his neceſlity : Though I uſt confelle, 
-_ thatplenty (without the ſpeciall. dew. of the bleſſing of the Word) be the 

© greaterand more dangerous temptation-of the two.. The ſecond bleſſing 
. of the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of Righteouſneſſe of 
* Faith, is the morall and ſpirituall bleſſing of tae word, neceffarily imply- 
+ ing thenaturall bleſſing of the word. And this morall and fpirituall bleſ- 
* fingisdueby the Law of faith, to the morall and ſpirituall faithfull worſhip 
. of the ſeyenth day of the Law of fauh: For, by the morall taithfull whe 
| ip 
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0 of the feventh day by the naturall man, and-by the ſpirituall fairhfull 
wore of the A 5s by faich in the Lords merit ; the whole Law 
of faith is morally and ſpiritually fulfilled in the ſeventh day of the Law.. 
And therefore the morall and ſpitituall- bleſſing of the wotd oof the ſeventh 
dayes reſt, dothreft npon the naturall and regenerate man, whereby the ne- 
turall man is enabled to bring forth. the morall works of faith, andte conti- 
rue in his morall obedience, till the time of Gods ſpirituall ealling ;; andthe 
| regenerate man is enabled to perſe vere and continue-inbis ſpirituall works 

of faith by his ſpirituall 'obedience tothe! ſpirituall command' of the Law 
of faith. And this is the firſt and ſecond rain,. whichisthe dew of the Lords 
influence by the bleſſing of bis Word ; tothe grace of the morall and ſpiri- 
tnall faith of man. Thus have webricfly ſet down the literall and myſticall 
ſenſe of the cenſure, pronounced upon aur: firft parents forthe tranſgrefſion: 
of the Law of Righteouſneſlz'; and! the: ſecond covenant eſtabliſhed uport 
the immediate command of: the-word of- the ſeventh:dayes promiſed reſt of 
the Law of Righteouſneſle of faith then implyed in the propheticall Sabbath, 
whereby Adam the redeemed-head: of man, and all men naturally'to de- 
ſcend of Adam, were formally, prophetically; and ceremonially obliged to 
the command of the Law of Righteouſneſſe of faith, in the promiſed reſt of 
the bleſſed ſeed, which-.is the laſt part of .this ſecond Book ; yet, before we 
proceed, a queſtion 15 to be reſolved, which is this : How long did this for- 
mall propbericall ceremor1a'l ovligement of the:Law of Righteouſneſle of 
faith continue, and how long were all redcemed men obliged by the pro» 
phetical: ceremoniall Law of God? | 


CHAF. XXX 

The continnation of the formall propheticall ceremoniall obligement of the Lay - 

| of righteorſne fe of faith; in the promiſe of the blefſed ſeedinthe ; 

—- forſt age of the: Church, - 

T O the queſtion moved 1n the end of the former chapter, briefly anſ 
The formall obligement of man by the propheticall ceremoniall' Law 
of fairh, in the Hromiſe of the bleſled ſer, did continue fromthe very period 
of the promiſe, firſt made to Adam, (the redeemed head 'of man) till theday 
of onr Savi-urs rcſurretion from the grave, whereby the promiled reſt of tho 
bleſſed ſ-ed, was totally and abſolutely fulfilled. The continaation whereof - 
may be divided in theſe two ponnts : The firſt is the forinall obligement of - 
our Fathers by the promiſe, before any part of the- promiſe was fulfilled: 
And this\'oru:all obligement did continge till our Saviours cominginthe 
Woild, by whom the promiſe was fulfilled by'degrees, which is __ -

clared in the third Book : As for the continuation of the formall obligement 


of the Law,obliging Adam and the Fathers in the promiſe ; it may be diltiq. 


guilhed inthe firſt three ages of the Church. I, 

The firſt was from Adam to Noah: the ſecond from Noah to Abraham: 
the third from Abraham to Moſes, which continued till our Saviours come 
ing ; wherein my purpoſe is only to ſhew, that the formall obligement of 


F thepropheticall ceremoniall Law,by faith in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed, 


and that the covenant was really one and the fame inall the firlt three ages 
of the Church,thongh the figures prefigurating the promiſe were more ſigni 
ficant, the more neer that the pronuſe came to be fulftiled. After the cove- 
nant (in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed) was entred with Adam, the re- 
deemed head of man, and with all mea naturally to deſcend of Adam : Sz 
tan, that old raging Lion, fearing the breaking of his head by the promiſed 
bleſſed ſeed to be born of the weman, did begin to roare afreſh, intending to 
'devoure the line whereof the blefled ſeed was to deſcend,as he had devoured 
all men formally, by the betraying of our firſt parents to fallunder the curſe 
of the Law by eternall death: For, Satan knowing the ſeverity of Gods 
Juſtice, (whereof bimſelf had ſach experience) reſolved to ſet the whole 


world in ſuch a fire of fin, as that God in his jaſtice ſhould conſume all men 


_ offthe earth again ; and Satan: put fairly for it.: For, after by hisſting of en- 


- mity (baited by his falſe deceiving light,) he had incenſed Catinto murder 


his innocent brother Abel : Satan never left ſtirring up of Cains ungracious 
generation from time to time ; till he fet the whole world in ſuch a fire of 
lin, cruelty, and uncleannefle, as neither the mercies of God, (by ſparing 
them ſo long) or the judgements of God threatned by his Prophets, could 
reclaim from their fin and cruelty. God therefore in end, ſtirred up Noab, 
thetenth from Seth, a Preacher of Righteouſneiie z who was a Preacher of 
the Lay of righteouſneſſe of faith, in the promiſe of the blefſed ſeed ; that 
by hispreaching of the Word, the miſerable people might be reclaimed from 

their cruelty and uncleannefe to. the works of faith by repentance, that they 
might obtain mercy in the promiſe of the blefled ſeed ; and that by denour- 


| - cingthemercilefſe curſe of the Law of faith, Noah might terrifie the people 


from their wickenefſe. But though Noah did continue in the faithfull di 
 cliarge of bis Calling many yeeres ; yet all was to no purpoſe, Satan had fo 
mcenſed the miſcrable people to ſuch obſtinacy. God therefore in end,com- 
 manded Noahto build an Ark, that by the ark Noab might denounce the ut- 
ter ſubverſion of the obſtinate rebellious people, by the flood of his incen- 
fed wrath againſt their fin and cruelty, if they did not. ſpeedily turn to the 
'Lord, and leave their provoking of his lopg patience : For which cauſe - 
" Chas phage ; 
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Ark was ſo long a building, that the wretched people (notwithſtanding of 
their continued contempt, ) mig'1t have yet time to repent,though all was to 
no purpoſe;for ſuch was the incenſed odltt nacyof the miſerablepeople,as they 
continued in their rebellious contempt, both of the word of rhe Preacher, 
and of the A:k,till the very day that Noah and his family was commanded to 
enter inthe Ark, whereby the wrath of God was ſo incenſed,as by that fear- 
fall inundation, the whole earth was overflowne, and eight perſons only 
ſaved, of whom the promiſed bleſſed ſeed was to deſcend. . 

As for the Covenant which is ſaid to be made with Noah (afterhis com-- 
ing out of the Ark in the continuation of times and ſeaſons, and of the crea-- 
tares created and redeemed for man) it was the ſame reall covenant which 
was formerly made with Adam,in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed, which af- 


| terthis fearfull judgement, was renewed to Noah,forthe ſtrengthening and 


confirming of Noabs faith, in the continuation of the promiſe firſt made to 
Adam : For, firſt, after Noahs coming out of the Ark,Noahdid offer the like 
reall burnt ſacrifices and offerings upon the Atar of ſuch reall clean beaſts 
and fowles as were firſt commanded to be off;ed by Adam, and the Fathers 
before Noah; which beaſts and fowles were preſerved in the Ark with 
Noah ; by which ſacrifices offered by Noab, the cruell death of the blefſed 
ſeed was prefigurate. : 

..Secondly, the Ark it ſelf did prefigurate both the promiſe, and the ful- 
filling of the promiſe : For, firſt, by the Ark, the woman, of whoſe ſeed the

| Word wasto be made fleſh, was prefigurate : Secondly, by Noah, and his 


ſons & daughters(who was the eight from Seth)the line wherof the promiſed 
lefled ſecd was to deſcend, was prefigurate : Thirdly, by their receiving in 
the Ark ; the conception of the Word to be made fleſh of the ſeed of the wo- 
man was cleerly prefigurate : Fourthly,by the ſafe delivery of Noah,and his 
ſons and daughters out ofthe Ark, the ſafe delivery of the bleſſed ſeed by the 
woman, to wit, the bleſſed Virgine,was prefigurate z whereby it doth mani= 
teltly appearzthat the covenant,and the formall propheticall ceremonaall ob= 
ligement of the Law of Righteouſneſle of faith, inthe promiſe of the blefſed 
ſeed, propheſied by the propheticall Sabbath, and prefigurate by the cere- 
moniall worſhip of the Sabbath, was really one and the ſame, from Adam to 
Noah : As by the preſervation of Noah and his family : (of whom the blef- 
led ſeed was to deſcend, according to the fleſh) the great power of God by 
his preſervation of his Church, againſt the great power of Satan and his in- 
{truments doth manifeſtly appear to his great glory, to the utter ſhame of Sz- 
tan,and to the confufion of tus wicked inſtruments. And ſo much briefly for

The continuation of the formall propheticall ceremouiall obligement of man 
iu the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed,tn the ſecond age of the Church, 


| * A Sinthetime of Noah, the eighth from Seth; God ſtirred up Noah, ts 


manifcſt his power in the preſervation of his Church, which did then 
conſiſt in the preſervation of theline of the bleſſed ſeed : So in the ſecond 
| ace of the Church, God raiſed up Abraham, (the tenth from Noab) that his 


Church : For God renewed his promiſe in a more cleer and particular man- 
ner to Abraham then he did firſt to Adam ; which was, that in Abrahams 
ſeed all the nations of the earth ſhould be bleſſed ; that is, that the woman 


ſeed, by whoſe. promiſed curſed death : As all men were then a&tually re. 
deemed from the curſe of the Law for the fin of Adam (though the promiſe 
was afterward to be fulfilled :) fo all men by faith in this promiſe might be 
ſaved from the curſe of the Law of faith for aRuall ſin. | 

" Inthis promilſe therefore, Gey. 22. 18. that in Abrahams ſeed all the nati- 
ons of the earth ſhould be blefſed, God doth oblige bimfſelf zo Abraham and 


to his ſeed by covenant, and doth mutually oblige Abraham to believehis 
- promiſe, This covenant therefore made to Abraham was the ſame reall cos | 


venant and promiſe made to Adam, though the bleſſed feed promiſed to 
Adam was by this promiſe to deſcend of Abrahams ſeed, the only difference 
3s; that the woman of whom the Word was promiſed to be made man, was 
todeſcend immediately of Abrahams ſeed, though immediatly from Adams 
ſeed : For Abrahamdid deſcend of the ſeed of Adam, and conſequently the 
 promiſe.made to Abrakam muſt be performed before the promiſe made to 
Adam could be fulfilled : For, the promiſe made to Adam could not be ful- 
filed, but by our Saviours birth, death, and reſurreftion from the dead. By 
this promiſe made inthis particular manner to Abraham, the Church of God 
was now inthe family of Abraham and his ſeed, and poſterity, Totheend 
therefore, that Abrahams family might be diſtinguiſhed from all the families 
of the earth, God commanded Abraham and his family to be marked with 
the facramentall ſeal of circumciſion, by ſhedding of the blood of man; 
whereby it was prefigurate that the blood of the promiſed blefſed feed,to de- 
ſcendof Abraham (according to the fleſh)ſhould be ſhed by the curſed death 
* ofthecroſle, which was formerly prefigurate to Adam and the Fathers by 
the ſhedding ofthe blood of ſenſitive beaſts and fowles. And OY the

olory might appear by his continuall care of the truth of his promiſe to his | 


of whoſe ſeed the Word ſhould be made man, ſhonld deſcend of Abrahams 
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fignre of the promiſed bleſſed ſeeed, by the ſacrament of circumciſion was 
more lignificant then all tte former bloody figures by the ſacrifice of the Al- 
tar. By the G:crament of circumciſion therefore, Abrahams family was di- 


| ſtinguiſhed and divided, from all the families of the carth, till they were re- 


united by the fulfilling of the promiſe by the new covenant : For, by the 
new covenant, all the families of the earth were called, and united in one 
Church and family : For the ſtrengthening of Abrahams faith in this graci- 
ous promiſe ; the inheritance of the Land of Canaan was promiſed to Abra- 

ham and to his ſeed ; whereby it was prefigurate, that Abraham and his ſeed 


_ (by faith inthe promiſe made to Abraham,) ſhould be inheritors of the hea- 


venly Canaan, the Kingdome of heaven. The Churchof God therefcre be- 
ing eſtabliſhed in the family of Abraham, and of his poſterity ; the proteQt- 
on of the Church, and the preſervation of the line of the promiſed bleſſed 
ſeed, was committed to Abraham; to this end,God did enable Abraham with 
the power of wiſdome, valour, and with ſach an admirable gift of ſpirituall 
faith, as Abraham is ſtyled in the Scripture, the Fatber of the faithfull. And 
though I mult paſſe over the Hiſtory of Abrahams continuall vitontes over _ 
the enemies of the Charch, and leave the Reader to inform himſelf by the 
facred Hiſtory;yet I cannot omit four memorable points of Abrahams faith, 
whereby he is moſt Juſtly called the Father of the faitkfull. The firſt was, 
though Abraham was above an hundred yeers old (when this promiſe was 


| made;) and Sara was old and barren, and both, as it were, dead (by the 


courſe of nature) and paſt all ſuch hope ; yet faithfull Abraham conſidered 
not the deadnefle of his own body, or the deadneſle of Sara's womb, but 
ſtedfaſtly believed the promiſe againſt all naturall hope,in hope that God,ac- 
cording to his gracious word would performhis promiſe. Secondly, Abra- 


| hans faith did wonderfully appear in his obedienceto the command of God 


by his Word, Gem. 12. 1. commanding Abraham to depart from. his native 
ſoil, and to leave his kindred, friends, and poſſeſſions, where he was ſeated 
in ſuch plenty, and to go into a ſtrange countrey, Mmhabited with the power 
of ſuch mighty men, who were every way unknown to Abraham, and 
where he had no earthly help to truſt unto, but did, (as it were) expoſe him=- 
ſelf and his family, to-be made a prey unto firangers ; yet faithfull Abraham ' 
ſetting a}1 doubts, fears, kindred, friends, pleafures and poſſeſſions aſide; di8 
give obedience to the command of God, and marched boldly tothe Landof 
Canaan, Thirdly, how admirably doth our Saviour commend Abrahams 
faith, while as our Saviour told the Jews, ſaying; John 8. 56. Abraham aid 
ſee my day, and wasglad, and rejoyced therein: For, Abraham, with the cyes of 
bis ſpirituall Faith, did ſee the Lords day, _— eighth day of the as” 
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of circumciſion; for the child was circumciſed upon the eighth day, though 
the cighth day of the circumciſion fell out upon the ſeventh day of the great 
propheticall Sabbath, which was commanded long before the Sacrament of 
_ Circumciſion ; and ſo preciſely commanded as no mann-:r of work wasto 
be done upon the ſeventh day of the propheticall Sabbath, much lefſe the 
ſhedding of the blood of man : For, the only commanded works of the pro- 


pheticall ceremon13ll worſhip of God were tobe done upon the Sabbath, 


Abraham therefore obſerving with the ſpirituall eyes of faith,that the ſeventh 

day of the propheticall Sabbath did give place to the adminiſtration of the 
\ Sacrament of circumciſion : Avraham did apprehend, that the eighth da 

ſhould be worſhipped in plzce of the ſeventh day of the propheticall Sab- 


bath. The reaſon was, becauſe the Sacrament of circumciſion did prefign- | 


rate both Chriſts death, and the day of kis reſurre&ion from the dead; for as 

_ by the ſhedding of the childs blocd, the (ſhedding of the bleſſed childs blood 
' by the curſed death of the crofle was prefigurate : So by the {tenching of the 

© childs blood,. upon the eighth day (whereby the life of the child was pre 
ſerved) the day of our Saviours reſurre&ion from the dead was prefigurate, 
td wit, the Lords day, which was tt e eighth day from the laſt Jews prophe- 
ticall Sabbath; for the laſt Sabbath whereon our Saviour did reſt in the 
grave, was no ways the Jews propheticall Sabbath ; neither was there any 
ew or Gentile bound or obliged to fulfill the command of the ſeventh day 

_ of thelaſt Sabbath : For, all men naturally deſccnded of Adam the redeemed 
head of man were only obliged to the command of the ſeventh day of the 
propheticall Sabbath, which did propheſie our Saviours-reſt in the grave;by 
whoſe reſt in the grave all the propheſies propheſied by the propheticall 
Sabbath were falfiled. The laſt Sabbath theretore, whereon our Savicur 


didreſt in his ſacred grave was no wayes propheticall,neither was there. any | 


man vaturally deſcended of Adam obliged to fulfill the command of the alt 
Sabbath. Let us therefore leave the lalt Sabbath to the Lord of the Sabbath, 
and adde ſeven dayes more to the laſt Jews formall propheticall Sabbath; 
and we have-the Lords day (the day of his refurre&ion from the grave) to 
beithe jult cighth day, as the Lords day was prefigurate to Abraham by the 
;eighth day. of the circumciſion : But-let us account the number of. dayes 
Srom the laſt formall Jews propheticall Sabbath, and beginthe zaccomptat 
the firſt day.of the week, according to the Jews computation of the dayes 
of their Sabbaticall week, as both. Jews and Gentiles were obliged to the 
'Iaw of God ; and the Lords day, is the juſt ſeventh day from thelaſt formall 

_ Jews. propheticall Sabbatb, and the. true ſeventh. day of the Evangelical

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faith was this in Abraham to ſee the Lords day ſo far off,as it was prefigurate 
by tke Sacrament of circumciſion ? though the Lords day be the true ſeventh 


diy of the Evangelicall Law of faith,asall men naturally deſcended of Adam 


are obliged to rhe command of the ſeventh day of the Law ; for without the 
command of the ſeventh day of the Law, there isno Law to command man. 
The fourth memorable point, wherein the excellency of Abrahams taith did 
avpear, was in Abrahams readinefle at the command of God, to offer up in 
{crifice his ſon Iſaac, his only hope, and heir of the promiſe, and his only 
comfort next to God : For, it may juſtly amaze the heart of a naturall man, 
that Abraham, againſt nature, (by forgetting of all naturall affeRion) ſhould 
be ſo forward to attempt ſuch cruelty with his own bloody hands,to cut the 


| throat of his ſo dearly beloved childe, the only hope and heir of thepromiſe. 


Though'this command was out of the infinite love of God to Abraham) ;'for 
God did never intend that Abraham thould commit any'ſuchcruelty : But 
that Abraham, and all men of the faith of Abraham, might-underſtand, thae 
Gcd ſpared not his only Son, (the Son of his love) toſacrifice him (as it 
were)with his own hands,for his love which he doth bear to man : For, all 
the created powets of God were not ableto bereave our Saviour of his life, 
without bis owngracions permiſſion, who out of his infinite love and mercy 
to man, did moſt lovinglyand mercifully lay down his life for mar. 

Here the queſtion may be moved : Was the Church of God upon carth 
tren, only in Abrahams fatni:y, and hispoſterity;and'no where elſe? _ 

I anſwer: As the Lord Jeſus-Chiftivthe head of dll his redeemed mem- 
bers, the Lord from the beginning hadfii$'nniverfall: Church'through all the 
Nations of the earth,though his particulde Ehurch,according to his promile, 
was then in-Abraham, and in the poſterity of Abrakarm for the time. And 
therefore,tkough the Apoſtle did tell the Gentitesthat they were notof the 
circumciſton,Ephe/.3.12ibut ahets fromthe common wealth of Mraeh,and,as 
it were, Witliout any*Cheift;” and confequtnetty withom Gbd ;'' For, Chriſt, 
according to the fieſh, was to deſcend vt the circumciſed ; 'yetthe Gentiles 
had the propheticall Sabbath, and the altar and facrifice,as it was preſcribed 
to Adam,and the Fathers before thepromiſe was madeto Abraham,and con- 
ſequently;the covenintand formaltobligement:ofehe Law, really one from 
the beginning. And the: Apoſtle'doth acknowledge; that the Gentiles did 


. dothethibgs contained in the Law, Romr.z. T4. which was the ceremoaiall

asthey were done by the Jews... AndthoughtheApoltle faith;that theGen- 
tiles did dpthe thingecomainedintliobaw bythe lipheiofcheir conſcience; 
yet that ligtit was the light of the redeethed ward 'of the Law of Rightecouſ- 


works of the Law, thoughthe'Gentilesdidthem:not in that preciſe manner 
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nefſe of faith writtenin their heart, which was really one with the light of 
the ſeventh day of the propheticall Sabbath, and with the ceremoniall light 
of the altar & ſacrifice,whereby they were inabled to do the things contain. 
edinthe Law. And who ſhould bar the free Spirit of Godto blow where je 
liſteth, obs 3.8. and to cnlighten mary of the Gentiles? Did not the Lorg 
commend the Centurions faith, and ſay, Luke 7. 9. that he did not finde ſuch 
faith in Iſrael? And how greatly did our Saviour commend the faith of the 
Canaanitiſh woman, at.15.28. and the faith of one of the ten Lepers, and 
Lake 17. 19. yetthe promiſe made to Abraham was not then fulfilled. Ang 
did not Chriſt himſelf him, according to the fleſh, deſcend of the Gentiles, 
though immediately of the ſeed of Abrabam? Let noman therefore think, 
but that the Lord had his univerſall Church in all ages, though his particulir 


* Church wasthen inthe family and poſterity of Abraham. And ſo much for | 


| the ſecond age of the Church,and for the reall unity of the covenant and fore 


_ mall obligement of the Law, as the promiſe was made to Abraham, which | 


was really one with the coyenant made with Adam.

The continuation of the formall propheticall ceremoniall obligement of the 
_ Law, in the third age of the Church, 
"He third age of the Church fromthe beginning, was 1n the time of Mo- 
& ſc, deſcended of Abraham, whom God raiſed for the preſervation of 
' his Charcch, then in the poſterity of Abraham, whoſe polterity the Lord (ac- 
cording to his eternall purpoſe) would not permit to be eſtabliſhed inthe 
' Land of Canaan, for the ſpace of forty yeers, to the end that God by the 
Miniſtry of his ſervant Moſes, might manifeſt the glory of his power in the 
proteRton of his Church againſt the great power of Satan, and of his migh- 
ty inſtruments z for which canſe God inabled Moſes with the power of wil- 
dome, valour, and faith, amongſt the number of whoſe memorable ads, 
I will only touch three ; leaving the reſt to the Reader to be jnformed by 
the ſacred Hiſtory ;\my purpoſe being only to ſhew, that the covenant, and 
_ the formallobligementof the Law was really one and the ſame from the 
beguimog, as it was made to Adam and'to Abraham. _ , 
. The firſt memorable a& .of Mofes Miniſtry, was in the delivery vf the 
people from the Egyptian 
whom. the promiſed blefled feed; according to'the fleſh, was todeſcend; 
erd were then miſeradly oppreſted under the tyrarnous hand of great King 


| Pharozh the proud Egyptian Kirigy ſtirred up to that crurlty by-theinſtigati- |

vitude, who were the feed of Abraham, of | 
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on of Satan,and of his wicked ſeed: For, whoſe delivery Godraiſed up his ſer- 
vant Moſes. To this end, firſt,Gad tent Moſes to King Pharoab,commanding 
King Pharoah, that he would permit the people of Iſrael co depart from the 
Land of Egypt;but God(according to his eternall decree)didbarden the heart 
of Pharoah,that he ſhould not let the people of Iſrael depart from Egypt,un- 
till ſuch time as God ſhould make his continuall care appear inthe preſerva- 
tion of his Church, againſt the great power of Satan and the power of his 
mighty inſtruments in this life. Aod therefore, upon Pharoahs rebellious re- 
ſtraining of the people of [ſracl from time to time,contrary to the Lords com- 


 mand;God by the Miniſtry of his ſervant Moſes,from time to time did plague 


the proud Egyptian.King and bis kingdome; and though plagne after plague 
was wok ſuch tearfall miraculous and wonderfull judgements,as did altoniſh - 
the hearts of the whole world; yet ſuch was the obſtinacy of Pharoabs rebel- 


| lious heart ſtirred up by the inchantments of bis Sorcerers ( whoſe power 


God did of purpoſe permit: ) as Pharoah did refit the command of God, 
with ſuch a high hand, thirſting after the deſtraQRtion of the Church till Pha» 
roah with his great army was overwhelmed in the red fea of Gods raging 
wrath; which mighty a&t was done by the Miniſtry of Moſes, by tretcbing 
out his hand upon the red ſea at the command of God.. By this miraculous |. 
overthrow of the Egyptians, the mighty deliverance ofthe Church of God 
f.om the Egyptian ſervitude was wrought to the amanetment of the world, 
to the end that the Church of Godin all ſuture ages might never diſtruſt the 
Lords continuall care 1n the preſervation of his Church againſt the powerof 
Satan, and againſt the power of his mightieſt inſtruments upon earth. In 

that night of the fearfull Egyptian plague of the: firſt born, the ſacrament 
of the Pafſeover was inſtitute by God, toremain in the Church, with the 
facrament of circumciſion, during the formall propheticall ceremoniall ob= 
hgement of the Law, by which ceremoniall ſacrament of the Paſſeover,

6f the ſecond death (which is for a&uall fin,) as by the promiſed curſed 


death of the Lamb, they were ſaved from the firſt death, which was the curſe | 
_ ofthe Law for the fin of Adam. 


The ſecond memorable a& of Moſes Miniſtrie was, firſt, in the ſanQifying 
and afſcmbling of the people of Iſrael at the command of God to hear the 


word of the Law cotnmanded by God himſelf immediatly, which was in 
a moſt majeſticall, glorious manner delivered by God unto the people of If. | 


racl, in ten diſtin ſeverall precepts. The delivery whereof was with ſuch 
fearfull thundring and lightning,and with the ſound of trumpet,as the moun- 
tain was exceedingly ſhaken, all to ſignifie the power of the ſound of the 
word of the Law, commanding the 6bedience of man. By this glorious de- 
livery of the word of the Law, the people of Iſrael were ſtriken with a re- 


verend fear and obedience to the command of God, though their fear of the | 


voyce of God was ſach, as they did intreat that Moſes might deliver to them 
what the 'Lord.ſhould further command. Wherefore the morall Law being 
firſt commanded/by God, God by the Miniſtry of: Moſes, did next ſet down 
the civill Law between manand man, to the. end that all men might under- 


_ ſtand, that all the lawes between man and man, muſt be grounded upon the | 


morall Law of God. As for the ceremoniall Law, it was the ſame which 


was before to the Fathers implyed inthe caremomaall altar and ſacrifice;un- 
till ach time as at the erection of the Tabernacle, the ceremoniill Law was | 


commanded after a more particular manner, to the people of Iſrael, though 
really one with the ceremoniall Law of the altar and ſacrifice, prefiguirating 
the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed. Secandly, the Lord afterward called Moſes 
np to the mount, to deliverto Moſes'the two Tables of the Law, written by 
God inſtone, which was formerly delivered by his Word, to the end, that 
by tlie Miniſtry of Moſes, his written Word might be delivered to the people 
of iſrael, that the people might be inſtruted in the knowledge of the writ- 


__tenWord; where one thing is to be obferved,to wit, that Moſes by his con- 


verling with Sod inthe mount forthe ſpace of forty dayes and ferty nights, 
E xo. 34. 29. the Skin of Moſes face became fo ſhinivg,as while Moſes was 
about to deliver the written Word of the Law, the people were not ableto 
behold Moſes face; in ſo much that Moſes was fain to vail his face,while he 
ſpake to the people ; by which ſhining light of Moſes face, the glorious light 
of the written Word was myſtically ſignified. As for Moſes zeal (moved at 


the pegple of Iſraels Idolatry,) in breaking of the Tables of the word of the | 


Law,and therenewing of the Tables, and all ach memorable paſiages, | 


mult leave the judicious Reader to inform himſelf by the written WV ord of 


the ſacred Hiltory. Th 
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Temple, did offer ſweetinceoſe at the golden Altar, whereby God was ſaid 
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The third remarkable a& of Moſes miniſtry, was the ere&ion of the Ta- 
bernacle at the command of God, according to the pattern which God did 
ſhew and ſet down to Moſes, Exod. 25, 49. while he was with God in the 
mount.; which of all the types, figures, and ceremonies, prefigurating the 
promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed to allthe Fathers of the former ages, was molt 
cleer and ſignificant : For, by the Tabernacle and Temple (which were re- 


| ally one, which the Lord calleth his body) the fulfilling of the promile, both 


madeto Abraham, and to Adam, were plainly prefigurate : For, firlt, by the 
types and figures of the firſt Tabernacle, called the Holy Place ; as by the 
golden Altar, by the table of Shew-bread, Exod. 39. 38. by the s crap 
Candleſticks, by the brazen Altar and Laver before the porch, which did 
appertain to the ſervice of the Holy place of the Tabernacle; by which cere- 


| monſall Rites and Ceremonies, the high Leviticall Prieſt was to diſcharge 


the ſervice of the Holy place, whereby the fulfilling of the promiſe made to 
Abraham was prefigurate : For, as the Leviticallbigh Prieſt (who was de- 
ſcended of Abraham) was the figure of the high Prieſt, after the order of 
Melchiſedeck (to wit, the promiſed bleſſed ſeed deſcended likewiſe of the 


| ſeedof Abraham) ſo, by the diſcharging of the Leviticall high Prieſts of- 
| fice, the execution of the high Prieſts office,after the order of Melchiſedeck, 


was prefigurate : For, firſt, as the Levitieall high Prieſt did offer up the ce- 


' remoniall Gcrifice of the hard brazen altar : So the hard curſed ſacrifice of 


the high Prieſt, after the order of Melchiſedeek was offered upon the curſed 
altar of the crofſe, who made himſelf a curſe for man. Secondly, as by the 
Leviticall high Prieſt, after the offering up of the ſacrifice of the brazen al- 
tar, Ex04.30.19,20,21.did waſh his hands and feet before heentred the holy 
place of the Temple : So after the offering of the curſed ſacrifice of the 
croſſe, the high Prieſt, after the order of Melchiſedeck, did waſh the curſed 
bloody wounds of his hands and feet, and waſh all men for whom he made 
himſelf a curſe, before he entred the Tabernacle not made with hands. 
Thirdly, as the Leviticall bigh Prieſt by his entring inte the holy Place of the 


to ſmell a ſavour of reſt : Sothe high Prieſt,after the order of Melchiſedeck, 
Hebr. 9. 24. did enter the Tabernacle not made with hands, by his ſweet. 
pleaſing ſacrifice, to make eternall peace between God and man for the fa

| Eall members, at the altar of Righteouſneſſe of faith ; by the pleaſing ſa- 


vour of whoſe bloody ſacrifice the wrath of God is eternally appeaſed 
for the auall fins of his myſticall members, whereby they reſt freed from 
the curſe of the ſecond death in this life, and fhillreſt eternally io their

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myiticall head in all glory ard happineſle 1n the life. By this means, the 


promilſe'of the bleſſed teed made to Abraham was fulfilled : Our Saviour,ac. | 
_ cording tothe promife made to Abraham,did deſcend of Abrahams ſeed, for | 


he was born man of the ſced of the blefſ:d Virgine, lineally deſcended of 
Abrahams ſeed, and lived man upon theearth, and in the end was-moſt cry» 


 elly crncified for man. Attheexpiration of whoſe lz{t breath, /Lat. 27. 51, | 


_ the great vail of the Temple'Wyas rent, from the top to the bottome ; that 


this great rent,it might be known to all the world, that the benefit and blef- | 


fing of his curſed death did belong to Adam, and to 2ll men naturally de. 
ſcended, and to deſcend-of Adamto the end of the world, according tothe 
promiſe made to Adam. And therefore, npon the day of his reſurre&ion 


from the grave, both the Jews and Gentiles were graciouſly called, to| 
whoſe faith,the bleſling of the promiſe made to Abraham, was freely offered | 


by the new covenant ; by means whereof, the promiſe made to Abraham; 
that in his ſeed, all the nations ob the earth ſhould be bleſled, was graciouſly

ten, While hs was to offer up thefacrifice of the altar ; whereby it was ſigtj» 
_ Hed, that our Saviour -was firſt and immediatly to be offered 1 ſacrifice for 
the Jews; and therefore it'1s ſaid, 7ohn 4.22, that, Salvation is from the Jews, 

"Thus have we briefly declared, that (in the three firſt ages of the Church) 


| the formall propheticall ceremoniall Lzw was really one and the ſame, obs | 


liging of the Fathers, before any part of the promiſ: of the bleſſed ſeed was 
fulfilled :-So by the Tabernacleand Temple (which cur Saviour calls his bo- 
dy} wheredy both the promiſe made to Abraham, and the promiſe madeto 
Adam were prefigurate, it was ſignified, that the ſame formall obligement 
ofthe Law, did continue from Moſes till our Saviours coming in the world, 
and fromhis coming, till the day of his reſurretion'trom the orave,whichis

farily produce bjs ation contrary tothe Law of faith. Satan therefore hath 


| the power to neceſſitate the free will of man to difobedicnce, contrary to 


the d« cl1ration of the perfeRion of redemption. | | 
I ar:{wer, The inference 1s fallacious ; For, though Satan hath the power . 
(by bis talſe envious deceiving light) to unite to the love and defire of man 


| to the obje& of his ſenſitive pleaſure ; yet it is by the free aft of the love of 


man, that man is induced to that union, and not by Satans neceſlitating of 
his will: I cleer the point by Satans cunntog in tempting of man, Satan 


f} doth tempt man to diſobedience, both by the naturall and morall obje& of 


the underſtanding of man: Firſt, of Satans cunning in tempting of man by. 
the naturall objeR; and next, of his cnnniog in tempting man by the mo- 
rall obje& of bis underſtanding. By the naturall externall ſenſitive object of 
mans underſtanding ; I underitand all things in nature, whereby the under- 
ſtanding and will ot man is produced in aR,by the mediate ſenſes ; all which 
things are the proper objects of the five externall ſenſes of man. | Theſe ſe- 
yerail ſenfitive obzeAs, Satan by bimſelf and his inſtruments, doth fo con- 
tinually and aQtuaily enlighten, with his falſe envious deceiving naturall 
light, as the ſpecies of theſe ſenſitive objzeas, (thus Satanically enlightened } 
being received in the underſtanding, the love of man is ſo incenſed, tounite 
it ſe}f to the ovJeR of its pleaſure,as it doth hate all things that doth reſiſt the 
unton by Which miſcrable unjon theſe fearfull effeAs are produced. 

Virft, by this foul incenſed love and defire of man, to apprehend the fen- 


_ five obj:& ot his pl-aſure, Alzming in the heart of man; the light of the 


reccemea word of the Law written in the heart,is ſo obſcured and darkned, 
25 wte:ched man doth greedily graſp the ſenſitive objeR, without all reſpe& 
tothe Law of faith; and this is the fiſt degree of atuall ſin, which is by the. 
Carkning and obſcuring of the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of 
Righteouſ:1efſe of faith, whereby the works of faith are formally comman- 
ad: For the light of the word of the Law in the heart (which is really one 
with the light of the word of the ſeventh dayes reſt of the Law of Righte- 
vuineſic of faith) being ovſcired, the light of the word of the ſeventh dayes 
Feit 1s necef}arily obſcured and dearkned. And therefore this falſe envious 
acceiving light of Satan, is calicd the Devils darknefle, and the works

produced by this falſe deceiving light, are called the works of darknefſe; 
Secendly, the incenſed naturall love and pleaſare of man, and the fen- 


" fitive obje& of his pleaſure being once aftually united ; ſuch continual | 
| fewellis added to this incenſed fire, (by Satan and his inſtruments)as wret- | 


" ched man doth lie and continue in his filthy love and pleaſure, and hate all 
_ things which doth refiſt the enjoying of his foul defire And this is the rea- 
ſon that the Lord faith, Job» 3. 20. he that doth evill, doth hate the light, 
- which is the light of the command of the Law of faith: For, by the com- 

mand of the Law of faith, all fuch continued filthy pleaſure is condemned. 
And this is the ſecond degree of aQuall ſin, which is by continuance in fin. 


Thirdly, by this falſe envious deceiving light of Satan, whereby the love: | 
and defire of man,and the object of his pleaſure are ſo united ; the more thar | 
wretched man is preſſed with the: command of the Law, the more ſtrily: | 
doth he unite himſelf to the obze@of his pleaſure, by reſiſting all command 


of the Law, and the preſſure of the command: And this Afeaza could ſee, 
while, as ſhe ſaitb,we preſſe againſt what is forbidden,and (till affe& what is 
denied. And'this the third degree of actuall fin, while by the continuance of 
_ mann aquall fin,the long patience of God(leading him fo graciouſly to re- 
pentance,) is contemned with ſuch a high hand ; as God doth jultly give 
* hHimover to ſuch a reprobate minde as he cannot repent, though-he hath all 
the dayes of his life to repent : For, by this means, that morall power of re- 
pentance, which wretched-man hath by the redeemed word of the Law,and 
life of Righteouſneſſe of faith, written in his-heart, is taken away ; and this 
16 the reaſoa that it is ſaid, Luke 19.26. from him that hath not, that which he 
' hath (hall be taken away; that is to ſay, becauſe wretched man will net re- 
pent (having morall grace torepent ;) therefore he ſhall be deprived of the 
power of morall grace torepent. For the better conceiving of this point 
ewo queſtions are tobe anſwered : 
The firſt is ; wherein ſtands Satans cunning, that he thus betrayes man to 
lie and continue in the pleaſure of fin. I anſwer : Satans cunning (tandethin- 
this; that by his falſe deceiving envious light,the free a& of the naturall love 
and pleaſure of man, to apprehend the objed of his pleaſure, is extended to- 
the pleafare of pride; that 1s to ſay, by Satans falſe deceiving envious light, 
the formall naturall a& of the will (which worketh by love, and is nataral- 
ly good) is ſtrained and extended to the formall morall evill a& of the wil}, 
and to the height of pride by continuance in aQuall fin: For, all contiou- 
ance in actuall fin,is originally from pride,and pride from the devils darknes- 
And this is the reaſon that actuall fin is called Idolatry ; for pride in the plea- 
fare of fin, isthe Idol of the heart, reſiſting all command of the Law of _ 
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To make this appear by one example which ſhall ſerve forall ; It is ia the 
| free aRtof the naturall will of man (which works by the love of man to the 
ſenſitive objeR pf his pleaſure,) to drink a cup of wine (ſometimes) for bis 
| health ; but while his love and deſire to wine (by Satans falſe deceiving en- 
vious light,) is ſo continued, as he hateth all company, but only ſuch as love 
that which be loveth : For, in this union ſtandeth the pleaſure of fin, be- 
cauſe by this multiplied anion, the ſtrength of the pleaſure of fin is multiplied 
and extended to ſuch a height, as it doth reſiſt all power of command of the 
Law: For, the drunkard out of his pride, hates all light which isaverſeto 
bis filthy pleaſure. And this is the old Serpents ſting of enmity, whereby he. 
ſtings wretcked man, to ſuch a height of unlawfall pleaſure, which doth b&- 
get ſin upon fin,as by daily experience 1s ſcen inthe drunkard. And this is 
the Devils cunning in all aQuall ſin whatſoever ; for by tus falſe deceiving 
envious light ; he doth incenſe the good naturall at of the concupiſcence 
of man, to the pleaſure of pride, which is Idolatry, and in this only ſenſe the 
aR of the concopiſcence, 1 T2. 6.10, is ſaid to be the root of all evill, 
which is otherwiſe good by nature. 

The ſecond queſtion may be moved, Doth Satan by his falſe envious de- 
ceiving light, thus enlighten all the ſeverall ſenſitive objes ofthe naturall 
love and pleaſure of man? this were an endlefſe work for Satan 

I anſwer, Satan, either by his own immediate ſuggeſtion, by enlighten- 
ing the ſpecies of ſome former ſenſitive obje& in the phanſie ;. or by the 
help of his inſtruments, doth aftually enlighten all the ſeverall externall ſen- 
fitive objeRs of the naturall love and pleaſure of man, by his falſe envious 
deceiving light ; and theſe infiruments be ſuch, as Satan (by the ſowing of 
bis curſed ſeed of enmity, baited by his falſe lying deceivivg naturall light ) 
bath begotten his children, in a manner, from the cradle, who by. their ſo 
_ often ſwallowing of the pleaſing bait, are become as cunning and expert in 
_ the faculty of tempting, as Satan himſelf ; in ſo much, that there is not that 
ſeverall naturall pleaſure, procceding from the love of man to the exernall 
ſenſitive obje&, which 1s-not incenſed by ſome or other of Satans inſtru. 
ments, who ſwarm fo in all places, 'aS an honeſt Chriſtian bath much ado to 
avoid thedanger of their cunning ; ſuch is their audacious officiouſneſle, to 
invite the naturall love and pleaſure of man to fin and miſchief... And theſe 
are the old roaring Lions welps, and. the falſe deceiving lights of the Devils 
lanthorn, that leads the hopeſull youth of this Kingdome from one conſu- 
_ ming place of filthy pleaſure to another, till their hearts are ſo incenſed with 
the pride ot pleaſure, as all is ſo ſpent and conſumed,that (for the moſt part) 
the poor wretches are neceſſitate to ſuch wants, as (without the. preven= 
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ting merey of God) they mult either ſtarve, or take ſome ſuch deſperne 
courſe to fupplytheii-wanes, as they. are brought toa (hametull end; to the | 


ſhameful ſcandyli of the Church of God, while under the Law of Grace, the 


hopefull plants of his Church, are by this miſerable means brought to deſpair | 


_ of all Grace. What hard hearted Chriſtianis not ſenſible of this miſery ? Buy 


all are at their wits end, how to.remove the cauſe of the miſery ,ſuch is the| 


helliſh power of this curſed brood.7 Let the morall power therefore of the 
fAatning ſword of the Word, be put inthe right hand, andneither the Devill 
or his inſtruments ſhall have ſuch domincering power : For, by the flaming

of which erronious tenents, he doth divide his faith from the proper obj.& 
of the Lords merit by the intervention of a falſe objz=& ; though afcer the

T is ſecondly obje&ed: God giveth both the will and the deed ; man 
therefore, by the perfteRion of the redemption, hath neither the free power 
of will, neither to willordo any good, I anſwer, the Antecedent is moſt 
true, but the Inference is falſe; for the grace of morall faith, which is the 
aft of the redeemed will of man, proceeding from the power of there- 
deemed word of the Law and life of righteouſneſle of faith, written inthe 


heart of man, and the deed of the will, which is the work of morall faith, 


proceeding from the immediate power of the life of righteouſneſle of faith, 

5 the gift of God,in his Son Ciriſt Jeſus,by the immediate a& of the redemp- 

Lon given to man; by the immediate a& of which gracious gift, man doth 

both will and do moral good: Neither is it affirmed by us, that the re- 

deemed map, by the morall free a of = will, hath the powerſfimply ny 
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will, or do any good, but that he hath this morall freedome without aty | 
manner of tine of his will to morall diſobedience : For,otherwife, | 
as hath been formerly and neceſſarily demonſtrate, it were impoſſible foy | 
God without injuſtice, to oblige man, either to his o!d or new covenar, | 
Thirdly, it is obJe&ted : The thoughts of man are only and continually 
evil, Gen. 6. 5. Man therefore, by the perfe&ion of the redemption, cannot 
ſo much as think of any good, muchleſle to do any good ; To this1 anſwer; 
The thoughts of man, in this place, and in'all inch other places of the Scrip.| 
ture to this purpoſe, muſt be underſtood of the thoughts of the naturall man, 
and not of the regenerate, as he is a ſpirituall man for the regenerate may, 
(x 7ohn 3.9.) is born of God,and cannot fin,neither can his thought be eyill, 
as he is a ſpirituall man: And though the regenerate man, as he 1s a natura]| 
man, and not perfea'y ſanified in this life, doth actually fin, too often 
againſt the command of the Law, both as the Law is ſpirituall and litergll 
(for a3 theregenerate man doth know but in part, ſo he doth do but in part, 
while he is in this life;) yet by the regenerate mans ſpiri uall faith inthe} 
Lords merit, all his a&uall/fins are covered ; and herein ſtands the regene- 
rate mans only comfort, And therefore Paul doth affirm, Rom,7. 22,23, that| 
in the inner man (that is, as he is regenerate) he doth deiight 1n the Lawof 
God,and doth diſclaim his aRtuall ſfins,both of thought and deed,to be his (to 
wit) as he is regenerate, but as he 1$a naturall man, attributing all his aRuall | 
fins, to the rebellious will of his fleſh.. The thoughts of man therefore in this 
place, are to be underſtood, chiefly of the thoughts of the wicked man, | 
— though they may be always underſtood of the na'turall man in generall before | 
he be regenerate :. For, all the naturall mans thoughts and works before he 
be regenerate,are ſpirituallfio, and ſpirituallevill, becauſe he wants ſpirituall 
faith ; and becanſe his morall evill ation 1s both auall, ſpirituall and morall 
ſin andevill ; and therefore his thoughts accordingly are evill continually; for 
at the beſt, they ſpiritually and continually evill; and this is the reaſon that 
Job ſaith, Fob 14.4. ho can brivg a clean thing ont of an unclean thing ? that 
15to ſay,who is able to bring forth a clean thought or work out ofanunciean 
heart :. For, Job doth acknowledge himſelf, as be is a naturall man, tobe 
corrupted from his youth by aQuall fin : But Job doth juſtifie himſelf, as hes 
regenerate, by faith in the affurance of bis ſalvation. Burt though the natu- 
rall man,. before he be regenerate, hath not the ſpiritual] power, either to 
think or do any ſpirituall good ; yet by the power of the redeemed word of 
the Law and 'ife of Righteouſneſle of faith, written in his heart, he is en- 
abled with the morall power, both to think, and todo a good morall work 
of faith, without any manner of neccſlitating of his will to morall —_ 
= ences 
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dience: As by the power of that word he is likewiſe enabled with the'mo- 
rall grace of repentance, to repent morally of his fin when he falls by the 
Devils temptation, and that without any power to neceſſitate his impe- 
nitencie. 1 : : 
Fourthly, it is objeRed, that the will of the fleſh, is enmity againſt God, 
(Rom.$.7. ) and cannot be ſubje& to the Law of God. The redeemed na- 


turall man therfore,by the perfe&ion of the redemption, cannot produce a 


ood morall work of faith, becauſe his beft morall work 1s enmity againſt 
God. I anſwer : This ſubje&ion of man 'to the'Law of God (meaned 1n 
this place by the Apoſtle) is the ſabjeRion of man to the ſpirituall command 
of the Law, as the Law is ſpirituall * and this enmity isſpirituall enmity 
agzint God. In which ſenſe,it is impoſſible for the redeemed naturall man, 
before he be regenerate,to be ſubje& to the ſpirituall command of the Law; 
but though the naturall man,before he be'regenerate, cannot be ſubjze&to 
the ſpirituall command of the Law, as the Law is ſpirituall ; yet, as the com- 
mand of the Law is literall and morall, the naturall man, by the power of _ 
the word ofthe Law, and life of righteouſnefſe of faith in bis heart, heis _ 
morally enabled tobe ſubze&to the litera]l command of the Law, without 


ary manner of neceſſitating of his will to morall diſobedience ; and though 


the moral a& of his will be neceſſarily ſpiritua}l enmity againſt the ſpirituall

Fifthly, it is objeRed : Man is born in the corruption of nature, which is 
orjginall fin ; by which natural] corruption, man js neceſiitate to acuall ſin.

Though originall fin be commonly called the corruption of nature; yet it is. 
falſly called the corruption of nature; though I do not deny that auall fin 
may be called the corruption of nature ; and yet this aſſertion mult be warily 
conceived: For,we mult not think,that the natureof man is eflentially corrup-: 
ted ; for fo the incorruptible ſoul of man,which is the firſt a& of man, as he is: 
man,muſt de corrupted, which is impoſſible. Bat it is the formall morall a& 
of the will enly, which 1s corrupted by the multiplied a&s of fin, which is 
cnly aRuall, and not origioall fin : For, if we ſhould take the corrupted a&- 
of the will, by the multiplied as of fin, for originall fin, God muſt be the 
inevitable anthor of aQuall fin ſince the fall; and originall fin, which isno 
fin,to death, muſt be a ſin to death, mean,aRuall death, contrary toalltroth; 
for God by concluding all redeemed men in fpirituall darknefſe, Rows.11.32. 
WHich 1s called undelief, and originall fin, hath mercy upon all men ; for 
<3 without: 
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without the concluding of man in ſpiritnall darkneſſe, it is impoſſible, in thy 


ordinary calling of God, that any man can be regenerate by fpirituall faj 
and conſequently and neceſarily originall fin 1s not the corruption of nature, 

Sixthly, the obje&ion is further grim : The Apoſtle, Epheſ.2. 3. doth af 
' firm, that all men are the children of wrath by nature. This wrath of Gog 
therefore, muſt befor the originall fin, and conſequently originall fin is the 
corruption of nature, I anſwer : If the wrath of God muſt be for originall 
ſin, then Gods wrath mult be upon his own 1mmed%iate act ; for originall fin 
Is the immediate a& of God, proceeding from the Spirituall darknefle and 
unbelief, wherein all redeemed men are concluded by God, that he might 


have mercy upon all, and not that his wrath ſhould be upon all : But itis | 


plain, that in this whole Chapter, the Apoſtle ſpeaks of atuall, and not of 
originall fin : 'For, the Apoſtle doth acknowledge,that he had his converſg- 
tion in times paſt, amongſt the children of diſobedience, which diſobedience

of; Satan and bis inſtruments, in a manner, from the cradle, by the continued 
ats whereof,lin becomes ſo habituall and connaturall, as it ſeemeth to be na+ 

turallto man ; and this is the fin, and not criginall fin, which doth draw 
_ downthe wrath of God upon man temporally in this life, (and without re- 
.-pentance and amendment) eternall wrathin the life to come ; and therefore 

becauſe Paul, before his converſion, had his converſation amongſt the chil 
dren of diſobedience from his youth ; Paul calls bimſelf the child of wrath 
by oature ; for the children of diſobedience, are the begotten children of 
Satan ; for ſuch is Satans vigilancy and early care, to breed up his children 
-by the ſowing of his curſed eavious ſeed, ſweetned with his falſe natorall 


deceiving light, as he begins to ſow his ſeed inthe ears and hearts of all 


children before the children can fin aRually, or know any kinde of evil. 
To thfs end, Satan hath his young inſtruments, that by their converſement 


--with children, they may be taught to l1e, curſe, and ſwear, in a manner, fo | 
ſoon as they are able to ſpeak. By this means, little children do begin to be 
acquainted with the terms of evill, though the envious poiſon of the evill 


do not burſt out, untill children come to acuall morall underſtanding and 


ation, and thea by the poyſon of Satans envious ſeed, chuldrendo beginto | 


praQiſe childiſh evill, and to be averſe ; and witha chi:diſh obſtinacy, to r&- 
fit any controler of their childiſh evil! ations ; for the more they are checkt, 


the rather by this means,unlefle they be ſanRified from the womb; the aRot 
the childs will, (by degrees) becomes to be morally corrupted with fin and 
evill; and as the child groweth up 1n yeers,fin and evill groweth up wo 
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ehilde, and becomes ſo habituall and connaturallto man, as ( without the 
preat mercy of God by his concurfive grace, and the great care of the 
arents) it i323 cafie to take away his nature,zsto win him from thepleaſare 
of fin ; ſuch is the corrupted multiplied at of his will, morally to all evill 
and miſchief, by his continuall converſement with Satans inſtrumentsthe 


torch-bearets of Satans falſe deceiving naturall light :. For, by the power. 


of Satans envious deceiving naturall light, the heart of man is ſo incenſed 


to every foul objeR of ſenſitive pleaſure; as the naturall pleaſure of manis 


extended to the pride of naturall pleaſure : And this iS the reaſon that aRuall 


fin is called the corruption of nature : For it is the formall naturalla& of the. 
| will of man, which is ſo abuſed by Satans falſe.deceiving naturall light,as it is 


extended to ſuch a height, asthe formall naturall a& ofthe will becomes for- 
mally morall, and morally fin and evill. And theſe are the children of dif- 


obedience, Epheſe 2. 3. which are called the children of wrath by nature; 


and theſe are the children of diſobedients, amongſt whom, Paul doth ac- 


knowledge himſelf to have had his converfation intimes paſt. This corrupti-: 
on of the naturall a& of the will of man,by the multiplied as of fin,is called 


the rebe)lious will of the fieſh, becauſe the will of the naturall man before he 


be regenerate, rebeis againſt the ſpirituall command of the Law, and cannot: 


be ſuLje& to the Law. It is called the old man 2 Firlt, becauſe this corrup- 


tion of the naturall a of the will of min, (by Satan and his inſtruments) is 


from his childhood. Secondly, it is called the old man, in reſpe& of the re- 
generate man, Who 16 called the new man : It is called the body of fin, be. 
cauſe the naturall man, before he be regenerate, is dead in auall fin, and 


therefore, Rom.6. 23. it is likewiſe called the body of death ; becauſe death 
| isthe wages of ſin: It is called concupilcence, becauſe by the multiplied a&s 


of fin, all the parts and powers of the naturall man are corrupted, By the 


long continuance of man in acuall fin, whereby the long patience of God, 
| (leading manto repentance) is contemned withſnch an high hand, as God 
| in his juſtice doth give wretched man over to a reprobate minde : He is- 


called by the Apoſtle, the compadted veflell of Gods wrath :: For, the wrets 


ched obſtinate ſinner, is compacted of aRuill ſpiritual fin, and of aRaa!l 


morall evill, and therefore the body of fin and death. 
By my anſwer to this objection, I hope the judicious Reader is fally ſati(- 


tied, that originall ſin is notthe corruption of nature z And that it isplain 


blaſphemy to be ſo called ; for ſo God mult be the inevitable author of atu- 


| zfin; yet the objcRion is further preſt,.

conceived and born of his mother in {in and iniquity ; which ſin and inj-

will. Thoagh David therefore was not conceived and born inany effentiall 


corruption of his nature; yet David was conceived and born of his mother 
in the naturall, morall and ſpirituall corrupted a& of bis will. 


I anſwer : In Davids firſt conception by his mother, (whichis the ſemi- | 
nall and ſenſitive conception of map) there is neither any natural, morall, | 


orfpiricu-ll corruption in the a& ; for it was the good naturall at of Davids 
mother, as ſhe wasthe good redeemed creature of God. And as for his mo» 
thers ſecond:conception, while as David was conceived-man, and the fon 


of Adam, in the womb, by the eflentiall union of his intelleAuall and ſenſi | 


tive nature, this was the immediate aC& of the Farher of ſpirits; by which 


immediate a& of God, as David was redeemed in Adam, the redeemed head | 
of man (according to his eternall decree) : So David by the immediate a& | 


of God in the womb, was ſhut up in temporall ſpirituall darkne!Te, and fo 
brought forth by his mother, ſhuc up in that ſpirituall darknefle which is called 
-unbelief and «<riginall fin; But there was neither any fpirituall or morall 
corruption in that ſpiricuall darknefle ; For, though David by his concluding 
in ſpirituall darknefle was dead, as he was a ſpirruall man, without aoy ſpi- 


| -riguall underſtandiongor action, till he was regenerate ; yet the ſpirituall a&t | 
| .of his will cannot be ſaid to be corrupted ; for he had no ſoirituall a at all,

GErenthly, it is obje&ted, P/«/.5xz 5. David doth affirm himſelf to by | 
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entredby one man in the world, and natorall temporalldeath, which fol- 
lowed that fin. Though David therefore, out of the agony of his ſpirituall 
paſſion, for offending of his gracious God, doth extend his paſſin to his ve- 
ry conception, bewalling, as it were, the time of his conception and birth, 
by his mother ; yet far be it from any Chriſtian heart to conceive, that Dz- 


e | y1d did attributethe cauſe of his foul adultery and murther to his mother ; for 


ſo David muſt charge not only his mother, but God himſclf, as the cauſe of 


$ | his foul fa: For, God did conclude David in originall fin, and his mother 


did conceive and vring forth David in originall fin. But David doth not at- 
tribure the cauſe of hisfin,either to his conception,or to his birth; no,not ſo 
much as to the Dzvill and his inſtruments, by whoſe falſe envious deceiving 


= | naturall light, Davids beart was ſo inflamed to that miſerable adulterous 
bloody fact, but David doth attribute the cauſe of all to his own hearc : For, 


after David was rowzed uv» from his deadly ſecurity by the Prophet, Davids 
heart, for his ſorrow and grief for his fin was broke (as it were) in pieces; 
for he fel1 down before God, humbly confeſſing his fin, and acknowledge- 


| ig, that by the foulneſle of his fins, he had molt juttly deſerved to be caſt 


from the eternall preſence of God, which with all hambleneſſe of his 


| broken heart, he prayeth to God to be forgiven; and that God would re- 
' new his heart, which the ſorrow of his fins kad fo broken : For, it is the un- 


clean foul heart of man, corrupted by Satan and his inſtruments, that is, the 
immediate cauſe of all auall fin (and neither the father or mother) which 
the Lord called the torehouſe of evill. And therefore David doth pray to the 
Lord again and again, to purge and purifie his heart from the ancleannefle of 


- | his adulterous bloody fa&.

But it may be inſtanced, Davids mother was to offer (by the Law) a fin- 
offering,for the purification of her uncleannefle, in bringing forth of David, 
which was the uncleannefle and corruption of originall fin, wherein David 
was conceived and born. I anſwer: There was neither any naturall, mo= 
rall, or ſpirituall corruption, or uneleanneſſe in women, in bringing forth of = 
children, under the ceremoniall Law, only the flux of blood in women by 
bringing forth man, was made ceremoniall fin and uncleanvefle by the 
poſitive command of the ceremoniall Law, that by the offering up a ſacri- 
fice for her ceremoniall fin, the woman might be put in minde of her thank- 
fulnefſe to God, for the bloody ſacrifice of the bleſſed childe to be born of 
woman, whoſe blood was to be ſhed for the redemption of man : the bene- 
fit whereof the woman did then enjoy, whereby ſhe was enabled to bring 
forth man into the world. oY | 


The Obj«e&ien is yet further preſt ; David was circutciſed.che ook 
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day : By the amputation of Davids foreskin, the corruption of David by oti. 
ginall fin was ſignified. I anſwer : The ſacrament of circumciſion was 
not inſtituted, either for originall or atuall fin ; but it was inſticuted for the 
ſacrament of the ſecond covenant, in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed ; and 
that for theſe two reaſons: Firſt,that the childe coming to the yeers of ay. 
all anderftanding, might be put 1n minde, by the ſhedding of his blood by the 
ſacrament of circamcifion, that ke was ſaved from the firlt death,for the curf- 
of the Law for the (lin of Adem by the blood of the bleſſed ſeed to be born of 
woman ; and that by faith in the promiſed merit of the bleſſed ſeed, he was 
ſaved from the ſecond death.' The ſecond reaſon was, that by the ſacra- 
ment of circumciſion, the childe might be aſſured, that he was as really and 


truly in the covenant, as either Adam or Abraham, to whom the promiſe 


Was made. 


CHAP. XXXVI. 
T he immediate objelt of Gods eterxall purpoſe by his Decree of eleflien, 
1 the order of cauſe, #s the redeemed ſtate of mas. 


Ightly, itis objefted, Row. g 13. God did hate Eſau in the womb, whole 


will of man is neceſlitate to diſobedience from the womb. 

Lanſwer : Gods hatred to Eſau, was neither for originall or aRuallfin; 
but that the purpoſe of God might ſtand according to eleRion, by him that 
calleth,to wit, by ſpirituall faith. The denying therefore of this eleRion by 


him that calleth to Eſau, is ſignified by this word hate : For, inthis caſe, by | 
the word hatred, the free a& of God 1s expreſſed in eleRing one by his ſpi- | 


'rituall ealling, and not another; and this was only Gods hatred to Eſau: 
For, though Efan was Iſaacs firſt born, and the naturall feed of Abraham, 


and heir of Iſaacs temporall eſtate ;. yet Eſau was not heir of the ſpirituall } 


promiſe, the reafon is, becauſe the ſpirituall promiſe is only by ſpirituall faith, 
which 1s the free gift and grace of the holy Spirit, and cannot be tied to the 
paturali ſeed of man, to any time, place, or perſon ; but it is in the free gift 


of God, in his Son Chriſt: Jeſus, to beſtow on whom he will. And this | 


_ that free gift, by conferring or denying whereof, God is ſaid to have mercy, 
or not to have mercy npon man :. For, though God ſhould beſtow thegres 
teſt temporall bleſſing of this life npon man ; yet without the free gifc 

ſpiricuall faith, ſuch great temporall bleſſings are but ſo many temptationst0 


_ induce man to aRuall ſin. Who could have more temporall bleſſings thea | 
great King Pharoab? cr Eſau, of whom ſo many Princes and Nobles - - 
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, hatred to Eſau mult be for originall ſin. By originall fin therefore, the | 
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ſcend; yet neither Pharoah, or Eſau, had the gift of ſpiritnall faith, which A 


was from all eternity decreed to be denied to both. And why? becauſe the 
eift of ſpirituall faith is the free gift of God, Rew.g. 1 8. who will ſhew mer- 
cy on whom he will ſhew mercy, and wil deny his mercy to whom he will 
deny his mercy ; forin this caſ-,Godslove and mercy,in his Son Chrilt Jeſus, 
is free, and not obliged to ary red;emed man, naturally deſcended, or to de- 
ſcend of Adam. I ſay, to any redeemed man, becauſe this promile of ſpirt- 
tuall faith in the blefled ſeed was made to Abraham and his ſeed i; his re- 
deemed ſtate. And becauſe the grace of ſpirituall faith is the free gift of 
God, Ged did decree fromall eternity, that Jacob, and not Eſau, thould be 
heir of the ſpirituall promiſe, And therefore, God decreed from all eterni- 
ty, that the bleſſed feed ſhould not deſcend of Eſausline ; for Godin his eter- 


| nal preſcience, did foreſee, that Eſau would ſell his birthright, without any 


manner of morall reaſon, to neceſſitate his ungracions ſale : For, though the 
ſpirituall promiſe was never intended to Eſan, yet it was more then Eſau 
knew, who by his ungracious ſale, did contemn and miſregard the ſpiritu- 
all promiſe made to his father Iſaac; and therefore it was ſaid, of the chil- 
dren before they were born, Rom.g9.12. The elder ſhall ſerve the younger, 


which was afterwards accompliſhed : For, the Edomites were expelled | 


the Land of Edome, and overrun and ſabdued by the Iſraelites. And this 15 
the reaſon that David ſaith, P/a/. 108. 9. Over Edoms will I caſt my ſbooe ; 
whereby the trampling down and ſabj:&ion of the Edomites is myſtically 
fignified. Of this example of Jacob and Eſa, ſet down by the Apoltte,two 
ſpeciall points are to be obſerved: Firſt, Paul: having to do inthisninth 
Chapter, with the bragging Jews, who did brag that they were heirs of the 
ſpirituzll promiſe made to Fidel becauſe they were the naturall ſeed of 

Avraham z and becauſe the Oracles of the propheticall ceremoniall Law was 
committed to them, the Jews therefore ſecured themſelves ; that by the per- 
forming of the ceremoniall works of the Law, that they were hcirs ofthe 
ſptrituall promiſe. Paul therefore brings in the example of Jacob and Eſan, 
to check the Jews of their arrogancie, and tels them plainly, that though 
they were the naturall ſeed of Abraham, and had the Oracles of the Law,yet 
they were never theneerer, becauſe the ſpirituall promiſe is according te 
eleQion, by him that calleth by faith, and not by the works of the Law ; and 
that the Jews by their ceremoniall works of the Law did utterly overthrow 
allfaith, by which they were c:lled. The Apoſtle therefore, tothe end of 
the Epiftle, out of his true love to the Jews, doth exhort the Jews, now un- 


_ der the Evangelicall Law of faith, to leave off the ceremoniall works of the 


Law, it they intended to be heirs of the yn promiſe, which is by _ 
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of him that calleth ; and'to bring forth the works of faith by repentance; 
and amendment of life ; that by continnation in their morall obedience (till 
Gods prefixed time of ſpirituall calling) they might be ſpiritually called, 
— Whereby they ſhould be aflured that they were heirs of the ſpirituall promig 
made to Abrahaw. The ſecond point to be obſerved of the words is this ; 
that in the order of. cauſe, the redeemed eſtate of man from the curſe of the 


Law,for the ſin of Adam, ſhut up in ſpirituall darkneſle, called unbeleef, and | 
originall fin, 1s the immediate obje&t of Gods elefFion : For, though this | 
eſtate of man doth neceflarily preſuppoſe both the condition of man,created | 
in the ſtate of. naturall and ſpirituall perfetion, 1n Adam the head, and the 
ſtate of man condemned to the curſe of the Law, by eternall death and datke | 


neſs for the fin of Adam,the head;yet neither of both the ſtates of man,in the 
order of cauſe, can be the immediate obj<& of Gods cleRion ; for it is jm- 
poſſivle that the ſtate of naturall and ſpirituall perfeRion, wherein man was 


created, Can be the immediate obje& of Gods ele&ion in the order of cauſe: | 
For, the Law by which man was obliged, by the firſt covenant, was the | 


Law of Righteouſneſfle,and not the Law of righteouſnefle of faith. Now,by 
the Law of Righteouſneſle, theeternall bleſling'of the firlt ſeventh dayes 
_ reſt, 'was due by the Law, immediately to the works of mans obedience, 


Whereby man wasenabled to live eternally upon earth in the ſtate of per- 


feRtionand felicity, wherein he was created ; while mzn therefore.did ſtand 


in the perfeRion of his obedience, there was no place or need of Gods eter- | 


nall purpoſe of ele&ion by him that calleth, to wit, by ſpirituall faith ; For 
_ the period of Gods eleAion, by his calling by ſpirituall faith, is, that.man 


may be crowned with an incorruptible crown of glory after this life ; while | 
man in the ſtate of perfeRion was to live eternally upon earth in that ſtate | 


of felicity wherein he was created. And as the eternall.bleling of the fult 


ſeventh dayes reſt was due by the Law, immediatly to the works of mars | 


obedience, ſo upon the laſt merit of mans diſobedience, man was inevi- 
tably condemned by the Law to the eternall curſe of the Law, to the atu- 
 allinflifting of which curſe, God, according to his decree from all eternity, 
did ſo. bind and oblige himſelf by covenant, as there was no mercy to be 
thewes to man : : For, in this caſe man being condemned by the Law to the 
curſe of eteraall death by the firſt covenant ; it had been all one for God not 
., tobe God,as not toinflicthe aQuall curſe of the Law upon man: For, by this 

means, Gods truth and juſtice had been overthrown. His truth had been 


3 overthrown by the breach of his covenant; and his juſtice by diſabling the 


power of his Law. . There was no place therefore for God to ſhew mercy,ot 
not to ſhew mercy by his Decree of eleQion in the condition of man cree* 
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ted in the ſtate of naturall and f(piritnall perfeRion, either to the merit of 
mans obedience, or to the Fei of mans diſobedience. It was likewiſe 
equaliy inpoſſble in the qtder of cauſe, for the ſtate of man actually con- 
demned by the curſe of the Law toeternall death and darkneſie to be the ime 
mediate objeR of GodseleRion : For, firſt, Gods eternall fiery wrath pro= 
ceedirg from the curſe of the Law,to which man was eternally condemned, 
and Gods mercy by his eleton doth ſtand at an eternall diſtance and oppoſt= 
tion, Without a mediator ; by whoſe mediation in ſatisfying the tranſgrefſed 
| Law for man, and inreconciling of man to the love and favour of God,there 

may be place tor the freedome of Gods mercy by his eleRtion, Secondly, if 
this Rate of man aRually condemned under the eternall curſe of the Law in 
| the order of cauſe, ſhould be the immediate obje& of Gods eleRion, then' 

the ele& only, and'not all men fallen under the curſe of the Law in Adam 


| the head; for the ſin of Adam ſhould beredeemed, contradictory both to the ] 


old and new covenant, and to the whole current of Scripture. Thirdly, - 
the Potter of Righteouſaeſle, 15 ſaid to make and temper the lump and maſſe 
of man whereof he makes his veſſels of honour and diſhonour, Rem. 9. 21. 
But the maſſe of man aftually condemned to the curſe of the Law, by eter-- 
nall death and darkneſle, for the tranſgreſſion of the Law in Adam,is a maſle © 
of the Devils tempering ; for it was by the Devils falſe betraying of man, 
that man was brought to that curſed eſtate. It is therefore impoſſible that 
God ſhould make his veſlels out of this curſed mafle of man ; and that this: 
tate of man ſhould be the immediate obje& of Gods ele&ion in the order of” 
cauſe. The maſſe of man therefore, whereof the Potter of Righteouſneſls 
doth make his veſſels of honour and diſtionour, is the only ſtate of manre-; 
deemed from the curſe of eternall death and darknefle, for the fin of Adam, 
ſhut up in temporall ſpirituall darknefſe, called unbelief, and originall fin, 
which maſſe of man is tempered with the ſacred blood of Chrilt Jeſus, the 
Son of God, as he is man, Gal. 3. 13. who made himſelf a curſe for man, 
toredeem man from the curſe of the Law, for the fin of Adam : - For, out of - 
this oply eſtate of man, it is in the free pleaſure of God in his Son Chriſt 
Jeſus, (without all impeachment to his juſtice) to ſhew mercy on whom 
he will ſhew mercy, and to deny his-mercy to whom he will deny his mer-- 
Cy ; and at his free pleaſure, out of this maſſe, to make veſſels of honour: or 
Uſhononr, The reaſon whereof is next to be declared. 
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CHAP. XXXVII. | 
T he yeaſons that the redcemed flate of man is the only immediate 
objelt of Goas eleftion, 


TS” Hat the redeemed ſtate of man inthe order of cauſe, is the only immedi- 
ate obj:& of Godseletion, the reaſons are theſe : Firſt, in this eſtate 

of man, Gal. 3.13. all men condemned to eternall death and darkneſle to the 
curſe of the Law for the fin of Adam, by the fiſt covenant are equally re. 
deemed from that curſe, by the curſed death of Chriſt Jeſus, the eternall Son 
of God, as he is man, begot of the ſeed of the woman, in time. Secondly, 
Rors.11.33.all men freed from the cu'ſe of eternal death and darkneſle; for 
that firſt ſin are ſhut up in temporall ſpirituall darknefſe, called unbelief 


- and originall ſin, whereby God hath mercy equally upon all. Thirdly, by 
_ thecurſed death of the Lord of life, 2 Cor. 5. 19. whereby the tranſgrefled | 


Law by man was ſatisfied, all men in thisredeemed eſtate are juſtified by the 


Law for that fir& fin. Fourthly, all men by his death in this redeemed | 


eſtate, Rom.5. 10. are perfeRly reconciled to the love and favour of God for 
that fiſt io. Fifthly, by the perfe&ion of the redeemed word of the Law 


and life of Rightcouſneſle, firſt written in the heart of man, from the curſe; | 


all men by the power of the redeemed word inthe heart, are equally en- 


abled again to live the naturall life of man ;z and morally to live the life of | 
Righteouſneſle of faith, without any manner of naturall or morall neceffite- | 


ting the will of man to morall diſobedience : For, unlefle all men werefo 
naturally and morally enabled by the perfeARion of the redemption, it were 
impoſſible for God to make any covenant with man ſince the fall, as hath 
been formerly demonitate. In this redeemed ſtate of man therefore, all men 
were equally and morally enabled to enter the old covenant with God, and 
now all men are equally enabled to enter the new covenant, and to give mo- 
 rall obedience to the Evangelicall command of the Law, without any man- 
ner of power to neceſlitate their will to morall diſobedience. And thisis 
_ the firſt grace of God to man, and therefore called the ſtate of grace ; for 
the ſtate of the redemption of man, doth ſo far ſarmount the ſtate of the 
created perſe&ion of man, as far as the invaluable ſacred blood of the Sen 
of God, doth ſurmount all the creatures created by God. Out of this 
redeemed ſtate of man, God, according to his eternall purpoſe, hath decreed 
from all eternity, to ele a certain number, by predeſtinating them tobe 
- made like to the Image of his Son, whereby thev are preſerved from being 
overcome by the temptation of Satan and of his inſtruments, till they be ſpt- 
- xitually-called ; that by ſpirituall faith they may overcome the (irongel 
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_ 9 man in the grace of bis redeemed eliate, Who is therefore able to lay, 
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| temptation of Satan in this life, and that in recompence of their ſpirituali va- 


lour in this life, they may be crowned with an incorruptible crown of glory: 
in their myſticall head in the life to come. And theſe are the vellels of ho- 
nour mentioned here by the Apoſtle. As for the veflels of diſhonour, which 


| are ſaid here by the Apoſile to be made by God, it is molt warily to be con- 


ceived; For, aS it is moſt certain, that God hath decreed to ele& a certain 
number to be made like to the image of his Son, out of the redeemed tate of 
man : So it 8 aS Certain, that God hath decreed from all eternity,to reliaquiſh 
a certain number in the grace of this redeemed eſtate; and to leave them at 
their pleaſure to be finally overcome, or not overcome, by the temptation of 
Satan and his inſtruments : For, by mans wilfull yeelding tobe fically over=- 

come by Satans temptation, ke wilfully deprives himſelf of his ſpirituall cal- 
ling. But in this derelition of man in the grace of his redeemed eſtate, 
four main points are to be judiciouſly confidered : The firſt is, that thisnum- 


| ber of men, who are thus relinquiſhed,are known to God alone. The ſecond 


is, that theſe men are ſo armed by the perfeRion of their redemption againſt 


| the power of Satan and his inſtruments, as all the powers of hell are not 


able toneceſlitate the will of the redeemed man to morall diſobedience, but 


that he muſt freely and willingly yeeld himſelf to be induced by the tempta- _ 


tion of Satan and his inſtruments, or he can never be overcome by Satan. 
The third point 1s this, that fuch- 1s the power of their morall grace, that 


| though Satan by his falſe envious deceiving light,do make them ttumble and 


fall, yet by the perfeRion of their redemption, they are morally enabled to- 
riſe again torepent them of their fin, to pray to God to pardon their aRtuall 
ſip, and to reconcile themſelves again to God, without any manner of crea- 
ted power to neceſlitate their impenitency ; and God hath ſo obliged bia- 


at what time ſoever. The fouth point to be conſidercd is, that the new co. 
venant 1S35 freely made to theſe whom God hath relinquiſhed in the grace of 
theirredeemed eſtate, as to the elet: For, the new covenant is made to 
all the nations of the world, obliging the moralkfaith of the naturall man ro 
the obedience of the Evangelical Law of faith, as the fpirituall faith of 'the 
regenerate man to his ſpirituall obedience; and therefore the Evangelicall 
Law ot Righteouſacſle of faith,is firſt 2nd immediately morally commanded, 
though r:ccefirily implyiog the ſpiri:nal! command, and the morall bleffing 
of the ſcventh dayes Evangelical; reſt, js as due morally to the morall 

faith of the natucail man, as ſpiri:ually to the ſpiritoa)l faith of the rege- 

nerate. And this js all that can be 8ffirmed to Ged by his relicquiſhing 
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that theſe men are the veſſels of diſhonour ? do not the regenerate man ma: 


ny times foulcly fall? and many times more foulecly then the naturall many 
for theſe men, whom God hath thus relinquiſhed, are known to God alone, 
except a few, who are branded in this lifc, that all men may be warned by 


forſaking of theirſins, Phz/.2. 12. to work out their falration with fear and| 

_ trembling. And therefore weare commanded not to judge; for who know 
the time of Gods ſpirituall calling? doth not the greateſt ſinner many timey 

by his ſpirituall calling in Gods prefixed time, become a pillar of the Church, | 

and ſuch was Paul ? Then the queſtion may be moved : How comes theſef 

men thus relinquifhed by God, to be made by God the veſlcls of diſhonour?f 

_ ,The Apoſtle doth anſwer the queſtion ; which 1s this, in a word, God dothfi 


ſuffer theſe wicked men to contemne his patience fo long with ſuch a high 
band, as God to ſhew his wrath,and to make his power known, Rom.g.22, 
hath juſtly made them to deſtruQtion ; and'theſe are the veſſels of diſhonour, 


mads theſe wicked men the veſſels of his wrath, is their obſtinate finall con- 
temning of Godslong patience; and the immediate cauſe of their finall con- 


 temning of Gods long patience, is the baſe abuling of the freedome of their 


and the veſſels of his wrath, The immediate cauſe therefore, that God hatk| 


_ 
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morall grace, purchaſed at the high rate of the ſacred blood of the Sonof | 


God ; for by their tinall continuing in unrepented aQuall fin and wicked- 


neſle, they abuſe the free power of their morall-grace, without any manner | | 


_ of power to neceſlitate their diſobedience, and by their abuſing of the grace 
of their redemption,they do tread nnderfoet the blood of the new covenant. | 


Tt 1s in the behalf of theſe wretched men that the Apoſtle doth move the ob- 


jeRion in the 19. verſe of this Chapter, and anſwers to the obj:Rion. The | 


ſenſe of the obje&ion is this 2: If God hath made me to deſtruction, who 
hathrefiſted his will, or who can help it, God hath made me thus,and I much 
not be againſtit ? To this the Apoſtle anſwers, O man, 'who art thou that 
pleadeſt fo injultly againſt God? ſhall the thing formed, ſay to the former, 


— why haſt thou made me thus? to wit, while thou haſt given him ſo juſt res | 
'  fonto make thee thus. Hath not the Potter power of the clay to make of 


theſame lump one vefſel to honour, and another to diſhonour? As if the 


Apoſtle would have faid, Was thou not made of the ſame Jump of the re | 
deemed ſtate of man that the ele&t was made? and was not thou lefe in the | 


like grace of morall power with the cle ? and was there any thing to ne- 
ceſſitate thy foul finall contempt and diſobedience more then was inthe 


elet? And now, while by thy wilfull finall obſtinate contempt of God,thon [ 


baft brought thy ſelf to ſuch a miſerable paſſe, that God hath moſt juſtly 
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for thy own miſerable af. But in the mean time we muſt warily conſider 
againſt whom Paul doth prefle this point : For, Paul doth here diſpute 
againſt the Jews, whoſe ſalvation he prefers to his ewn. And therefore we. _ 
maſt conſider, that the Apoſtle by preſſing of this point, 18 far from giving © 
any occaſion to the Jews to diſpair of the mercies of God in-his Son Chriſt . 
Jeſus, which of all ſins is the moſt fearfull: For, the Apcſtle by prefling of 


this point, labours to break the Jews from their ceremoniall worksot the 
| Law, whereby they did ſo obſtinately contemn the Evangelicall Law of 
Righteouſneſſe of faith, exhorting them to the end of the Epiftle, by the 

works of tepentarice, and amendment of life ; and, aS1t were, to work out 
| their eleRion and ſalvation with fear and trembling, and to leave off their 
' ceremoniall works of the Law, to the upholding whereof they were ſo in- 


c2nſed by the power of Satan and his inſtruments, whereby they did ſo 


| contemn the long patience of God leading them ſo graciouſly to repentance. / 


Here ariſeth an objc&ion to be anſwered : God by his Decree of 
eleRion, hath predeſtinate a certain number out of the redeemed ſtate of 
man to eternall ſalvation ; God therefore, (according to the rule of con- 
traries) by his eternall Decree, hath predeſtinate a certain number relinqui- 


| ſhedintheir redecemed eſtate, to deſtruRion, reprobation, and aQuall con- 


demnation. 2 SS [- 
I anſwer : Firſt, the inference 1s moſt falſe and blafphemous : For, by 


_ this inference, God is made the inevitable author, not only of aQuall ſin, but 


-of the finall continuance of man in aQuall ſin ; and of mans contemning of 
his long patience, whereby man. is made the veſſel of wrath to his eternall 
deſtryuRion, and all by God, os LS 
Secondly, I anſwer, that the ele&ion of man ont of his redeemed eſtate of 
man to ſalvation, and the reprobation, deſtruion, or condemnation of 
man, are no Wayes immediate contraries, and therefore the inference moſt 


falſe and fallacious : For, though the ele&ion of man out ofthe grace of the 
redeemed eſtate, and the relinquiſhing of. man in the grace of the redeemed 
ſtate of man be immediatly oppoſite ; yet many things doth interveen before 
' God can make man the veſſell of his wrath to deſtruaion,to ſhew his wrath, 
and to manifeſt the glory of his power according. to the Apoſtles words: 

; For, firſt, re mptation of Satan and his inſtruments muſt incenſe the heart of 


man to the pleaſure of ſin: Secondly,man muſt continue in ſin, wickedneſle, 
anduncleanneſſe : Thirdly, though the naturzll man continne in fin, yet all 


this while he may morally repent; for as yet there is nothing to neceſſitate 


his moral] jmpenitency : For,it is only the finall oſtinacy,contempt,and im- 


 Þcnuitency of man, that bars him from morall repentance : Foucthly, God 
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mult ſuffer his patience to be long provoked, untill the obſtinate finall eon- 
remner make hinſe|fthe compacted veſlell of Gods wrath, paſt all feeling of 
fio, giving himſelf over to all uncleanneſſe with greedinefſe. And this is the 
man whom the Apoſtle ſaith, that is made by God todeſtrucion; the imme« 

diate cauſe whereof, 1s the immediate precedent a& of man; for God can» 

not condemn man, but by the mediate condemnation of the Law ; and his 

Law can never condemne man, but by the merit of mans finall obſti- 
nate contempt and impenitency to the command of the Law Interveening, | 
Againſt this it is inftanced, all things that comes to paſle in this world, are 
by the power of Gods Decree of predeſtination. That theſe men therefore. 
_ _doſo contemne the long patience of God; and that God doth ſo ſuffer in 
this world, it is by the power of his Decree. To this I anſwer, It is moſt 
- certain, that all things that doth, or can come to paſſe in this world, falls an- 
derthe compaſſe of Gods decree ; but all things that comes to paſſe in this 
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life, are not from the poſitive aftuall power of his Decrce : For, a world of : 
things comes to paſſe by the permiſſive power of his Decree, and ſo doth his | , 
- ſuffering of his long patience to be ſo contemned by theſe wicked wretches, | w 


on whom he bath decreed to ſhew his wrath, and to declare his power to 
their eternall deſtruRion, which is never aRually inflited upon man, till the 
great day, becauſe this fiery wrath of God doth proceed from the curſe of 
the Lzw inflited upon man in the full extent, as he is man intelleRuall and 
ſenſitive, which never can be inflifted apon man in tbis life, becauſe of the 
diſſolution of man in the intelleRuall and ſenſitive nature of man ; and be- 

- cauſe of the new covenant, whereby man hath all the day of this life to rt» 
pent. Qat of this which is declared in theſe Jaſt two Chapters, ariſing from 
the light of the truth of the ſacred Word of God ; I do inferre this neceſſa- 
ry concluſion : That abſolute imaginary decree, whereby God is affirmed 
out of hisalone meer pleaſure, to ele a certain number of men to ſalvation, 
without all reſpe& to the immediate obje& of his ele&ion, without reſpe& 
to his ſpirituall calling, whereby the eleRion doth ſtand, without reſpeRto 

the immediate objeR of his ſpirituall calling, which is the Lords only merit, 

- and conſequently without all reſpe& to the Lord himſelf, ſecond perſon of 

the gloriousTrinity. And that abſolute imaginary decree, whereby God is 
affirmed, out of his alone free pleaſure to condemne the reſt of the world to 
the eternall torments of hell, which is the curſe of the Law, without all re- 
ſpe& of mans meriting by his tranſgreſſion of the Law, without reſpe& to 
the firſt covenant, whereby God and man were mutually obliged, witbout | 
reſpe& to the creation of man, in the'ſtate of naturall and ſpirituall perfeRt- 
en, whereby man was perfeculy enabled to fulfill the command of the Lav 
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of Righteouſneſle, withot reſpedt to the fall of man from that ſtate of pers 
fe&ion under the eternal curſe of the Law,without reſpet to the redempti- 
on of man from that fearfall curſe, by tbe ſacred blood of the Son of God, 
without all reſpe& to the new covenant, whereby all the nations ofthe 
world are called to believe in the Lords meritby his falfilling of the pomiſe 
of the bleſſed ſeed, to whole faith, the bleſſing of the Lords merit, by his 
| Evangelicall reſt, (which the bleſſing of eternall life) is moſt freely offered, 
| which is moR freely cut off from all men, [by this miſerable imaginary iis 
| ovsdecree ; for by this blaſphemous fi&ious decree, the immediate cauſe of 
the ſalyation and damnation of man, is peremptorily affirmed to be the alone 
free a@& of the will and pleaſure of God, which 1s but the only immediate 
cauſe that God doth ele one, and not another, out of the redeemed eſtate of 
nan for the immediate cauſe of his eleRion, is his cternall love to the ele&1n 
bis Son Chriſt Jeſus, by bis ſpirituall calling ; as the immediate cauſe of the 
condemnation of the reprobate is their own immediate a& by their obſti- 
nate fival] contemning of the long patience of God, as may appear by the 
words of the Apeſtle faithfully delivered in theſe two laſt Chapters. 


| CHAP. XXXVI

Inthly, it is objeRed out of our Saviours words: John3.5. Excepta 
| man be born of water, and of the Spirit, be caunot enter into the Kingdome 

ef God, Children therefore departing this life in originall fin, unbaptized,ars 

condemned by the eternall curſe of the Law. ? 
_ I anſwer, the inference is fallacious : For, firſt, eur Saviour ſpeaks here 
to Nicodemus, a Ruler and Teacher of the Jews, and not to man, that is a 
child. Secondly,Chriſt ſpeaks not here to Nicodemus ſimply, of the externall 
xcrament of Baptiſme (which was then adminifired by John, and the 
Apoſtles) but of ſpirituall Baptiſme, which the externall ſacramentdid re- 
| preſent ; by which ſpirituall Baptiſme, the naturallmans ſpirituall darkneſſe 
(wherin he is ſhut up and dead, as he is a ſpirituall man) is ſpiritually inlight= 
ned ; by the ſanifying power of which ſpicituall light, the naturall manis 
quickred again, and raiſed a new lively ſpirituall man by ſpirituall faith, who 
ly the eyes of his ſpirituall faith, doth now ſee to enter the ſpirituall King- 
tome of God. And this is the ſpirituall Baptiſme which our Saviour doth call 
the birth of the Spirit, and tels Nicodemus, that a man by external Re 
mply (without this ſpirituall Baptiſme) cannot enter the SOOT Tos 
V 2 ecaule 
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becauſ: it is the free gift of God, and not tied to the externall adminiſtration 


of the Sacrament of Baptiſme. And therefore our Saviour doth compare this 


free gift of God by regeneration, 704.3.8. to the freedome of the wind : For, 


aS the wind doth freely blow where it liſteth; ſ» doth the ſpirituall light of 


_ Godenlighten whom he liſteth, by diſpercing the ſpirituall darknefſe of the 


ſoul of man,to ſee the way to enter into the Kingdome of heaven. As con. 
cerning the childs departing this life unbaptized by the externall ſacrament 


of Baptiſme : Firſt,the child is freed fromthe curſe of the Law, in Adam the 


redeemed head of man (in whom the child tranſgrefied the Liw,) who by the | 


perfection of the redemption, is freed from the eternall curſe of the Law by 


| the firſt covenant. 'Secondly,there is no aaill fin in the child whereby the 
| Childcanbeliabletothe curſe of the law of faith by the new covenant;which - 


curſe is due only for aRualſin by final obſtinate contempt of the Law of faith. 


| Thechildthereforeis baptized with the ſacred blood and water iſſuing from 


the bleſſed heart of onr Saviour npon the croſſe, which the externall ſacrament 
of Baptiſme doth repreſent. The child therefore departing this life, is ſaved 

- by the ſacred blood of Chriſt Jeſus,and a glorious Saint in heaven, for of ſuch 
 arethe Kingdome of heaven : As the child therefore is ſaid to fin in Adam, fo 
the child is redeemed in Adam. Ir is not therefore the want of externall Bap= 


tiſm which can condemne the child, unleſſe the child were of ſuch diſcretion 


of underſtandiog, as the child did contemne the ſacrament of Bap:iſme, (by 
the ſacramenta)l water) fgnifying the water of eternall life, wherby the bap- 
tized is waſhed from his actuall ſins, wherein be is (as it were) drowned and 
dead, and is raiſed tothe new life of faith to believe in the Lords merit, to 
fave him from the ſecond death : For, in the primitive Church, they were 
only baptized who did atuilly believe. Al children therefore in the Primi- 
tive: Church, departing uabaptized, (by the conſequence of this fearfull 00- 
JeRion) ſhould be damned,contrary to the very words of the new covenant, 
he that doth believe,and ſhall be baptized,ſhall be taved. It is neither by the 
preaching of the Word,or by the ex'ernall adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 


_ butitis by the immediate faith of man in tne Lords merit, that man is ſaved 


from the ſecond death. Thus having declared the perfe&ion of the redemp- 
tion of man, from the curſe of the Lay for the ſin of Adam, ſhut up in ſpiti- 
tnall darknefſe (called unbelief and originall ſin) according to the eternall 
Decree of God, as the a& of the redemption, doth concern all men 1n gene-

C2 E are now, (according to our Method) to declare ſuch aQs of 
the blefled feed,as they are ſet down iv bis ſacred Word,per- 


Sthe 
Promiſed reſt of the ſ:venth day of the Propheticall Sabbath. Chriſt Jefts, 
(the Word) as the redeemed Word, (his Image) is internally a the 
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(1599) 
beart of man, 'his Word is the redeemed light and life of man; And as his 
Werd jsexternally objec to the externall ſenſes, he is the continnation 
of the redeemed life and light of man: His Word;nnder the propheticall ob- 
ligement of the Law, was the word of the ſeventh day of the propheticall 
Sabbath, implying the whole propheticall Law, and the whole old Tefta- 
ment : As the life and light of the promiſed Sabbaticall reſt did pro- 


ceed from his love to man; ſo Chriſt - Jefus, at his being perſonally in the | 


world, did manifeſt bimſclF light, love, and life to man. His light wasinthe 
found of his Word ; and by the power of his Word, his miracies were 
wrought ; and this was the light which did glorioufly ſhine amongſt the 
Jews,' While he was perſonally converſant with the Jews. This glorious 
light,by the found of tus Word,did ſhine to the Jews,firit,and immediatly,by 
his own immediate Word: And ſecondly,by the commanded miniſtry of the 
Apoſtles. By the light of bis immediate Word;firſt the underſtanding of the 


Jews was eplightned inthe prophefies, prophecying of the coming of the 
blefled ſeed, from the foundation of the world, Mat. 4.17. MMar.1.21. Luke 4. 


21. Joh.3.13. whereby our Saviour did manifeſt himſclf to the Jews,that he 
was the promiſed reſt of their Sabbath ; and that he was the ſeed of the wo- 
man, who muſt die for the fins of man, and reſt after his death, upon the Sab- 


bath, for the recovering of the eternal reſt of the firſt ſeventh day, loſt by | 
Adam; andthat he it was, that muſt riſe again to break the head vf the Ser- 


pent, forthe betraying of man. All which was ſo many propheſies of him- 
If, whereby Chriſt did diſcharge his propheticall office, fob. 3.14. as be did 
likewiſe propheſie his death by the lifting up of the brazen Serpent, and his 
reſting in the grave, Adat.r3. 40. by Jonasreſt in the Whales belly,and both 


his death and refurreRion in EIN. 19. Deſtroy this Temple,andin three 


dayes Twill raiſe it again : Sodid he propheſie of the deſtruRion of Jeruſalem, 
Luke 21.6. So his tecond coming, and the day of judgement,and many ſuch 
like. Secondly, by this glorious ſhining light by the ſoand of his Ward,qur 
Saviour, Afat.5. 20. did cleer the obſcured ligh: of the Law,corrupted by the 


falſe gtbſſe of the Scribes and Phariſees, ariſing from the Devils darknefle. 


Thirdly, as Chriſt Jeſus, while he was perſonally 1n tae world,by the light of 
the ſound of his Word;the Jews anderſtandipg was inlightned to know,that 


' he was the promiſed bleſſed ſeed : So by the light of the power of his Word, 


by his worlfers and miracles, he did manifeſt himſelf to be the eternail Son of 
God. With the glorious fame of whoſe wonders and miracles, the whole 


' world was filledand amazed ; infomuch that the Jews were conſtrained to

| many, by the pardoning of fin. Nane were denied the bleffing of his ceſt, 
* whocame tohim by the light of bis love. Asthis glorious light did ſhine to 


| the Jews immediatly, by Chriſt tzmſelf, as he was the promiſed reſt of the 
propheticall Sabbath day z ſo this glorious light did ſhine immediatly by the 
miniſtry of the Apoſtles, whom our Saviour did ſend abroad, Afar. 10.7. to 
preachand teach this glorious ſhining light, ſhining from the Son of God ; 
whom likewiſe (before his death and reſurreRion) he authorized to preacly 
ind to teach the Evangel,and to adminilſtrate the Sacrament of Baptiſme z as 
ſohn did firſt, before Chriſts manifeſting of himſelf to the world. And tothe 
end that both Jew and Gentile might underſtand, that 'our Saviour was tho 
promiſed blefled ſeed, prophefied by the'propheticall Sabbath; our Saviour

inderſtand,that as by his ſubmetſion,as it were,in the water, (by his baptiſm)

the fin of all men in Adam : So by his rifing out of the water, both Jews and 
Gentiles might underſtand,that he ſhould riſe again from the curſed death of 
the croſle.

Allthis 
was done by our Saviour, that all men might then know and underſtand,that 
Chriſt Jeſus was the end of the Law. 
| Heredoth ariſe an obzeRtien : It was affirmed inthe 29.30,31. Chapters:

CHAP. IT. |  - 


 Theexecution of Chriſts Prieſtly office, while he was upon earth, 
Hough Aaron, and the high Leviticall Prieſt, is faid to be the figure of 
"& Chriſt Jeſus, (the high Prieſt of our ſouls) yet our Saviour was not a 
Prieſt after the order of Aaron or Levi; neither was he of the Tribe ot Levi. 
But Chriſt Jeſus was a Prieſt after the order of Melchiſedeck, P/al. 110 4. 
Heb. 7.17. Neither mnſt we conceive that the Leviticall high Prieſt was 
the figure of our Saviour in allreſpedts, as he was a Prieſt : For, thonghthec 
{acrifice of the brazen altar was offered and ſacrificed by the Leviticall high 
Prieſt himſelf; yet our Saviour did not offer and ſacrifice himſelf, prefigu- 
' rate by that ſacrifice ; though (out of his infinite love to man) our Saviour 
{patience it ſelf). did lay down his life, 'willingly and freely to be taken 
away by the bloody cruell hands of the wicked, incenſed by the malicious 
darknefle of the great Dragon : For, all the created powers of God could 
not have bereaved our Saviour of his life, without his own gracious per-

Chriſt Iefus ſpiritually and eternally. The ſecond reſpe& was in the circum- 
Stance of time, when the atonement was made. - The Leviticall high Pric{t 
(beſide his morall and ceremoniall atonement)Ex94.30.9,10.01d once a yeer 
(to wit) inthe end of the yeer, enter the inner Tabernacle to make a

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| Wy the Leviticall high Prieſt, and the ſacrifice prefigurate thereby, it did 


us glorious face and body, Secondly, by his cruell ſcourging, which was a

ment (at the Mercy-ſeat ) both for his own aftuall ſpiritualiſins, and for the 
aQuall ſpirituall fins of the people ; by whoſe entring in the inner Taber- 
nacle once in the end of the yeer,the end of the prophetical obligement of the 
Law was prefigurats : But Chriſt Jeſus, Hes.9.28. did enter the Tabernacle 
not made with hands,bat once in the end of the yeer (as 1t were )of the pro- 
pheticall ceremonial obligement of the Law. And therefore Chriſt Jeſus 
is ſaid, Heb.10. 10. to have entred but once for all : For, though the 'hight * 
Leviticall Prieſt, by the quotidian,and by the Sabbaticall ſacrifices, and ce- 
remoniall comm3aded rites,did purge the tranſgreſſors of the morall and ce- 
remoniall L2w,morally and ceremonially, according to the command of the 
Law ; yet, by the command of God by his Law, the high Prieſt was to enter 
the inner Tabernacle once a yeer, to obtain the pardon of acuall ſpiritualt 
in at the Mercy-ſeat, whereby it was ſignified, that there is no pardon of 
iFuall fin, as it is ſpirituall, but by God himſelf only and immediately ; ant 
therefore the pardon was given to'the high Prieſt immediatly in the behalf 
of the people, as he was the figure of the high Prieſt, Chriſt Jeſus..to whom 
all power 1n heaven and in earth, 1s given by the facred Trinity. The third 
point of the Analogie between the high Prieſts, was, that as the Leviticall 
high Prieft, before he entred the inner Tabernacle, (the holielt place) firit, 


| hedid facrifice the Holocauſt ſacrifice of the brazen altar, with the rites and 
| ſervice belonging to that ſacrifice : as the offering up the ſweet inſence at 
the golden altar, kindled by the fire of the brazen altar, which came down 


from heaven ; after the offering whereof, Lever. 16. 3,4. clothed with z 
white robe, beſprinkled with the blood of the ſacrifice of the brazen altar, 
and with ſweet inſence kindled with the ſame fire, the high Prieſt did enter. 


the holieſt place : Soour Saviour, after he was firſt offered in a ſacrificenpon | 
the hard brazen curſed altar of the crofle, clothed with the rich white robe 


of his Righteouſneſſe, beſprinkled with the precious blood of his own facri- 
ice, and with the odoriferous inſence thereof, did gloriouſly enter the Ta- 
derracle, not made with hands, (by hisinfinit merit) to make eternall inter=- 
Ceſſion and atonement at the Mercy-ſeat of Righteouſneſſe,for the myſticall 
members of his body,ſpiritually and indiviſibly united to their myſticall head, 
dy bis indivifible love. As for the Analogie between the ſacrifice offered 


ukewiſe confiſt in three ſpeciall points: Fitſt, as the blood of the Levitt- 
call ſacrifice of the brazen altar,was'firſt ſhed,and then laid upon the brazen 
tar: So the ſacred blood of the Son of God was ſhed firft by his crowning 
With a crown of ſharp prickly thornes,caufing ſtreams of blood to beſmeare

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moſt & uell kinde of bloody puniſhment, according to the manner of the 
Jews. Thirdly, by the flood of blood, by reaſon of the great boyſterous nails 
ro hold tis body faſt to the curſed altar of the crofſe, prefigurate by the bra- 


zen altar. The Analogte of the ſecond point between thetwo ſacrifices, 


was,that both was an Holocault, ſacrifice : For,as the Leviticall ſacrifice of 
of ine brazen altar was wholy burnt up, 2nd' conſumed by the fire which 
came down from heav2n ; ſo the {acrifice of the Lord of life, (as he is man) 


- was burnt up, 2nd conſumed by the fire of Gods wrath, whica came down 
fr-m ! caven, for the aRuall curſe of the Law for the ſin of Adam, to which 


Ci. did oblige himſelf to ſuſtaine for wretched unthankfull man, by whos 
£a {cd death, all men areredeemed from that curſe, The third point of the 
A;alogie of the two ſacrifices, was, Zevit. 4. 12. that as the aſhes of the 


whole burar ſacrifice of the brazen altar was taken from the brazen altar,and 


carryed ia aſh- pans,and laid apart from the altar, in a clean place: So the 
blefied body of our Saviour, 794.19.38,39,40,41. was taken down from the 
curſed altar of the crofle by Joſeph of Arimathea, Nicodemus, and others of 


thac religions company, pretigurate by the aſh-pans, and carried and laid in a 
new ſepulchre, wherein no man was formerly laid. Becauſe the point of this 


declaration !s in the {acrifice of our blefled Saviour, the declaration therecf 
' thall be diſcharged 1n theſe two heads : Firſt, our Saviours crucll curſed 
 death,by the curſed altar of the croſſe, ſhall be declared : And ſecondly, the 

place where the Lord: was laid, prefigurate by the aſhes of the ſacrifice of 
OE or altar, which were carried apart from the altar, and laid in a clean 
place. Bccauſe the ſacrifice of our Saviour is plainly ſt down in the Scrip- 
ure, we will firlt,only make ai brief and ſummary relation of the ſeverall pat- 
ges thereof; and next,certain myſticall concerning points ſhall be obſerved 
_ of the deathand ſuffering of our Saviour. Of all the ſtratagems of Satan by 

| his falſe deceiving bewitching light ; his incenfing of miſerable men, with 
- fuchbloody cruell hands, to crucifie the Lord of life, was moſt admirable and 


ſtrapge : For, firſt the power:of aQuall freedoine, of naturall and moral! 


g:ace, which they then enjoyed by the redemption of man from the cutſe of 
the Law, by the cternall Decree of God, ' (though to be performed 1n time) 
Was ſuch, as Satan, and all the created puwers of God, could not neceſſitate 
the will of man to any morall evill ; but that man muſt be willingly and free- 


 Tyled'and induced to commit that evil]. Secondly, the propheticall $av- | 
bath yas the glory of the Jews naticn, whereby the Jews were fo eminent, | 


and had ſuch great pre ferment above all the nations of the earth, which glo- 


EL ry and great preferment the Jews did then enjoy by fauth inthe blefling of 


the promulſed reft ofthe bleſſed ſeed, prophefied by the prophetical) Sabbath, 
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a3 it was the ſeventh day: of the propheticall ceremoniall Law, which was 
then the immediate obje& of the Jews faith. And though our Saviour did 
manifeſt bimſelf to the Jews, that he was that bleſſed ſeed, which was pro- 
phefied by the propheticall Sabbatk, (ſhining then {ſo gloriouſly amongſt the 
Jews) by his gracious Jight, leading themto his love, which was freely Ex- 
tended towards all, rich and poor, in his curing of all manner of ſenſitive 

:ncurable diſeaſes of the body, and the diſeaſed ſouls of many, engaging 


thereby ſo the generall love of all, that happy was he who could but touch 


the Lord of life ; ro none was his love and help denyed, who were led to him 
by this gracious light of the ſound of bis Word, who by the power of his 
wonders and miracles, did manifeſt himſelf to be the Son of God, ingaging 
the reverend fear of all by the convincing power of whoſe wonders and 
miracles,the wretched Jews were conſtrained to acknowledee fo much;yet 
that Satan (by his falſe deceiving light)ſhould notwithſtanding ſo induce the 
unthankfull Jews not to ſuppreſſe, but (with ſuch bloody hands) to extin- 


eviſh the light of their own eternall life and relt, it cannot but amaze the 


heart of man; though all was by the hand of Gods permiſſive power : For, 
though the power of Satans falſe deceiving light be wonderfull, yet Satan 
with all his power, muit work all his miſchief only by the betraying of the 


_ willing conſent of man, to have man to effe& what he would ; of whoſ: 
| help Satan bimſelf did then ſtand in great need ; for this miſerable a& of Sa- 


tan was not ſo much out of his malice to man,as out'ot Satans own fear: For, 
by the greatneſſe of this glorions light of the promiſed bleſſed ſeed, Satan be- 
ganto be afraid, that the head of his power mult be broke by the ſeed of the 
weman ; and therefore it did ſtand Satan in hand, in time to prevent this ſo 
great and eminent darger, which that falſe Serpent did by ſuggeſting ſuch 
21ight of apparent fear to the Prieſts, Scribes, and Phariſees of the utter 
lofle of their glorious Sabbath,and of the Leviticalldignity, means, and pre- 


| ferment, if they ſhould give way to this glorious light to ſhine amongſt 
| them, whereby the world was ſolcd and carried; by which falſe ſuggeſted 


fexr of Satans falſe deceiving light, the Scribes and Phariſees, and thereſt 
of that rablement, were furicuſly incenſed with all greedy deſire, not to ſ\up= 
prefle, but extinguiſh the light it ſelf, whereby borh might reſt ſecure from 
any ſuch fear, which this barbarous crue did- witk moſt cruell bloody hands 
(r:&, though while their crucl hands were in externall a&on, their hearts 
were internally pricked with the power of this light, as m2y appear by the 
{icred Riltory, from the firſt point to the laſk : For, firſt, while the Scribes 
and Pariſees did hire their Helhounds to apprehend the Lord of life, the 
re told the Heltounds, Poby 18. 5, 6, 12. 13. that he was the man whom

And ſo mach for the brief ſummary 
relation of the facrifice of our Saviour, offered for man, condemaed to the 
eternall curſe of the Law, whereby the Son of God, Chriſt Jeſus, out oz his 
love to man, made himſelf a curſe for man, to redeem man frem the curſe of 
the Law,for the fin of Adam. Next, ſome myſticall concerning points are to 
be obſerved of the cruell martyrdome of our blefled Saviour. iP?

© rite$,and ceremonies, prefigurating the coming and death of the bleſſed ſeed, 
were all finiſhed'and determined by his death, never to be reiterate in the 
Church of God. Fifthly, by the darknefſe from the (ixth hour to the ninth, 
— (which was the hour of his death) at which hour the darkneſfle vaniched, 
was myſtically fgnified, that all the cloudy darkneſſe of the propheticall ce-

| Scripture, not that we (ſhould conceive that Melchiſeck was not man, natu- 
j nlly deſcended of Adam, but for another reaſon which ſhall be ſhewed ;

ment of his laſt Supper, before his death (as he is bigh Prieſt, afterthe order 
of Melchiſedeck, ) did by this blefling of the bread and wine, change and 
tranſubſtanciate the ſubſtance of the bread and wine in the reall ſubſtance 
of his body and blood, and didioffer up his reall body and blood (under the 
externall forms of bread and wine) in a propitiatory ſenſitive facrifice to his 
Father, for the dead, and for the quick ; which ſacrifice is really one with 
his ſacrifice of the croſle, after the offering up whereof, he did givehis facri- 
ficedreall body and blood (under the externall forms cf bread and wine) to

enmcifion ; So our Saviour (at the feaſt of the laſt Paſteover) being the next 
day,to diſcharge his Prieftly office,as he is High Prieſt after the order of Mzl- 


chiſedeck, by his ſacrifice of the croſfſe, whereby his promiſe of the bleſſed 


(-ed was to be fulfilled ; our Saviour before his death,did likewiſe ſeal his laft 
Will and Teſtament, with the inſtitution of the ſacrament of his laſt Supper 
to ſucceed in place of the ſacrament of the Paſſeover, though not to, be (in 
force, Heb. g 17.) till after the Teſtators death and refurre&ion according 
tothe Scripure; which Sacrament was not inltitate till the night before 
h's death of the crofſe; (in the end of the feaſt of the liſt Paſſeover} and 
that for theſe two main fundamentall reaſons : The firſt 1s, that by the infticu- 
tion of the Sacrament of the Lords Supper (implying bis whole laſt Will and 
new Teſtament)the Diſciples might underſtand, Heb. 10 9.that the ſacrament 
of the Paſſeover, (which is the ſacrament of the old Teſtament, implying the 
whole propheticall ceremoniall Law) was acually determined. The ſe- 
cond reaſon, that the Sacrament of the Lords Supper was not inſtitute, till 
the night before his fuffzriog was, that the Diſciples faith might be ſtreng- 
thened againſt the ſore temptation wherby they were to be aſſaulted the next 
day, by our Saviours martyrdome, in ſuſtaining the fearfull curſe of the Law, 
by the carſed ſacrifice of the crofle: For,though the Sacrament was inſtituted 
before our Saviours death; yet it is exprefied 1a words of the preterit 


| time: This my body which is given for you; this my blood 'which is ſhed 
| foryou; as if all had then been done and paſt, and as it our Saviour had been 


then dead, and riſen fromthe dead, which was a main reaſon to ſtrengthen 


| the Diſciples faith in the Lords refurre&tion ; though they did ſee him dead 
| 2nd burjed. And therefore our Saviour that night, far.26. 31. did put the 


Diſciples upon their gnard, telling them, that the Shepheard.mult be ſmit= 
ten that night, and the ſheep ſcattered ; yer comforting them withall, that 
be ſhould riſe again, Adat. 26. 32. and go beforethem into Galilee, By the 
truth of this relation of the ſacred Hiſtory, the judicious Reader may mani= 


| feltly perceive, that there was not the leaſt intent in our Saviour, (by the 


nititution of the Sacrament of his laſt Supper, before his death) to ſhed fo | 
. Pe ce oe mend on fo en ways auch 
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euch as a drop of his precious blood, mnch Ilefle to offer his reall body and 


blood in a propitiatory ſacrifice for the dead, and forthe quick, by his death, | 


which he was to do the next Cay after, by his curſed ſacrifice of the Croſſe, 


as he is bigh Prieſt, afcer the order of Melchiſedeck. Next, to make the 


falſhood of this afſcrtion appear as plainly to the Reader, by the very words 


of the inſtitution cf the Sacrament of the Lords Supper : Our Saviour (in the 


end of the laſt Pafleover)by preſcribing the manner of the celebtartion of the 
Sacrament of his laſt Supper to the Diſciples, (which is by bleſſing and 
thankſgiving) ſar. 26. 26, 27. having bleſſed, took the bread and braks it, 
(to wit) the bread, and gave it, (to wit) the bread to the Diſciples, ſaying, 
Take, cat, thi; s my body ; that is, this bread is my body of the new Teſta. 


ment which is given for you, to wit, as the fleſh of the Paſcall Lamb was my 


_ promiſed body of the old Teſtament, which was promiſed to be given and 
broken for you. Alſo (having given thanks) he took the cup; (to wit) 
with the wine, and gave it, (to wit) the wine to them, ſaying, This is my 


blood of the new Teſtament, wich #5 ſhed for you ; that is, this wine is my blood 


of the new Teſtament, as the reall blood of the Paſcali Lamv, was my pro- 
 miſed blood of the cold Teſtament which'was promiſed to be ſhed; but not 
to be drunk by any ; Drink ye all of tt, that is, cf this wine : And leſt there 
ſhould be any miſtake 1n the word Wine, (which our Saviour calls his blood 
efthe new Teſtament, #t.26. 28.) he doth after (in plain terms) call it the 
Fruit of the Vine, ſaying, /at.26, 29. I will not drink bexceforth of ths fruit of 
the vine, untill that day, when T ſhall arink it with you in my Fathers Kingdome ; 
which is meanecd of the Evangelicall day of the Kingdome of Grace {to wit) 
the Lords Day; whereby the Lord (by bis refurretion and reſt from the fu). 
filling of his promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed) did open thz kingdome of Heaven 
 toall Believers, leading all men Þy thelight of his Day, to lay the hands of 
faith upon his merit ; whereby all Believers are made heirs of the King- 

dome of Grace in this life, and of the kingdome of Heaven, in the life to 
come, whoſe gracicus merlt 15 that bread of eternall life, ſignified by the 
bread of the Sacrament ; 2s by the brecking of the bread,the breaking of our 


 - Szviours body by the curſe of the crofle ; and by the wine, the ſhedding of 


his precious bloodis {ignified, whereby he did merit the bread of eternall 
life. Our Saviour therefore, by the inſtitution of the Sacrament of hislalt 
Supper, did deliver to his Apoſtles, and in the Apoſiles to the Apoſtolicall 
ſacccfſors the formall Sacrament of his laft Will, and oew Teftament ; and 


conſequently not the reall ſicrifice of his reall body and blood ; for ttzere be- 


| ing botha reall and a formall difference betweei the r5ranall Sacrament of 
the Lords Supper, and his facrifice of the croſſe : As ike SALE Ong 
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Lords Sapper, cannot be his formal ſacrifice of the crofle ; fo can neither 
tis form: ſenſi ive ſacrifice of the crofle, be the formall Sacrament of his 
laſt Supper ; For, in the Sacrament of his laſt Supper, (by the ſenſttiveſaera- 
mental elements, ) the immediate obje& of faith is preſented to the under. 
ſtanding by the med':te ſenſes, which is the Lords merit, by his curſed death 


| of the crofle, by bis bioody reſt in the grave, and by his reſurre&ion fromthe 


eraveto beapprehend<4d ty the hands of faith, while by our Saviours ſa- 


| crifice of the croſle, not the immediate, but the mediate ebjz& of faith, is. 


(by the mediatz ſenſes) preſented to the underſtanding ; which mediate 
ſenſitive object (by interveenirg between the faith of man, and the Lords 
merit) faith and the immediate obj-& are ſeparate, whereby the faith of man 
s overthrown. Ard this 1s thercaſon, that all Imagery, painted or carved, 
cf ourSavicur, (as heis man) implying his death and humility, are condem- 
ned for Tdlitry,as hath been formerly declared. No ſuch ſurmiſed ſacrifice 
therefore being offered by our Saviour in his inſtitution of the Sacrament of 
bis laſt Supper ; ro command was given to the Apoſtles, te offer any fuch 
fRious ſacrifice ; and conſequently the Apoſtles and the Apoltolicall ſuc- 
ceflors; (the Miniſters of the Word and Sacraments) no commanded Prieſts 
to offer any ſuch fiRions {erfitive ſacrifice, at the materiall altar, as is falfly 
pretended by the obj<Rion. Next, I anſwer to the affirmed reall unity of 
this pretended imaginary ſacrifice with our Saviours ſacrifice of the crofle. 
Leaving the Philoſophical!l diſtin&icn of unity, as genericall,ſpert1thca)l, udo- 
mericz!l, reall,formall, and ſuch like. Inthis encounter, I take the two laſt 
ultinAioos of unity ( Theologically ) to wit, one really, and one formally. 
| This affirmed unity therefore, of the two ſacrifices, cannot be formall ; and 
therefore it muſt be reall, Tizis affirmed reall unity therefore, of the two (a- 
eifice, is all one to ſay, as that our Saviour (in the inſtitution of the Sacra- 
ment ct his laſt Supper, by cffering of his reall body and blood, under the 
| exterrall forms of bread ard wine 1n a propitiatory ſacrifice for the dead

| and for the quick) did as really ard in effe&, ſuſtain the curſe ofthe Law in 
| !befull extent, by the curſed death of ſoul and body, as he did by his curſed 

licrifice of the crofle z which fearfull aſſertion is repugnant to the truth of all 
Chriſtian faith : For, by this affirmed reall unity of the two ſacrifices, theſe 
| ſequent inevitable concluſions muſt neceſſarily follow. Firſt, by this af- 
firmedreall ani'y of the two ſacrifices, the firlt ſurmiſed propitiatory facri- 

fice, ( pretended to be effered by our Saviour) muſt be a curſcd facrifice 
or, fach was our Saviours ſacrifice of the croſſe, Gal.3. 13. And conſe- 


| Kently, our Savicurs ſacrificedreall body and blood (which is pretendedto 


be given to the Apoſtles) curſed, which is bighelt blaſphemy to affirms 
7 3 Secondly , 


SO 
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Secondly, by the kffirmed reall unity of theſe two (crifices, the pretended 
propitiatory ſacrifice (affirmed to be offzred by our Saviour, in the infticu- 
eing of the Sacrament of his laſt Supper,)muſt be a ſenſitive reall bloody ſa- 
crifice; for there is nopropitiatory ſacrifice for ſin, Heb. 9. 22. without the 
ſerfitive blsod of the ſacrificed ; for ſuch was our Saviours propitiatory (a- 
crifice of the crofſe : But the propugnators of this ſurmiſed propitiatory (a- 
crifice, will acknowledge no ſenſitive reall blood in their ſacrifice ; and 
therefore they muſt acknowledge this pretended propitiatory ſacrifice to be 


© no propitiatory ſacrifice. Ttrdly, by the athirmed, reall anity of theſe two 


facrifices; this ſurmiſed pretended {acrifice (affirmed to be offcred by our 
Saviour) mult be a deadly ſacrifice, by the ſenſitive death of the facriticed, 
forſuch was our Saviours fſaccifice of the croſſe : But the propagnators of 
this ſurmiſed ſacrifice, muſt acknowledge no ſuch ſenſitive death of our Savi- 
our (by the 1oftitution of the Sacrament of his laſt Supper, ) and therefore, 
_ they muſt acknowledge their pretended ſacrifice to be no ſacrifice. Fourth- 
ly, by the reall atfirmed unity of theſe two ſacrifices ; the only one fa- 
crifice of our Saviour by the death of the crofſe, as he is high Prieſt af- 
ter the order of Melchiſedeck, once offered for all, is plainly denied : For, 
dy this affirmed rea)l unity of the two ſacrifices, our Saviour died twice. 
Xifthly, by the affirmed reall unity of the two ſacrifices, the firſt ſurmiſed 
pretended ſacrifice 1s a falſe ſacrifice: For by the adoration of this 1imagi- 
nary ſacrifice, the truth of the Lords commanded worſhip (by the Lords' 

Day) is contradied, which is commanded to be celebrate ia ſpirit and 
truth, and not in the adoration of ſuch a falſe ſacrifice. Sixthly, by the af= 
firmed reall uni.y of theſe two ſacrifices ; the firſt pretended facritice 132 
taithlefſe ſacrifice : For, by this pretended ſacrifice, the faith of man,and the 
unmediate objed of faith, ( which is the Lords merit) are aQually ſeparate. 


Seventhly, by the reall affirmed unity of theſe two ſacrifices, the pretended | 


Acrifice affirmed to be off:red by our Saviour, in the inſtitution of the Sa- | 


crament of his laſt Supper, is an Idelatrous ſacrifice : For, by the adoring of 
this ſacrifice, the ſenſitive objeR doth interveen between the Lord and bis 
immediate commanded worſhip. Eighthly, by the reall affirmed unity of | 
theſe two factifices; Chriit was really dead before his laſt Willand Teſta® 
ment was ſealed by the ſacrament of kis laſt Supper, implying the whole 
*Evangel and new Teſtament, and conſequently his laft Wall and Teſtament | 
no Will. Ninthly, by the affirmed reall unity of theſe two ſacrifices; pay” 
Iwas aQually redeemedfrom the curſe of the Law for the fin of Adam, anc 
_ the Law was fulfilled for man by our Saviour before his death of the ay 
© before his bloodyreſt inthe grave, and before his reſarreQion fromthe (51 
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Tenthly, by this affirmed reall unity of the two ſacrifices ; all the propheſies _ 


prophcying ofthe bleſſed ſeed (fromthe foundation of the world) were ful- 
tiled before our Saviours death, by the curſed altar of the crofle, and reſur- 
region from the dead. Eleventhly, by this affirmed reall upity of the two 
acrifices; allthe types,tites, figures and ceremonies, prefigurating the death 
of the bleſſed ſeed from the foundation of the world, were actually deterau- 
ned,by the firſt pretended ſacrifice, which all the ſacrifices of all the creatures. 
of God could never determine, till they wereall afually dctermined by our 
S$aviours laſt breath upon the curſed altar of the croſle, while as he ſaid, Ir i 
finiſhed. The twelfth concluſion doth neceſſarily follow from the former 
three: For, by the afii-med reall unity of the two ſacrifices, our Saviours 
death by the curſed aitar of the crofſe, was ſuperfluous, Thirteenthly, by the 
affirmed reall unity of theſe two ſacrifices, this firſt ſurmiſed ſacrifice (pre- 
tended to be offcred by our Saviour in the inſtitution of the ſacrament of his 
laſt Supper) muſt be a reall Holocauſt ſacrifice, curſed and burat up by the 
fiery conſuming wrath of God for ſin; no part or portion whereof muſt re- 
main to be given-to the Apoſtles ; for ſuch was our Saviours ſacrifice of the. 
croſle, prefigurate by the Holocauſt ſacrifice of the brazen altar. 
Hence I neceſſarily inferre, that by this affirmed reall unity the Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper is falfly denied to be given to the Apoſtles ; for by 
this pretended ſurmiſed ſacrifice , our Saviours reall ſacrificed body and 
blood (which in this caſe profiteth nothing) 706.6.63. is affirmed to be given 


| tothe Apoiiles as a ſacrament; while as 1n the ſacrament of the Lords Sap= 


per, by the facramentall bread and wine (given by our Saviour to the 
Apoſtles) the bread of eternall life, purchaſed by his ſacrificed reall body 
and blood,is ſignified to be given. By the faithfall receiving whereof,God 


in his Son Chriſt Jeſus, dwelleth in the heart of man by his love; and _- 
| Man by faith in the love of God, which 1s the only means whereby a man 
| knoweth himſelf to ſtand in the ſtate of Grace, whereof no man can be 
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_ new covenant, immediatly depending upon the Lords refurre&tion from the 


grave, which we muſt no wayes interrupt : We will therefore firſt, driefly 
in a word, {et down the diſcharge of our Savionrs kingly office upon earth 
prefigurare by Melchiſedeck, and then come to the declaration of the place 
where the Lord was laid. Melchiſedeck was the figure of Chriſt, as he was 
Prieſt, Prophet, and King : And thongh we reade not of any Propheſie of 
 Melchiſedeck ; yet Melchiſedeck, as he was Prieſt, in diſcharging of the 

Prieſtly office,did neceſſarily prophefie : For,by the Prieſts ceremonjall exe. 
- Cution of the ſacrifice of the altar, and of the rites of the propheticall Sab- 
bath ; the Prieſt did neceflarily propheſie. And this is the reaſon,that Chriſt 
faith, Lake 11.50, 51. that the Law and the Prophets did propheſie from 
Abel, which is chiefly meant by the Prieſtly office. And therefore it is ſaid, 
that Caiphas did propheſie the death of our blefled Saviour, as high Prieſt 
that yeer, ſaying, 72%. 11. 49,50, 51,52. Te perceive nothing neither do Je Confi- 
der that it is expedient that one man die,then the whale nation ſhonld periſh, Though 
Caiphas did propheſfie out of his fear of the overthrow of the Pricſtly prefer- 


WP yet bis prophefie was no other indeed, then the propheſie of the pro- 


pheticall Sabbath. As Melchiſedeck therefore did prefigurate onrSaviour, 
' aS he was Prieſt and Prophet ; ſo Melchiſadeck did prefigurate Chrift Jeſas 


| axhe was King : For, Melchiſedeck was king of peace and righteouſneſſe ; 


and ſo he was the true type and figure of our Saviour, Exod, 25. 11. whole 
regall autbority was figntfied by the golden crown. placed above the ark of 
the Covenant, compaſling the cherubims, overſhadowing with their wings 
the Mercy-ſeat. The diſcharge of our Saviours Kingly authority upon earth, 
was chiefly intheſe three reſpeRs : Firſt, Chriſt Jeſus, by the imfinite a of 
his own immediate power, by his refurreRtion from the prave, in his reſting 
fromthe work of the redemption, did, as a royall King, redeem his ſubjeQts, 
(to wit) Adam, and all men naturally deſcended, and to deſcend of Adam, 


* . fromthe captivity of fin, Satan, eternall death, and darkneſſe, from the curſe 


of the Law, to which all men were condemned for the fin of Adzm. Se- 
- condly, our Saviour, as he is King of Peace, did reconcile all men to the love 
and favour of God, by removing of the wrath of God from all men for the 
fin of Adam. Thirdly, Chriſt Jeſus, as he is King of Righteouſneſle, ont of 
his Kingly anthority, did command all his fu>j<&s of the world, (tans re- | 
deemed) ro the obedience of his Law of righteouſnefle of faith npon the 
twofold reward of his Law by his new covenant. And ſo much briefly, for 
the diſcharge of our Saviours Kingly office upon carth. We do there'ore 
now returnto the Declaration of the ſecond part of the facrifice of our bleſs 

- fed Saviour, (the bigh Prieſt, after the order of a" $0 wo 
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Declaration of the place where the Lord was laid after his cruell bloody

CHAP. V. 


; The myſtery of the laft Sabbath, which was n0 wajes propheticall. 


E are cometo the Declarationof the moſt ſorrowfull, mournfull, 
V V and moſt lamentable eſtate of the Church of God from the founda- 
tion of the world : Andlikew:fe to the declaration of the moſt Joyfall, com- 


world,niſing from that forrow : For,there con!d never come a ſorer cut and 
temptation tothe Church and children of God, thento ſee the rock of their 
hopes thus troden under foot, maſſacred, deſpiſed, and caſt down tothe 
oround : Though for fear of the Prieſts, Scribes, and Phariſees, they darſt 
not ſhew their ſorrow and paſſion. And though by this tragicall bloody per- 


| fecution of the Shepherd, the ſheep were ſcattered,yet Joſeph of Arimathes, 


one of Chriſts Diſcivles, and a man of note and worth, with honeſt Nico-- 
i mus, and others of that religious company, out of the loyalty of their love 


to cur Savicer, did gracefully intomb his gracious body in a new tomb, 


kewn ovt of a rock, wherein no man was formerly laid. And though for 
their great care and gracefull neatnefle in intombing of the body of our bleſ- 
ſd Saviour, they be only named ; yet out of all doubt, here muſt be more at . 


thecarryi:'g of the blefled body of our Saviour from the croſle, to the place 
wherethe Lord was laid,though the place was not far diſtant from the croſle. 
But to the point of our purpoſe in hand : In our Saviours reſt in the grave, 
and in his reſurrection from the grave,doth conſiſt the very pertod of the my» 
try of 23] mylteries, bid from che beginning of the world,to wit, the myſte- 
ry of the Lords Day. A::d though the myſterie be plainly revealed ; yet, be- 
cauſe ſome men will haveita myſterie (till, we muſt uſe the help of our Theo- 
logicall Key to open this myſterie ; by the concealing of the truth whereof, 
the glory of the Lords Day (iwplying the command of the whole Evangeli- 
call Law )hath received for too long a time, ſuch great prejudice. The decla- 

| ration of the truth of this farzdan:entall point of faith,doth conſiſt in the two- 
fold reſt of the eternall Wurd. The firſt was his bloody reſt, as he is taan, 
Made fleſh oi the ſed of the woman; by husreſting in his ſacred grave, after 
his bloody cn '1d:.i:i, for the ful! fpace and time of the laſt Sabbath from 

endto end. Th: {- coad was,his Evangelicall joyfull reſt,as he is the infinite 

Cernall Word, by che day ot his reſyrreRion from the grave, whereby he

death, prefigurate by the aſhes of the facrifice, and the clean place where _ 


fortable and Evangelicall eſtate that ever came to all the nations of the

did reſt from the fulfilling of the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed, both which refts 
were mylticall. The myſterie of his bloody reft is twofold : The firſt my- 
ſterie is in the propheticall covenant, and in the laſt Sabbath obliged by the 
covenant: For,as the eternall Word did obMpe Adam,and a!l mer naturally 
to deſcend of Adam to believe his promiſed reſt of the blefled ſeed, to reft 
upon the laſt Sabbath, from the redemption ef man from the cnt12 of the 
Law(prophelied by the propheticall Sabbath) to whoſe beliefe the blefing 
of his promiſed relt wasdue by the Law : So he, graciouſly and freely, ob- 
ligzd himſelf to man, to redeem man from thecurſe of the Law for the fin of 
Adam, and toredeem all which was loſt by that ſin, and conſequently to 


redeem the bleſſing of the firſt ſeventh dayes reſt, loſt by Adam, which was 


the bleſſing of his promiſed reſt by the propheticall Sabbath ; all which he 
graciouſly performed by his bloody reſt in the grave upon the laſt Sabbath : 
For, our Saviour upon the laſt Sabbath,did reſt fromthe redemption of man, 
from the curſe of the Law for the fin of Adam: And by his reſtin> (in bis 
— Facredgrave) forthe whole ſpace of the laſt Sabbath, (our Saviour in the 
ſeventh day, having fulfilled the whole Law, as he was obliged to the ful- 
filling of the Law, in the promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed) the eternalireft of the 
- firſt ſeventh day, (loſt by Adam) was dne by the Law of God, tothe merit 

_ of his bloody ſeventh dayes reſt ; where three main fundamentall points of 
faith are preciſely to be obſerved by the juditious Reader. 

The firit poiat 15, that the laſt Sabbath, (whereon our Saviour did reſt in 
his ſacred grave after his death) was no wayes propheticall : For,all the pro- 
pheſies, prophecying the birth and death of the bleſſed ſeed, from the foun- 
_ dation of the world, were all folfilled and determined by our Saviours bloody 
reſt upon this laſt Sabbath; by whoſe bloody reſt io his grave, for the ſpace 
of the whole laft Sabbath, from end to end, the Law was fulfilled for man. 
And this is the reaſon that our Saviour ſaid, at. 5. 17. that he came to ful- 
fill the Law. 2124 


The ſecond point of faith is, that no man naturally to deſcend of Adam, 


wasSobliged to fulfill the command of the Law by this laſt Sabbath : For, 
Chriſt Jeſus only, (the Son of God, as he is man, begot of the ſeed of the 
woman) was only obliged to fulfill the command of the ſeventh day, by the 
laſt Sabbath, as he graciouſly obliged himſelf by the propheticall covenant. 
Thethird point of faith is, that Adam, and all men naturally to deſcend of 
Adam, were only obliged to fulfill the command of the ſeventh day of the 


propheticall Sabbath. And therefore Chriſt Jeſus being born nnder the pro-. 


pheticall Law, (obliged by the propheticall Sabbath) was circumciſed the 
eighth day, and did obſerve other ceremonies of the Law, as other men on 
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: 3x thouzh our Saviour did not naturally deſcend of Adam ; yethedidge- 
hors ofehe {ſeed of Adam, according to the fleſh. 


miſe renewed to Abrabam was fulfilled : which was the fams reall promiſe 
c:{ made to Adam, thoughrenewed to Abraham, after a more clecte and 

\rticalar manner , which promiſe, had two branches. The firſt was, that 
the bleſſed ſeed (according to the fl ſh)ſhould deſcend of the ſeed of A5ra- 
ham, which premiſe was prefigurate, firlt, by the glorious light of the Gol- 
den Candleſtick,by the table of ſhew-vread (lignitying the life, which was 
in that light) wherby the blefled ſeed, {who is light and life to deſcend of A- 
hrahams ſeed )was prefigurate. Secondly,by the ſiveet infence burned,upon 
the Golden Altar, the appeaſing of Gods wrath, by the blefled ſeed, 'to de- 


{cend of Abraham was prefigurate : all which were placed inthe holy place 


of the Tabernacle. The ſecond branch of the promiſe made to Abraham, 
was, that in Abrahams ſeed, all the nations of theearth ſhould bee bleſled ; 
which vas likewiſe prefigurate , by the ſacrifice of the brazen Altar. For 
at our Saviors giving up of his laft ſpirit(upon the curſed altar of the crofle 
the vaile of the Temple was rent fromthe top tothe bottom : within which 
raile ( which was the holieſt place) was the A: ke,with the word therin,and 
the Golden Crowne, the Cheruvins (cov-ring with their wings the mercy- 
at) prefigurating the conception of our Saviour,of the ſeed of the woman; 
wherby the fi:{t promiſe made to Alam was ſignified. Now the vaile of the 
Temple being rent aſunder (by the, power of our Saviours death)the firſt pro- 
miſe made to Adam, was laicd open,and made-patent,both to the Jewes,and 
Gentiles, who were mutually calledthe n2xt day by the new covenant, which 
was the day of Chrilts reſurreAion. Now the new covenant being made, 
with all the ndtions of the world, the promiſe made to Abraham (that all the 
rations of the carth ſhould be bleſſed in his feed ) was fulfilled. And ſo much 


| for the twofold myſtery of our Saviours bloody reſt. 


The myltery of his jJoyfuil Evangellicallreſt,did confiſt in theſe two maine 
fundameritall points of faith. The firſt was,by his reſerre&ion from the grave, 


| Waerdy our Saviour,by his trumphant victory,over fin,Satan,eternall dark- 


res,and death, the curſe of the Law, and thegrave,(by the infinit a& of his 
owne immediate power (did manifelt himfelfe Truth to man (in his faithtull 
tulfilling of his prowiſed reſt of the bleſſed ſeed (and in that Truth, Lord Je- 
las Chriſt God and man,ia the three coefſentiall diſtin& perſons,of the glo- 
nous Trinity [ God Jby the 1nfinit at of his owne immediate power,[ Man]

_ 3ISthe Son of God (begotten man of the ſeed of the woman) did performe 
his bloody reſt : Yet his Evangelicallreſi (by his reſting from the fulfilling 

of the Law , tmplying kis reſt from the redemption of man) was performed 
| By ourSaviour as he 1s Lord, Jc{us, Chrilt , God , equall with the Father and 
hoy Spirit,in whom the Godhead dwelleth bodily. And therfure the day of 
his reſurreQion is called the Lords day. 2 


Inthe ſecond point of the myſtery,of the Lords Evangelicall reſt, doth ſtand. 


the very period of the myſtery of the Lords day:for man naturally deſcended 
of Ada, being only obliged,to the c5mand of the ſeventh day of the Prophe- 
tical Sabbath,and no Wales to the ſeventh day of the laſt Sabbath(to which 
man Chriſt Jeſus only was obliged) the day of our $aviours reſurreRion from 
the grave (the Lords day) doth fall out to be , the juſt ſeventh day, from the 
Jaft tormall propheticall Jewes Sabbath,{till obliging man to the ſeventh day 
of the Law. Though by including,the laſt formall propheticall Jewes Sabe 
 bath,in the account,the Lords day is the eight day,as it wasprefigurate by the 
eight day of the Sacrament of circumciſion. To the adminiſtration wherof 
the great propheticall Sabbath,did neceffarily give place , wherby the Lords 
day,was myſtically prefigurate,to ſucceed,in place of the Jewes propheticall 
Sabbath. The day of our. Saviours reſurre&ion therefore, being the next day 
immediatly ſucceeding thelaft Sabbath (wheron our Saviour reſted in his fa- 
cred grave)is the jult ſeventh day of the Law, from the laſt formall propheti- 
call Jewes Sabdath : As man naturally deſcended of Adam, 1s obliged to the 


command of the ſeventh day of the Law of God, implying the command of | 


the whole Law. The Lords day therefore (the day of the Lords reſurre&ion 


from the grave ) isthe true {eventh day of the Evangelicall Law of God, 


decreed by God from all eternity, Wherethree fundamentall points of faith 
are necefiarily to bee abſerved by the Chriſtian Reader. Firſt,as the firſt ſe- 
venth day of the Law , was blefled & ſanRified, by the Lords reſt from the 


workes oſthe creation. And as the next ſeventh day of the propheticall Sad- 


bath, was bleſſed and ſantified by the truth of the word of the Lords promiſed 
reſt , inthe promiſe of the bleſſed feede , to reſt upon the laſt Sabbath from 
- the redemption of man, from the curſe ofthe Law, for the ſinne of Adam. So 
the Lords day (the ſeventh day of the Evangelicall Law of faith) is bleſſed 
and {anQified,by the truth of the Lords fulfilled promiſe, by his Evangelical 
reſt, The laſt period of whoſz fulfilled promiſe , was in his conqueſt of his 
laſt enecay > by his reſurxeRion from the power of the grave upon the Lots 
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day; Whereby the Lord reſted from the fulfilling of his promiſe,of the bleſ- 
{cd ſeed, By the power of whoſe infinit merit (by his Evangelicall reſt) 
the Lords diy 1s the bleſſed and fanRified ſventh day of the Evangelicall Law, 
the word of eternalllife & reſt , and the immediate obzect of Chriltian faith, 

Secondly, as the ſeventh day ol the propheticail Sabbath, was immediatly 
commended by the power of the Lords word (ty ut promiſed reſt) come 
manding Adam and the Fathere,to beleeve ia tlie truth of lis merit,by his pro- 
miſed reſt, yhich was then prophelicd, by the word of the propheticall Sab- 


| bath, commanding the ceremontall worſhip of the Sabbath immediatly,as it 


was the ſeventh day of the propheticall Law,and in the ſeventh day the obe= 
dience of man to the command of the whole propheticall Law,by faith in the 
procaiſe of the bleſſed ſeed:to whole faith the eternall bleſſing of the. Lords 
promiſed Sabbaticall reſt was due by the propheticall Law. So the Lords 
day is immedtatly commanded,by the power of kis immediate word, com- 
manding all the nations of the world,to beleeve the truth of vis fulfilled pro» 
miſe by his ſeventh dates Evangelicall reſt, asthe Lords day is the ſeventh 
day of the Evangelicall L1w,implying the command of the whole Law, firſt 
& immediatly commanding,the ſeventh dajes worſhip by faith in the trath of 


| the Lords fulfilled promiſe, to whoſe faith the bleſſing of the Lords meric, by 


is Evangelicall reſt is due by the Evangelicall Law of faith, which is the ble(- 
ing ofthe Lords day. This1s therefore the howre and bleſſed day , which 
the Lord to'd the Samaritan woman,ſhould come,when God ſhould be wor- 
ſhiped, I» (þ5rit and trath : that 1S1n the ſpirit of fauth,jin the truth of the Lords 
fulfilled promiſe. Thirdly , as by the light of the propheticall Sabbath day 
Adam and the Fathers, were literally lead,to the bleſſing of the Lords promi- 
| ſedrelt, So by the light ofrhe Lords day,all thenations of the world are li- 
| terally lezd, to the bleſſing of the Lords merit by the truth of his fulfilled pro 
miſe. Whoſoever therefore doth denie the light of the truth of the Lords day. 
(lealed by the precious blood of his blefled heart) doth neceſſarily denie the 
Lord, truth it ſelfe. * 1” 
By this opening of the myſtery of the Lords day, bleſſed & fanQified by his 
Evangelicallreft (neceflarily implying his bloody reſt) the judicious Reader 
may eaſily perceive the reaſon of the miſtake, of the lords day:the only cauſe 
| of which miſtake, is in the miſtaking of the laſt Sabbatb, for the formall pro 
| Say Jewes Sabbath : which was no wales the Jewes propheticall Sab=- 
ath, neither was either Jew or Gentile, obliged to the command of this laſt 
dabbath:or had any hand in the fulfilling of the command of this laſt Sabbath 
being too hard and impoſſible a task for manas he is man. Let usleave there= 


| fore the command of this laſt Sabbath,to the Lord of the Sabbath, whos tie 
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in his great Metey) oblige himſelfe,to the obedience of the eominind of thi; 


laſt Sabbath : ſo (tn his love and mercy to man) the Lord graciouſly fulfilled 
the command thereof for man.Let us leave I ſay this laſt Sabbath to the Lord 
of the Sabbath (who was only obliged to the command of this laſt Sadbath, 


as it is the ſeventh day of the Law , obliging the Lord himfelfe as he is man) 


nd w< ſhall bave the Lords day the juſt ſeventh day ofthe Evangelicall Law 
as the Law of God obligeth man, naturally deſcended of Adam. And this is 
properly the Sabbath , whereby the Lordis intiiuled , Lord of the Sabbath: 
And the Sabbath (properly) that the Lord ſaith was made for man. For by 
the Lords fulfilling of this laſt Sabbath (by bis blocdy reſt) the Lord reſted 
from his curſed death ofthe Crofletor the redemption ofman ; and by his 


bloody reſt in the grave did merit the eternallreſt loſt by Adam.By whoſere- 


farre&ion from the grave, the Lord did triumphantly and Evangelica!ly reſt 
from the fulfilling of bis promiſe of the bleed ſeed. This twofold reſt of the 
- eternall word ariſing from the laſt myſticall Sabbath , was prefigurate, by a 
twofold type and figure, Of which twofold type and figure next. | 


CHAP, VI. 
The twofold type and figure whereby the laſt Sabbath was prefignrate. 


He laſt Sabbath according to the myſticall ſenfe was prefigurate, by x 
4A twofold type and figure. Firſt the fulfilling of this Sabbath was prefigu- 
rate,by the blefied Virgin.

_ prefigurat?. Wherein a threefold type(moit worthy of obſervation)is tobe

Which was the myltical birth day of the 
Evangelicall word. Whoſe mylticall birth day, being the juſt ſeventhday,fro 
the Jaſt formall prophetica:l Jewes Sabbath (as man naturally deſcended of 
| Adam is obliged to the Law of God )his myſtical birth day,is th true ſeventh 
day, of the Evargelicall Liw. By the power of tke word of his ſeventh 
dzjes Evangelicall reſt, commanding the Evangelicall vrorſhip of the ſeventh 
day of his Law Dy man,and In the ſeventh day , the Evangelicall obedience 
of man,to his whole Evangclicall Law,implicd in the ſeventh day.To whoſe 
{ithfull obedience , the etern:ll bleſſing of his Evangelicall bicth daies ret 
is due by the Law of God. The fecond type and figure , whereby the mylti- 
| call Virgin Sabbath was prefigurate: was the Sabbaticall yeare of Jubile. For 
fiſt as in the yeare of Juvile , all bound men, all ſold and pawned Land, the 
exth and the labouring Cattel] were ſet at liberty; So by the bloody reft of 
Chriſt Jeſus blefled body inthe grave (for the ſpace of the whole laſt Sabbath) 
al men condemncd and bound by the curſe of the Law forthe fin of Adam, 
to eternal! death and darknes,and the creatures created for man, where freed 
from the eternall curſe of the Law,and ſet at liberty. Sccondly as the yeare 
of Jubile ( by the immediate influence of God) without all Iabour,help,orin- 
duitry of man the earth (of its owne accord) did produce the fruit thereof, 
for the.comfort of man, and for the creatures created for man , So by the 
myſicall Sabbath, (without all the help, aide, or afiſtance of any man natu- 
rally deſcended of Adam) did bring forth the Evangelicall word (enabled 
by the immediate a& of his owne 1afinit power( upon the joyfull day of his 
refurreRion: Who 15 the life, light, and foode of man , and by whom only 
man and all the creatures created for man,doe live,move,and have the conti- 
puation of their redeemed being. The blefled day of whoſe myſticall Evan- 
gelicall birth, being the Juſt ſeventh day,from the laſt formall Jewes prophe- 
ticai Sabbath{as man naturally deſcended of Adam, is obliged to the Law of 
| God) the bleſſed day therefore of the Lords refurreRion , 1s the true ſeventh 
day of the Evangelicall Law of righteouſnes of faith, whereby the Son of 
nghteouſnes, in his bleſſed day began to ſhine one high , by inlightning the 
| Ccremonia'l darkneſſe of the propheticall Sabbath ( propheſying his death) 
through all the Nations of the world, by the light of his bleſſed day, leading 
all men (by the hands of faith) to lay hold on the Evangelicall word, the 
Lord of the life, light, and re{t of mar; and of the creatures created forman, 
to be inbelized by the thankfoll praiſes and 7#65/es of all the Nations of the 
world. The my ſticall Evangelicall birth day therefore , of rhe Evangelicall 
Word (the Lords day) is the true joyfull day of all the years of this life., pro- 
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phefied by the myſticall yeere of Jubile ; which by the truth of the Lorgs|b 
Evangelicall reſt, from the fulfilling of the promiſe ofthe bleſſed ſeed (ati. 


ling from his bloody reſt )is the true Evangelical word of the ſeventh day of 
the Law of rightcouſnes of faith, next tobe declared. : 


CHAP. VII. 
T he acclaration of the Evangelical word, 


TD He Evangelicall wordis taken in a twofold ſenſe, firſt, the Evangelical || 
2 wordistakeneffentially for the ſecond peifon of the ſacredTrinity(God 
equal with the Father and Holy Spirit )in which fenſe the Evangelical word 
Is1ncommunicable to man or Angel. Secondly,the Evangelical word is ta- 
Ken for the word of the Lords day (the 7th day of the Evangelical L1w of 
Zaith) as it is the Image of Gad in his Son Chriſt Ieſus.For as the Lords daies 
Evangelicall reſt, is the Image of the Lords eternall life and reſt : So the 
light of the Lords day isthe Image of bis inacceſſable light, andinthis ſenſe 
the Evangelicall word, is communicable to man, and t is the life and light 
of man, and hath a twofold acception; firft the Evangelicall word, is taken 
for the word of the Lords day, as it is the Evangelicall word of the ſeventh 
day of the Law of righteouſnes of faith. Secondly the Evangelicall word is 
taken, for the word of promiſe and new covenant, whereby both God and 
man are mutually obliged. For though the word of the ſeventh day of the 
- Law, and the word of promiſe and covenant, be really one, yet they are ofa 
_ formall difference. Firſt therefore of the Evangelicall word of ths Lords day, 
ar - is the word of the ſeventh day of the Evangelicall Law of righteouſnes 
of faith. 
- The Evangelicall word of the Lords day, is the ſame reall word which was 
from the beginning. And therefore it is ſaid by Iohn 1. 4. 5, that init (that 
is) in that word was life, and that that life, was, the light of man, which 
doth in this manner appeare. Firſt in the ſtate of perfeRion, by the word of 
the Law written in Adams heart ſpiritually enlightned, Adam did live, move | 
_ and had the perfection of his naturall and ipirituall being, and felicity. Wher- 
by Adam was the Image of righteouſnes and holines. And the word of the 
firlt ſeventh day, of the Law of righteouſnes (implying the command of the 
whole Law ) was objected to Adams externall ſenſes, obliging Adam to the 
command of the Law of righteouſnes. To the merit of whoſe perfe& obe- 
dience, the bleſſing of the firſt ſeventh daies eternall reſt, was due by the 
Law of righteouſnes. Wherby, Adam had the continuation of his created. 
eſtate of perfeRion and felicity, while Adam did ſtand 18 the perfeRion of 


- 
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| his obedience : And was to nave continued, eternally npon earth, to Adam 


by covenant ; if Adam had continued in the perfeRion of his obedience. The 
word of God therefore to Adam, before the fall (as he was the head of all 


-[men natera]l to deſcend of his loines) was the word of the firſt ſeventh day 


of the Law of rightecuſnes, implying the command of the whole Law. Se- 
condly, Adam (10 whome as 1n the head, all were created ) having tranſ- 
preſſed the command of God, of the Law of righteouſnes, the tranſgreſſion 
was infinit,for the tranſgreſſion of the Law (as 1tis the Law ofrighteouſnes) 

$an immediate contempt againſt the infinit Majeſty of God, and confequent- 

ly the ſinne infinit. And the ſecond Perſon of the Trinity in whom1s only 

mercy (being then not revealed to Adam) the finne was without any hope: 
of revealed mercy : wherby Adam and all men created in Adam (as head) 
naturally to deſcend of Adam, were (in the juſtice of God by covenant} 
condemned to the eternall curſe of the Lay of righteouſnes, by the curſe of 
eternall death and darknes. Adam therefore, and 211 men naturally to deſcend 
of Adam (as head) out ofthe infinit love and mercy of God to manin his Sor | 
Chriſt Ieſus ( according to his decree from all eternity) being redeemed 
fromthe cntſe of the Law by the curſed death of his only Son (which was 
tobe ſuſtainedin his prefixed time ) the word of the Law then written in 
the heart of man, was the redeemed Image of God in his Son Chriſt TIeſus,by 
the power of which redeemed word, Adam after the fall did live, move, and 
had his redeemed grace of naturail and morall beipg ; but ſhut up in ſpiritu- 


ll darknes t1!1 he was regenerate. And the word of the ſeventh day of the 
Law, was then obzeRed to Adamsexternall ſenſes, as it was the propheti- 
all word of the ſeventh day of the Law of righteouſnes of faith in the pro- - 


| iſe of the blefled ſeed : then by the name of the Sabbath of the Lord, pro» - 


(by, 
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by the redeemed word of the Law written in the heart, 'the naturall mar 

doth live move and hath his redeemed grace ct naturall and morall bein | 
{hut up in ſpiritualldarknes till he be regenerate. So the Evanpelicall word 
of the Lords day (as it is the ſeventh day of the Evangelicall Liw of rightes| 


of the truth of the Lords Evangelicall reſt, from the fulfilling of his promiſe 
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ouſnes of faith) is objected to the externall ſenſes of man, as it is the word 


of the blefled feed, obliging the faith of all the Nations of the World, to he. 
leeve the truth of the Lords fulfilled promiſe, to whoſe faith, the dleſling of 
the Lords merit of eternall life and reſt, (by the fulfil:ing of his promiſe) iz 
due morally by the Law, whereby the naturall mans redeemed grace of naty.

rall and morall being, is contirued while he is in this life, and DEINE regents 
rat, hath hiseternall life, light, and reft in tbe life to come. 


The judicious reader therefore may plaivly obſerve that the Evangelicul| 


word ofthe Lords day (the ſeventh day of the Evangelicall Law of righte- 
ouſnes of faith) 1s the ſame reall word, which was from the beginning, in 


the true knowledge wherof is the life, light, & eternalreſt ofman : for ag by 
the literall light, ofthe Lords day, the naturall man is literally led to the mo-} 


rall bleſting of the Lords merit, by the Lords dates Evangelicall reſt : $o by 
the Lords fpirituall light (in Gods prefixed time) the naturall man apprehen- 
ding himfclfe dead in aQuuall ſpirituall finne (as finne is a fearfull contempt 


- againſt the infinit Majeſty of God.) The naturall man in this ſpirituall feare 


(being led by this ſpirituall light, to the Lords infinit merit) doth (by the 


- hands of his ſpirituall faith) lay ſuch ſpiricuall hold on the Lords infinit me- 


rit, as all the created powers of God, and all the temptations of the Divell, 


and the World, are not able to part the naturall man ( being regenerate) 
from tke grace of his ſpitituall hold. And thisis that faith, which the Lord 
ſaith, is able to command, rhe greateſt Mountaine of temptation, and to call 


it ſellfe in the Sea, if it ſtand in the way, to ſeperatetheregenerate man,from 
Weds ſpirituall hold of eternall life. Though his ſpirituall faith be ſo litle, as1 

_ *"graine ofmuſtardſeed. For the th:eatned Mountaine of naturall death it ſelfe, 
#15 not able, to ſeperate the regenerate man, from this ſpirituall hold totally 


and final'y. This light of the Lords day therefcre, is that light of that ſpiritu- 


all fire, which came downe from Heaven : not the fearfull firie light, of Gods 


conſumirg fire, which came downe from Heaven to burne the Holocauſt 
Sacrifice of the Lambe of God : tut the gracious light of the Lords deats 
love, warning, quickning, inlightning, and raiſing from the dead, where !t 
doth ſhine : By which eracious light, as a'l men were raiſed from the firſt 
death of the curſe of the Law for the finne of Adam : So this gracious light

The Qucſticn kere,is of morall fiith:And 
therefore] ſay, That faiths not by reading o: ths word, as the written 
word, is the obje& of the ſence of ſeeing : but as the written vord doth pre- 
ſuppoſe the word ſpoken, (for it is the word ſp:ken that is read) in which 
caſe morall faith may be ſaid to be by reacing. For, many times God (by his 
 o&3:Aive concurſive grace ) doth concurre with the naturall mans reading _ 
ofthe word, and with the reading of the fpirituall Writers upon the word, 
whereby the natural! mzns underitanding is ecligatencd , and bis will mo- 
ved morally to beletve the word, and his heart inclined, to give morallode- 
Gdjenceto the literall command orthe word : But while God doth -not af- 
ford his cocurfive objeRive grace. (which is in his keee plezture)the naturall 
man readeth but a dead letter ; for the lite of the word is inthe ſound of ths

Though woman therefore ({c- 
duced by the falſe rrechery of Satan) was the inſtrument of the fall of man ; yer 
woman, firſt and laſt, was the moſt happy news-bringer, of the mo joy full ti- 
dings that ever came to man or Angel. Let a man therefore honour woman, 


wiom God the Lord hath fo highly honoured : For, firſt, woman was the happy 


inſtrument of the ſalvation of man,and of the confirmed grace of the Angels. Se- 
condly, woman was the happy inſtrument that man 1s crowned with the incor- 
mptible crown of glory eternally 1n all heavenly happinefle ; whereas, though 
man had ſteod in the ſtate of perteAion, man mult have enjoyed his perfction 
and tclicity ut eternally upon earth.

CHAP. XEHL =.

He Queſtion here may be moyed : Since at the name of Jeſus every knee 
muſt bow, P#1, 2. 10, 11. of things in heaven, of things upon earth, and of 
things under the earth ; wherefore is not the ſeventhday of che Evangelicall lawy 
of taith,called rather by the name of Jeſus day,then by the name of the Lords day?” 
I an{xver,becanſe it 1s by the light of the ſeventh day of the Evangelical law of 
faith, (by the truth of the Lords Evaneclicall reſt and reſurrection from the fulfil- 
ling of his promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed) that Jeſus is known to be the Saviour of 
mari, the eternall Son of God, Lord, God and man, equall to the Father and holy 
Spirit (as hath been formerly declared, ) by the infinite fanAified power of 
whoſe bleſſed merit, the Lords day is blefſed and {:nRified, and the Evangeli- 
cal worſhip of the Lords day, immediatly commanded. Though Jeſus theres 
fore, be the name of the Son of Gold, as he 1s man, begot of the ſeed of the wo- 
man, and the Saviour of man, by his curſed death and bloody reſt in the grave,

believing heart, (implying the Spirit of the mind) that Jeſus, the Saviour of man,

So the confelſion of the rongue ; as likewiſe from rhe Spirit of faith in the heart, 
that Jeſus the Saviour of man, is the Lord, by the truth of his mcric, by his Evan- 
gelicall reſt and reſurre&ion from the fnlklling of his pronutfe of the bleſſed ſeed 
upon the Lords day, whereby the worſhip of the Lords Jy is commanded in fpi-

(enlightened by the light of the Lords day, really one with the light of the re- 
deemed word of the law in the heart) man doth bulicve, that che Lord hath ful- 
filled the law of righteouſneſſe, by whoſe merir, the belirveris faved ; and with 
the month man doth confeſle, before (G01 and man,that he 1s faved by taich inthe 
truth of the Lords only merit; for as by his only m-ric all men are ſaved from the 
firſt death, which is the curſe of the law for the fin of Ada ; fo all the faithful 
are faved from the ſecond death, which is the cnet of the Inwy of Faith,

{ons ct the Trinity. Lord God and man, 

The ſecond thing to be obſerved inthe words, is, that by the things in 
Heaven, the Saints departed this life ; and the blefſed Angeles, are to be ur 
derſ{tood : for as the Satnts in Heaven doe (with all bumility ) acknow- 
ledge their plory and heavenly felicity, to the only merit of the Lord Jetus 
Chriſt : So doe the Angels (with all tumility ) acknowledge the conſerved 
grace of their created perfeRion to the meric of the Lord Jeſus:Chriſt, to 
whoin bis merit doth extend, who are conſerved as miniſtring ſpirits, fer 
man : Firſt, for man, Chriſt Jeſus, while he was perſonally upon earth, that 
his foote ſhould notdaſh againſt a ſtone ; Zxke 4. 19. and ſecondly, they 
are miniſtring ſpirits, for his myſticall members , that the foot of their fayth 
ſhall not be daſned (totally and finally) againſt the tony temptation of Sz- 
tan and his inſtruments in this life.

mercy to man : for, as by his curſed death of the Crofle,our Saviour did me» 


Iit the ſalvation of all men, fromthe curſe of the Law, for the fin of Adams 


So by kis bloudy relt inthe grave, by his fulfilling of the law in the ſeventh 
day ofthe laſt Sabbath, the eternall life and reſt (loſt by Adam from the firlt 
ſeventh day of the law ) was due to the Lords merit , whereby all beleevers 


_ are ſaved from the ſecond death, extending his twofold love and mercy to 


all men by the new Covenant : whoſe mercy (according to the truth of his 


infinite merit) being likewiſe infinite : The Lords gracious armes of mercy» 
are outſtretched to the penitent ſinner,for all the daies of this life, by the new 


Covenant. And this is the reaſon, that wretched men do fo inſult, upon the 


/ 
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choy ſee the daily love and mercy of God extended toall men in thislife, whoſe 
<1 doth ſhine, and his rain doth tall, both upon the juſt and the unjuſt, Meat.5.45. 
And this is likewiſe the reaſon, that many Frcueh moſt unjuſtly) do grudge the 
temporall bleiings of God tothe wicked, who, though they do enjoy the tempo- _ 
rall bleflings of the Lords merit, by his Evangchicall reſt ; yet they are far from 
the ſpirinll blefiing of the Lords merit, whereby man is only ſaved. Bur the 
Lord hath thus gracioully obliged himfelt by che new covenant ; firſt, that wret- 
ched nx ſhould not-difpair of the Lords mercy,while he hath all the dayes of this 
Life ro repent him of is actual tins : Secondly, that the wicked may be cxcuſe- 
Icfe : For, though God willeth that all men ſhould be faved, 1 Tm. 2.4. by 
tcſtifying of their txnkfulncfle for their redemption,by the works of truth, love, 
and 1mcrcy, to which they are morally enabled (by the redeemed word of the 
law, written m their heart) yet while the wicked man (withour any created 
pow-r,to neceſſitate his morall difovedience) doth (by his obſtinare continuance 
1 fin and wickedneſſe) make himfelt the curſed feed of Satin. The Lord doth 
juſtly give him over toa reprobate minde, and doth moſt juſtly will his condem- 
nation ; where (by the way) the difference between the firſt and ſecond cove- 
nant, is tobe obſerved for the leaſt tranſereflion of thelaw by the firſt covenant, 
was without all revealed hope of mercy, or time of repentance ; but the ſecond 
covenant (both Prophetically and Evangelically )1s with all hope of mercy by re- 
pentance for all the days of this life : Fonrthly,the new covenant,is called the co- 
venant of faith ; becauſe the Lords merit of eternall life, by his Evangelicall reſt, 
(which is the bleſſing of the Lords day) is the immediate object of faith; and 
therefore the Evangelicall law, is called the law of righteouſneſſe of faith, though 
the works of faith, (which are the works of truth, love, and.mercy) are equally 
commanded in the command of faith,which is the neceſſary, ſole immediate effict- 
ent cauſe of the works of faith ; and therefore neceſſarily commanded in the com- 
mand of faith : while the Apoſtle therefore doth affirm, that mans juſtified by

bleflcd ſeed ; to whole faith,the bleſſing of his merit of etcrna!l life is due by the 
law which is commanded in the comanded worſhip of the Lords day, as may ap- 
pear by the word of promiſe & new covenant: Go and reach + preach the Evangel 
roall nations baptizing them in the name of the Father and of the Son,and of the boty 
Spirit Mar.16.15,16.he that ſhal believe,/tall be ſaved, but he that wil nor believe, 
| ſpall be condemned. The ſenſe of the word of the covenant is this : Go and preach 
the Evangel,that is, go and preach & proclaim the glad cxdings of my reſurr2Hion 
and reſt, this day from the fulfilling of my promile of the blefled-ſced (which is the 
ſumme of the whole Evangel, implied in the Lords day,by the Lords Evangelicall 
reſt ;) go therefore,preach che Evangel to all nations, baptizing them,in the name 
of the Father,and of the Son,and of the holy Spirit, as by my reſurrection and reſt 
this day from the power of fin, Satan, hell,eternall death, the curſe of the law, and 
the po\ver of the grave,T have manifcſted my ſelf(by mine own infinit immediate 
power) Truth to man by the fulfilling of my promuſe ; and 1 that truth, love,and 
mercy to man,and in that truth, love,and mercy,God and-man,in the three coefen- 
tiall diſtin perſons of the Trinity ; whoſoever ſhall believe in-me, (to wit, eter- 
_ | nall life,and reſt by the power of my infinit merit by my Evangelical reſt) ſhall 
be ſaved from the curſe of the ſecond death, for the tranſgreſfſion of the law of 
faich,as by my bloody reſt in the grave, (from the curſed death of the croſle) all 
men are ſaved from the curſe of the lavy for their tranſgreſſion of the law in 
Adam,wvhich is the firſt death; he that will not beheve in me,ſhall be condemned, 
to wit,to the mercilefle curſe of the Evangelical law of faith, which is mercileſſe. 
I This falvation and condemnation of man, (being the 'twofold reward of the 
Evangelicall law,due by the law,according to the obedience or finall diſobedience 
of man) : The Lord commands man to his new covenant by the immediate word 
ind command of the Evangelical law,by which command the reward is only due. 
| The chief precept of whoſe Evaneelicall law,being the precept of the Lords com- 
manded worſhip (implying the command of the whole Evangelicall obedience 
and Religion of man). The Lords day therefore, 'by the Lords ummediate word) 
& commanded,and in the Lords day (as it is the ſeventh day of the Evangelical 
law) the obedience of man, to the whole Evangelicall law is neceflarily com-

manded. Thus, according to the' truth of the ſacred word, having ſet down the 


erue ſenſe of thenew covenant ; Inext ſet down the formall obligement of man 
to the Evangelicall law of God by the new covenant. 


Asthe Lords rcſurre&ion and reſt, -from his fulfilling of his promiſe of the |

bleſſed ſeed (upon the Lords day) doth extend to the ſafery of all men from the 
curſe of eternall death for the firlt finne in Adam : And to the ſafety of all belee- 
vers, dead in actnill ſinne, for their owne naturall tranſerefſion, of the Evange- 


Jicall law of rightcouſnefſe of faith : So the merit of the Lords reſurre&ion, doth 


likewiſe extend, to the confirmation oi the bleſſed Angels, in the grace of their 
created perfection, who are fent as miniſtring ſpirits, for the ſaving of the elec, 
from being finally overcome , by the tempration of ſatan and his crucll inftru- 


ments. The Lords reſurrection and reſt therefore (upon the Lords day) being the 
moſt joytull newes that ever came to Man or Angell, his ſeventh daycs reſt is for- 


mally Evangelicall; and conſequently the commanded worſhip of the Lords day, 


formally Evangclicall; which is therefore commanded in ſpirit and truth, that is 


in the ſpirit of faith, mn the truth of the Lords merit, to the joy and comforrt of all 
The Nations of the world. For both Iew and Gentile (by the immediate com- 
mand of the Lords dayes commanded Evangelicall worſhip ) are freed from the 


fore yoke of the ſabbaricall ſeventh dayes Propheticall ceremoniall worſhip, im- 


plying the whole ceremontall law. 


According to the formall Evangelicall worſhip thercfore of the Lords day(the 


ſeventh day of the Evangelicall law ) the whole Evangelicall law of righteouf- 
nefle of faith,is formally and Evaneelically both obliged and commanded, by the 
zmmediate word of the Lord of the Lords day by his new Covenant,obliging and 
commanding,the faithful obedience of all the Nations of the world(firft and im- 


mediately) to the commanded Evangelicall wor es of the Lords day,and in that 


commanded worſhip commanding the faithtull obedience of man to the com- 


mand of the whole Evancelicall law of faith, that by beleeving in the Lords me-. 


"Tit (by the Lords dayes evangelical reſt) they may be ſaved from the curſe of the 
{ſecond death : to which command all men are morally enabled by the redeemed 


word of the lavy written jntheir heart , really one with the command ot the.

Sabbath eenld bave bees worſhipped, either for the Fees formall Prophe- 
zicall Sabbath, or for the Lords day, 


F the declaration of the Lords day a twofold Queſtion may be moved : The 


Sabbath, 


frft ts, whether ( inany morall rizht by the command of thelaw” ) the laſt 
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<abbath, (by the whole ſpace whereof, the ſacred body of the Lord did reſt in his. 
grave) might not have been worſhipped for the formall Iewes Prophericall ſab-= 
back > The ſecond queſtion is, Whether (in any morall right by the command of 
the law) the laſt Sabbath might not have been worſhipped for the Lords day, the 
firſt Evangelical ſeventh day of the law of faith? | 

Firſt, I anſwer to the fiſt Queſtion. 

Leſt there be a miſtake. in this Diſcourſe, I firſt ſtate the Queſtion. The 
cueſtion here, is not inthe matter of fact, whether the Jews did celebrate, 
or did not celebrate, the ceremoniall worſhip of the laſt Sabbath , for the 
Jews propheticall Sabbath. But the Queſtton is, whether ( in any morall 
right by the command of the Law) the Jews might have worſhipped that 
day, by the Ceremoniall worſhip of their propheticall Sabbath. And now 
I anſwer; And do aftirme, that it 15 impoſlible(by any right of the command 
of the law of God) that the Jews might have celcbrated the laſt Sabbath, for 
their propheticall Sabbath ; for ſach commanded worſhip kad inferred a 
twofold neceſſary contradiion in the command of the law. For firſt, by 
ſuch ceremoniall worſhip of thelaſt Sabbath, Chriſts death ſhould have been 
prefigurate to be hereafter, while as his ſacred body lay in the grave. 

Secondly, though the formall propheticall Jews Sabbath day, was not 
aQually determined , till it was immediately determined, by the day of 
Chriſts reſurreQion from the grave : yet allthe propheties, of all the pro-. 
pheticall Sabbarhs, all the jubilees of Sabbaths, and all the propbeſies, pro- 
pheſying of Chriſt, from the foundation of the world, wete all aQtually de- 
termined, by his reft in the grave , for the whole ſpace of the lalt Sabbath, 
So that if there ſhould have beene any ſuch command of the law ; the pro- 
Pheſies ſhould have beene fulfilled, and not fulfilled as by the ceremonialt _ 
worſhip of the laſt Sabbath Chriſt ſhould have beene dead, and not dead, 
Which is a twofold contradiion. Neither in all reaſon , durft the High 
Prieſt that day , offer to celebrate the ceremoniall worſhip of the golden 
| Altar, (which he was to diſcharge, after the ſervice of the brazenAlter) 

2nd that for this twofold feare. Firſt, the great rent ( from the "top to the 
bottome) of the Vale of the Temple, was juſt betwcene the' golden Alter, - 
2ndtheTable of Shew-bread,where a great deale of ſtonesand rubbiſh mult 
fall, whereby the table of Shew-bread , and the golden Alter were parted ; 
my {tically Gignifying to the High Prieſt, that the bread of life was ſeperate; 
and departed from the cerem.oniall worſtip of the golden Altar. Now,the 


goiden Altar Randing fo neere to the great ruinous wall , the Prieſt in his _ 


comming up to offer ſweet Incenſe at the golden Altar, might have beene 


afraid tobe brained with the ſtones falling fromthe great rent of the I -Y

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— The next foare was farre greater : for, the high Prieft in his comming yy

Candleſticks were directly oppoſite; Now it was death for the Prie't him. 
ſelfe to looke on the Arke of the Lord, with any matcriall light : Inſomuch, 
_ that ( out of all queſtion) by the reflex of the light of the zolden Candle. 
_ Ricks, from the golden Crowne, Cherubims, and Mercy-ſzat, and fromthe 
gliſtring gold of the golden Alter : All the Prieſts were that day confoun- 
ded. Though the High Prieſt, or any man that day, vithout any ferre, might 
have.entered the higheſt place, and have touched, and looked on the Arke; 


Ibut it was morethen was then knowae to the high Prielt. Aziinſt this jt 


may be objected : Luke the Evangeliſt fait, Zvke 33 56. That the women, 
according to the command of the Law, reſted from going to the ſacred 
grave that day, which command of the Law, wasthe command of the pro- 
pheticall Sabbath day, I anſwer. Luke, the faithfull Hiſtoriographer of 

the ſacred Hiſtory , doth faithfully relate the a& of the religious women, 
_ with the preciſe circumſtance of the time of the a&, what the women ( then 
full of ſorrow for the Lord of life ) were conltrained to doe, out of their re- 
 ſpe& to the command of the Sabbath , which was that day in force , for 
ought that the women did know : But Luke, doth not relatz what the wo- 
men might have done that day : Neither had it been fitting for the Evange- 
_  liſtfoto have done; for the formall command of the Szobath day (as it was 
the formall propheticall Jews Sabbath day) was not aftually determined, 
cill it was determined by the next day, the day of Chriſts refurreRion from 


the grave, to wit, the Lords day though the prophefies of the Sabbath were 
then actually determined. And ſo much for anſwer to the firſt Queſtion. 


To the ſecond Queſtion, I anſwer. That it had beene as impoſſible (in 


any morall right by the command of the Law ) that the laſt Sabbath (for the 


tall, forrowfull , and lamentable light of the ſound of the word , of the ſe- 
venthday of the laſt Sabbath,bad been repugnant to the zoyfal Evangelicall 
ſound; & light ofthe word of theLords day.Secondly,the Evangelicall wor- 
ſhip of the Lords day, to have beene celevrate, upon the laſt Sabbath;had im- 
plyed a manifeſt contradiRion, in the command of the law ; for,fo the Jaw 
ſhould have commanded the day of tke Lords reſurre&ion to be worſhipped 
in ſpirit and truth; while as contrary to all truth, the ſeofitive body of our 
- Saviour did lye dead in the grave that day, Thirdly, by the Tommanded 9

grave) could have beene worſhipped for the Lords day. For firſt,the mourn- |

for che laſt enemy to be conquered by the Lord of life, wag the grave. Fourthly, 
| the commanded Evangelicall worſhip of that day, had been contraditory to 
| Chriſts own prophefie, which was, that he ſhould riſe again the third day, while 
by his Evangelicall worſhip, he muſt have riſen the ſecond day. Fifthly, by 
| ach commanded Evangchlicall worſhip of the laſt Sabbath ; the Apoſtles mult 
| have been fulſe witneſſes,ir preaching and proclaiming, that the Lord was riſen 
| from the grave,while his ſacred body did reſt in the grave. Sixthly, ſach Evange- 
licall worſhip of the laſt Sabbath had overthrown the chief Article of Chriſtan 
faich : For all Chriſtians are obliged to believe, that the Lord of life roſe the third 
| day from the grave, and not the ſecond day; and ſo much for anſwer to the ſe- 
cond queſtion againſt this declaration of the Lords day, three obejeRions are to 
be anfiyered. |

fulfilled the command of the laſt Sabbath (by his obedience even to the 
death of the Crofle by his redemption of man, from the curſe cf the law for 
the ſinne of Adam : And by his reſt 1n the grave (after his death) upon th; 
laſt Sabbath, haveing fulfilled the whole law in the command of the ſeventh 
_ day: Theeternalllife and reſt, of the firſt ſeventh day loſt by Adam, wasre- 
deemedlikwiſe for man, and due by the law to our Saviours merit. Now the 


eternalllife and reſt of man,being in our Saviour : The Lord by his reſurre&j- | i 


on from the grave, did manifeſt himſclife, truth to man (by the fulfilling of 

his promiſed reſt) and in that truth, Lord God, Jeſus Chriſt the eternall Son 
- of God, Godequall withthe Father and holy Spirit, the eternall life an reſt 
of man, The day of whoſe reſurre&tion, being the juſt ſeventh day of the 
law, as man naturally deſcended of Adatn, is obliged to the law of God ; the 
Lord by the power of his merit by his Evangelicallreſt , from the fulfilling 
of the law for man (implying bis bloody reſt from the redemption 
of man from the curſe of the law for the finne of Adam) doth command the 
day of his reſurre&jon (the Lords day) to be worſhipped by man, for the ſe- 
venth day of his Evangelicalllaw. -And therefore to conclude this anſwer, 
The ſeventh day of gge law (by the laſt Sabbath) being fulfilled by our Savi- 
ours obedience even to the death of the Croffe : and the ſeventh day ofthe 
law(as man naturally deſcended of Adam is oblieged to thelaw)being con- 
tinned, in the command of the Lords day , there is not any ſeventh day, or 
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any jot or tittle of the law loſt, as man is oblieged to the law of God. Where 
the judicious Reader may obſerve, that as the gracious promiſe of the blel- 
| fed feed, went forth from the eternall Word, (eternall life and reſt )So by the 
fulfilling of bis promiſe, the eternall life and reſt of man, is returned tothe 
Word. And this is the reaſon, that God is called Alpha and Omega , the fitl 
and the laſt, Rev.22.13. allin all. Even as wee ſee the great Ocean , from 
whence all the wells, ſprings, brooks, rivers, and all the waters falling from 
the clouds doe proceed ; So all do returne to the Ocean, from whence they 
"came : and fo much for anſwer to the firſt objeRion.

nefie of faith, impiying the whole word and law of God ; which the Lord 
of the Lords Jay, dil plant, while he was perſonal.y upon earth , and wate- 
red with his preciuns bloud : for the enabling cf the Apoſtles ts the eftablt- 
ſhing and encreaſe whereof , the Keyes of the kingdome of Heaven (that 
rb Peerle ) weredclivered to the Apoſtles, which are the reyes of the Old 
and New Teſtament ; this power of the” keyes of the kinglome of heaven, 


delivered to the Apoſtles was threefold. The firſt was the power of the 


light of the word, which did ſhine from the word it ſelfe, the Lord of the 


law of righteouſaeſſe of faith. By which power the Apoltles were enabled 


to teach and preach the Evangell to all the Nations of the world. The fc= 


cond power of the word was, the power of healing, diſpoſeſſing , and the 
power of miracles, whereby their doctrine was confirmed, and the Evangell 
eſtabliſhed. The third was the power of command, whereby obedience was 
givento the word taught and preached by the Apoſtles. 
The power of the light of the word, whereby the Apoſtles were enables 
to teach and preach.,, was morall and ſpirituall : the morall light, was the 
light of the ſound of the mediate word of the Lord of life ; by which light, 
the Apoſtles were firſt literally led to the Lords merit, by his Evangelicall 
reſt, which is the firſt light leading to the kingdome of heaven. The glori- 


| <usriches of this light, (bought at the price of the ſacred bloud of the Lord 


of light) was prefigurate by the light of the golden Candlefticks, in the holy 
place, and by the rich robe and veſture of the high Prieſt ; as alſothe ſound 
of this rich word, was prefigurate by the ſound of the bells, hapging at the 
high Prieſts rich veſture, Ex0d.2. 33. Ed 

The ſpirituall light, by which the Apoſtles were enabled to teach and 
preach the Evangell, was in the ſpirituall ſanRifying uncerftanding of-che 
word of the law of righteouſnefle, which the Apoſtles received of the ho- 


Y Spicit, of the Lord of light and life, immediately fignified by our Savioury 
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; With the ſpiritual power, to teach and preach,and with the holineſſe of ſpiri- 
_ tuall ation , whereby they ſhined as pure light 1n the darkeneſle of the 
world, leadivg all men tothe kingdome of heaven, who were able to be led 
by that light. This pare L1ght of ſpirituall righteouſneſſe, was likewiſe pre.

Sraven tn the Breſt-plate of the high Prieſt, and by the high Prieſts white 
pure velture, with which he was cloathed, when he went in oncea yeart, 
| 3nto the holieſt place, to obtaine pardon of actuall ſin , -at the Mercy-ſeat, 
And tbis 1s the light and holineſle of life , with which the Apoſtolicall ſuc- 
, Cefſors, are to be continually veſted to goe in and out before their charge. 
The ſecond power of the Keyes of the word, whereby the Apoltles were 
enabled, Aſarke 16.17. was the power of healing, diſpoſeſling of poſſeſſed 
with evill ſpirits, and with the power of miracles, which was given to the 
Apoſtles. for the confirmation of their doctrine , and for the eltabliſning of 
the Evangell, planted by the Lord of the Lords day , ſealed by his prectons 
bloud. Which being eſtabliſhed by the Apoſtles, and the eſtabliſhing there- 
of ſealed hkewiſe: by their owne bloud, the power of healing , difpoſlef- 
fine, and miracles, did determine in the Apoſtles, according to the eternall 
_ decree of God. And this power of the word given to the Apoltles, was like- 
_ wiſe ptrefigurate by Aarons Rod, placed by the word , 1n the Arke of the 
Covenant. | 
_  Thethird power of the Keyes of the word, given to the Apoſtles, fon 
20:23. (which islikewiſe given inthe Apoſtles, to the Apoſtslicall ſuc 
_ ceffors) i8the morall power of commanding the obedience of man, tothe 
command of the word. And this power doth confift in mercy and jaſtice: 


In metcy, the authority is given to patdon the morall fin of the penitent ſcan- 


dalons contemner, of the command of the word delivered by the Apoſtles 
and Minifters of the word. The power of juſtice, is in the authority of the 
morall {word of excommunication. Whereby the proud rebellious contem- 
ners ofthe word (preached by the Apolſttes and Miniſters of the word) arc 
_ cutoff from the viſible Church, and from the bleſſing of the Lords merit, 
which 18by the hearing of his word. To the end that Evangelicall morall 


obedience, may be givzn to the teaching and prexebivg of the word. Now

of the Word : For, by this power of the keys, the proudeſt rebellious contemner 
of the command of Gol, founded by the Miniſters of the word and ſacraments, is 
brought to ſubjection. And that for two main reaſons : The firſt is, becauſe the 
proud contemner being excommunicare, the ſin 1s never pardoned by God, be- 
forc it be firſt pardoned by the Miniſters of the Word, which is a moſt fearfull 

caſe, if the contemner, ſhould die in his impenitcncy and obſtinacy. The ſecond 
reaſon is, becauſe the civill {word of the Magiſtrate, is to ſecond the power of 


the morall f\yord,to free the Church of God from ſuch proud contempt,to whoſe 


protection the militant Church of Gol 1s committed, as to the Father of the fa- 
mily,to be preſerved in the purity of the light of the word,and in the freedome of 
the profeſſion of the word, in which reſpe the twofold portion of the firſt born, 
15 due by the law of God to the King, The firſt is, the mheritance of the crown ; 
for the enabling of the King to advance the obedicnt (to the command of the 
word) who are alwayes his moſt faithfnll and loyall ſubzeats. The ſecond is the

5, 6. dothname the day, as the 
Lord himſelf did name his blefſed day to the Tewes, calling it his own day: : 
and Paul doth call the Lords day, the firſt day of the week, as the Lordsday is the | 
<ghth day incluſively, from the laſt formall Iewifh prophericall Sabbath, pref 
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gurate by the ſacrament of circumciſion, which vas the true firft day of the week, | 


according to the lewiſh ſabbaricall acconnt, who did begin the firſt day of their 
week upon the next day immediatly ſucceeding the formall propheticall Jews 
fabbath: and the firſt day immediatly ſucceeding the laſt formall Iswes Sabbark 
was the day of Chrilts re{urreion from the grave, the Lords day. For it was the 
 wiſdome of the Spirit of God in the Apoſtles (I in the eſtabliſhing of the Evans 
gell) not to name the Lords day, either the ſeventh day of the Evangelicall law 
_ or the ſeventh day of the week ; leſt thereby the Apoſtles ſhould have given fach 


_Viſtaſte to the obſtinat? Tewes, as that the Iews ſhould have utterly rejeted the 
embracing of the Evangel in the fuſt entry : For, the ſeventh day of the p:ophe- 


ticall Iews ſabbath, was the very ground and foundation of all the Iews religion, 


which was the morall glory of the world at that time : and thegronund of all the 
meanes, and of the great preferment of the tribe of Levi. And therefore both Paul 
and the Apoſtles(ar firlt) did mildly wink at,and paſle over the Iews ning (or r2- 
ther the abuſing) of many judaicall ceremonies, even to the adminiſtration of 
the prophericall ſacraments ; and all to win the obſtinate Tews by all fair means 
to the embracing of the Evangell, not otherwiſe to have been tolerate. 
*  Burafter(by the great mercy of God )the Evangel began to take ſome footing, 
the Evangel by degrees, began to be boldly preached,and the Lords day began to 
beworſhipped, and (in tract of time) practiſed by the Apoltles, received by Em- 
perours, Kings, Princes and ſtates from age to age, and at length, to be decreedin 
Generall Councels, to the admiration of the world : For, ſuch was the former 
glory of the Propheticall,Judaicall Sabbath, as it might have ſeemed (toa naturall 
man) impoſſible that the Lords day could ever have been ſo generally received. 
But whatſoever men may conceive, the only reaſon was, that the ſound of the

_ decree of Ged. Seventhly ( contraditory to the opinion of the maintainers 
of the abſolute decree) the gracious promiſes of {alvation,are affirmed to be made 
to all the nations of the world. Eighthly (contradiRory to the opinion of the 
maintainers of the abſolute decree) the redemption of all men from the curſe of 
the law for the ſin of Adam, is neceſlarily implied in this aſſertion. Ninthly, this 
aſſertion, (ontradicory to the abſolute decree) is conſonant to the licetall light 


of the Lord dayes Evangelical reſt, neceſſarily implying the literall light of his

T He firſt three covenants made by God with man, are only the execation (or- © - 
 touſe the ſchool phraſe) the exercit a& of the eternnall decree of predelti- 
pation, ſo far as is revealed thereof to man 11 this life, by the truth of the ſacred 
word. Which three ſevera}ll formall Covenants, are eſtabliſhed betweene. . 
God and man , upon the immediate command of the word of the ſeventh 
day of the law of God (implying the command of the whole law) obliging 
the obedience of man to his law, as God hath revealed himſelfe to man, by 
his ſeverall formall ſeventh daies reſt, The firſt Covenant 1s eſtabliſhed, 
upon the immediate command of the word of the firſt ſeventh day of the law: 
whereby God by his firſt ſeventh daies reſt, from the works of the creation: - 
did manifeſt bimſelfe externally by his word to Adam) Creator. of heaven -- 
and earth, of man, and of the creatures created for man. As by the lively - 
word of the law, written in Adams heart, God did reveale himſclfe internal» - 
ly to Adam , God of the law ofrighteoulnes. By which lively word (in A=-- 
dams heart) Adam was enabled to fulfill the command of the law, implied - 
in che firſt ſeventh day, by fulfilling whereof, Adam was to merit, the contti-' 
nuation of the perfe&ion of his created eſtate and felicity, whrmoce's upon - 
earth.

1s referred to man. God by his firſt Covenant, doth firſt oblige himſelte to 
Adam, (and to all men created in Adam naturally to deſcend of Adam 
to the eternall continuation , of the naturall and fpirituall perfeRi- 
on of man, and the felicity wherein he was created,by the dleſſing of his 
firſt ſeventh dayesreft.

eternally) united : for the continuation of the bleſſing of the fi:ft ſeventh 
dayes reſt, to Adam , was according to the continuation of the perfeRion 
of his obedience. Theimmediate cauſe of Adams fulfilling of the command 
- ofthe law (while Adam ftood in his ſtate of perfefion) was Adams faith in

obedience, by thelaw : and promiſed by Covenant, to which God obliged 
bimſelfe. The immediate canſe of Adams faith, was Adaws love to ſpirituall

The immediate cauſe 'of Adams tranſgreffion of the law, was the ſug- 
geſted vertue, of the objeRtive forbidden fruit; off:red by Een'r by bnity ; 
whereof, Adam did apprehend himſelfe, that he ſhould becothe Hke God. 
Where (by the way ) the Reader may obſerve, that the immediate cauſe of 
Adams fall, was externall to Adam,which was the forbidden fruit, and Eves 
ſuggeſtion of the vertue of the frait. The immediate cauſe of Eves preſca- 
ting of thefruit, and of ker ſuggeſtion , ofthe vertue of the fruit of Adam, 
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was her deere love to Adam, to have Adam equall to God himſe!lfe, as Eva 

did apprehend her ſelfeto be, by the vertue of the fruit which ſhe did firſt 
eate. The immediate cauſe of Eves eating of the forbidden truit , was her 
ambicious deſire, to have her ſelfe ecuall to God , and to be freed trom that 
dying death, threatned by the Covenant, The immediate cauſe of Eves foule 


defire, was the falſe ſuggeſtion of the Serpent, in ſuggeſting ſach admirable = 


vertue in the fruie. To the eating whereof, (without all doubt) Eve was the 
more eaſily enduced to beleeve the Serpents ſuggeſtion, of the vertue of the 
f,vit of the tree of knowledge, becauſe there was ſuch vertus in the truit of 
the tree of life, for by eating thereof, the ſenſitive nature of man was eter= 
nally preferved ; and therefore, after the fall, both Adam and Eva were ex» 
cluded from Paradiſe. EE 
The immediate cauſe therefore of Eves fall, was the Serpent, andthe 
beautifull objeRive fruit of the tree of knowledge, and the ſuggeſted vertue ' 
of the fruit, which were all ex'ernall to Eve. Next, before wee ariſe with 
the reſolution tothe fupreme cauſe of all, the new Covenant is firſt to be re- 
{]lved, both as the new Covenant isreferred to God, and as it 1s referred to

Thus having the foure cauſes met together, we are to aſcend from the foure 
cauſes, as they are effeRs, produced by the next ſuperiour immediate cauſe, to the 
ſupreme caulc ofall. The immediate cauſe therefore, of theſe foure ſeverall cf 
feds, as they are the immediate ſubordinate effetsof the next and immediare ſir 
periour cauſe, is Gods eternall purpoſe, of the ele&ion of man, in his Son Chriſt 
Jeſus : For the immediate obje& of Gods eternall purpoſe of election is the ſtate 
of man, redeemed from the curſe of eternall death and darkneſſe, ſhut up in 
remporall ſpirituall darkneſle, till he be regenerate: For, in this eſtate, all men 
are equally redeemed from the curſe of eternall death and darknefle, for their ſin 
in Adam; all equally ſhut up in wenn ſpirituall darknefſe, all equally recon- 
ciled to the love and favour of God, for that firlt fin ; with ſuch freedom of morall 
grace, as all: the created powers of God, are not able to neceſſitate the will of the 
redeemed naturall man, to morall diſobedience. To whole finall perſeverance, in 
his redeemed grace, (by his morall obedience) till Gods prefixed time of ſpiritu- * 
all calling, the grace of ſpirituall faith, is due by the new covenant ; which is clta- 
bliſhed with all men in the grace of this redeemed eſtate. Of this redeemed {tate 
of man, God {without all impeachment to his juſtice) did decree, from all eter- 
nity, to cleA to his mercy,a certain number of this redeemed ſtare of man, known 
to himſelf, by preſerving of them, from being finally overcome, by the tempta- 


tion of Satan and of his inſtruments in this life ; and to leave a certain number, 


(known only to himſelfe) in this redeemed __ naturall and morall grace, - 
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 beinduced,ornot induced, by Satan and his inftruments to finall diſobedience;y | 
their pleaſure and perill : For, there is nothing to neceſſitate their will morally 
and finally,to diſobedience. The immediate cauſe of GodseleRion of man in this 
redeemed eſtate, is the freedome of his mercy, who, in this caſe, will ſhew mer 
on whom he will have mery, 1n his Son Chrilt Jeſus. The immediate cauſe of his | 
thewing of mercy to ſome in this redeemed eftare, is his forcknowledge of them 
whom, tromall eternity, he hath predeſtinate to be made like to the Image of hi 
Son in this lite. The immediate cauſe, that they are predeſtinate to be madelike 

tothe Image of his Son in this hife, is, that Chriſt Jeſus, the eternall Son of God 
(mage fcſh of the fed of the woman, in time) may be the firſt born amongſt mz. 
ny brethren, who are his myſticall members. The immediate canſe rhar they are 
the myſticall brethren and members of their my{ticail head (Chriſt Jeſus) is, that 

2s their myſticall head (by the bloody perſecution of Satan and his cruell inſtry- 
ments) did ſea! the truth of his fulfilled promiſe of the bleſſed ſeed, with his 
heart blood : So his myſticail brethren and members, by taſting of the cup of his 
aftiictions, (by the bloody perſecutions of Satan, and kis curied crue) may ſtand 
im the defence oithe tru of rhetr myſtical kead valiantly, to the end of this lifo, 
The immediate caule whereot 15 to the end; that whereas the Loras myſtical

And rhatmn recompence of their valour they may (in 
their myſticall hezd) be crewned with an incorruptible-crown of glory, eternally | 
and triamphantly:; in all heavenly happineſſe in the life to come. The immediars 
_ cauſe whereof, is the Lords promile of the bleſſed ſced;thar the {ecd of the woman 
fhall break the head of the Serpent ; which ſeed of che woman, is firſt the Word | 
the Lord Teſus Chriſt, begot by his Pather, man of the ſeed of the bleſſed Vir- 
-gine: And next his myiicall brethren, begor by the literall and {piricnall light of 
the Word, brought torth by the woman, tne Church. The.tmmed tate cauſe of the 
Lords promiſe of the blcfled ſeed, i3 Gods eternall decree of predeſtination upon 
his cternall preſcience of the fall of man,by the malicious treachery ar Satan. The
